From Panama comes the news that 
the surrender of Colon to the govern- 
ment struck the Liberals like a thunder- 
bolt and that they are still unable to 
realize the fact that the city is aga‘'n 
in the hands of the federal authorities. 

General Alban’s Colon triumph, with- 
out the aid of the troops from the gun- 
boat Genoral Pinzon, is regarded here 
as an achievement that may pessibly 
lead him to the highest honors in the 
service of the republic. He went from 
the station to the barracks under escort 
of a torchlight procession headed by a 
band. The restaurants were open until 
10 o'clock in the even’.g tor the first 
time in many months. 

The recapture of Colon is admitted to 
be almost a death blow to the Liberal 
cause in this department. There is no 
doubt that guerilla warfare will be re- 
sumed in the mountains, but stronger 
forces and better organization are cen- 
sidered essential requisites for the Lib 
erals if they intend to resume the 
struggle seriously. 

Both Panama and Colon are quiet, 
Trains on the railroad still carry armed 

( Americ an guards and are running on 
time. The German man-of-war Stein 
has arrived at Colon. 

The troops from the General Pinzen 
have been taken by train to yarious 
points along the line of the railroad, 
where mony Liberals still remain, for 
the protection of the read. The gov: 
ernment censorship has been resumed. 

Saturday and Sunday passed unevent- 
fuliy at Colon and Panama. Both Lib- 
erals and Ccnservatices are gradually 
resuming their customary intercourse. 
There is no undue boasting on the part 
of the victors and there have been no 
disturbances. 

Recent events, however, are the only 
topic of conversation. Many Liberals 
allege that all blame for the final turn of 
events is primarily due to Bellsario 
Porras, who is also said to be respon- 
sible for the blow sustained by the Lib- 
eral cause last year.

LAW MUST BE OBEYED 
Holders of Liquor Licenses at Provi- 
dence Receive Fair Warning 

Providence, Dec. 2.—It is probable 
that less liquor was sold In this city yes- 
terday than on any Sunday for many 
years previous. Allliceuses for the sale 
of liquor expired at midnight Saturday, 
and none has yet been renewed by the 
newly appointed board of police com- 
missioners, f 

Pending trrestigation of the applica- 
fiens already received, the saloon 
keepers holding licenses last year are 
allowed to continue business until their 
applications are granted or denied. 

The police were instructed to report 
all violations of the law and the officers 
were told that failure to report such vio- 
lation would mean the dismissal of the 
policeman from the force. Such a report 
would also mean the denial of a licens» 
to the place reported. As a conse 
quence the saloons were all closed yes 
terday. 

Only three persons were arrested dur- 
ing the day for drunkenness. Places 
holding a tavern license were closed as 
tightly as saloons and although some 
tiquor was undoubtedly sold in licensed 
places, it was dene very quietly. The 
board will make a determined effort to 
stamp out kitchen barrooms and has 
already ordered one saloon, where the 
orders of a police captain to remove a 
plano were not at once obeyed, rot to 
open until further orders. 


A True Heroine 

Fall River, Mass., Dee. 2.—Alphonsine 
Lebesque jumped from the third floor 
of a building during a fire early yes- 
terday morning and may die. ‘ihe ac- 
cident came through her effor's to get 
others out of the house in safety. The 
fire was on the second floor of a threo- 
story tenement house. Miss Lebe “te 
twice ran from the third to the lw’er 
floors and aroused and helped other 
people to get out. On going upstairs for 
the third time to see if everybody had 
left, the smoke bewildered her aud she 
jumped out of a window. She {s_ ter- 
ribly hurt internally. The fire damage

Price of Milk Advanced 

Boston, Dec. 2—The Milk Con 
tractors’ Association of Boston has 
voted to pay the farmers an increase of 
4 cents a can over the present card 
rates for milk, and eustomers will con- 
sequently be obliged to pay an increase 
of 1 cent a quart. Farmers had = ul- 
ready begun to dispose of their cattle, 
rather than winter them, and the supply 
of milk is already becoming short be- 
cause of this fact.

Before Christmas Holidays 


THE RECIPROCITY QUESTION 


Will Probably Develop Some Inter- 
esting Features During Preliminary 
Skirmish In the Senate—Series of 
Adjournments For Lower Branch 


Dec. 2.—The senate was 
fn session only a short time today, for, 
as Senator Frye of Maine was elected 
president pro tempore at the extra ses- 
sion, and the other officers of the senate 
are to be continued, including Charles 
G. Bennett of New York, secretary, and 
Daniel N. Ramsdell of Indianapolls, 
sergeant-at-arms, no tlme had to be 


taken for organization. 

lour new senators were sworn Iu, 
Millard and Dietrich of Nebraska, @ b- 
son of Montana and Kittredge of South 
Dakota, who succeeds Kyle, deeeased, 
during the recess, by appointment of 
he governor. This makes the total 
number SS, Delaware's two seats re- 
maini.g vacant, and it will be divided 
into 56 Republicans and 32 Democrats, 
all the third party men having deter- 
mined to go into one or other of the old 
parties. 

After the appointment of the usual 
committee to go with the house com- 
mittee to notify the president that con- 
gress was in session, and ready to re- 
ceive apy communication, Senator 
Hanna announced the death of Presi- 
dent McKinley. and offered the resolu- 
tion under which the senate, having 
adopted it, immediately adjourned. 

Wednesday and Thursday will be de- 
voted to the introduction of new bills, 
and as usual there will be a flood of 

hem. Among the first bills of impor- 
tance to be presented will be the ship 
subsidy bil!, which will be Introduced 
by Senator Frye, and the Nicaragua 
canal, which Senator Morgan will pre- 
sent. Senator Frye has not entirely 
completed his bill, but he says it will 
be different in many details from the 
old bill of last season. That measure 
was framed by former Senator Ed- 
munds. Senator Frye himself is the 
author of the new bill. 

Senator Morgan’s canal bill will be a 
duplcate of Representative Hepburn’s 
bill on the canal question. Other early 
bills of {mportance will be one looking 
to the construction of a submarine 
eable from the western coast of Hawaii 
and another providing for the establish- 
ment of a new executive department to 
be known as the department of com- 
merce. On Thursday the senate wll 
adjourn until the following Monday. 
The general opinion among senators is 
that very little real work will be done 
before the Christmas holidays. 

The first subject demanding attention 
is reciprocity. Various treaties are now 
| pending in the senate looking to com- 


Washington, 


mercial agreements between the United 
| States and other countries. Senator 
| Aldrich will renew his effort to have 
these treaties, which already have been 
reported from the committee on foreign 
relations, committed to the committee 
on finance on the ground that they deal 
| with tariff questions. The friends of 
| the treaties will oppose this demand and 
| the preliminary skirmish expected to 
‘ensue probably will serve to develop 
| some interesting features. 

The early days of the session wi'l be 
marked by the reorganization of senate 
committees so far as may be necessary 
and a caucus of the Republican mem- 
bers will be held for the purpose of con- 
sidering this question and appointing a 
committee to suggest names for the 
vacancies. The most important place 
to be filled is that of chairman of the 
committee on foreign relations. It is 
generally conceded that Senator Cul- 
lom, who is the senior Republican mem- 
ber of that committee, will succecd to 

| the chairmanship. 

The house will take some time for 
its organization, and for the customary 

| lottery of seats by which members are 
assigned their places. Speaker Hender- 
son and the ohter officers nominated by 
the Republican caucus will be re-elected, 
the Reed rules will be readopted, in spite 
' of the Democratic and Hepburn opposi- 
tion; members will be sworn In, and 
given their seats by the lottery of the 
blindfolded page drawing their numbers 
from a box. 
| There will be 197 Republicans, 152 
' Democrats, and eight Independents 
who will vote with the Democrats, in 
the house. Five members-elect have 
| died since the last congress adjourncd, 
Brosius of Peansylvania, Boutelle of 
Maine, Crump of Michigan, Stokes of 
; South Carolina and Burke of Texas. 
Their successors are here, however. 
After the organization and the other 
necessary business is finished, the death 
of President MeKinley will be an- 
nounced, and under a resolution the 
| house will adjourn out of respect to bis 
memory. 
| After tomorrow the house probably 
; will adjourn three days at a time until 
congress recesses for the Christmas 
| holidays. Speaker Henderson will oc- 
cupy this time preparing his committee 
' lists, which will be announced as soon 
ag the house convenes after the holi- 
days. Practically no business will be 
transacted before the holidays.

} It thus is possible for congress to pass 
laws in rezard to the Philippines sim- 
iar to those enacted for Vorto Rico 
under which duties.can be imposed on 
goods coming from the Philippines and 
upon Ameyican goods zoing into the 
islands. 

The case of Emil J. Pepke was known 
as the “fourteen diamond rings case,” 
and involves the constitutionality of the 
imposition of customs duties upon mer- 
chandise brought into the United States 
from the Philippines, afcer the exchange 
of the peace treaty with Spain. The 
| opinion was handed down by Chief Jus- 
tice Fuller. 

The opinion was adverse to the claims 
of the government on the ground that 
the Philippine islands were at the tme

By 
the third artide of the treaty Spa‘n 
ceded to the United States ‘the archi- 
| pelago known as the Philippine islands,’ 
|}and the United States agreed to pay 
lto Spain the sum of $20,000,000 
| Within three months. The treaty wasrat- 
| ified: congress appropriat +d the money, 
{the ratification was procliuimed. The 
| treaty-makinz power, the executive 
power, the lee’siative power, concurred 
}in the completion of the transact’on. 
The Philippines thereby ceased in the 
language of the treaty ‘to be Spanish,’ 
Ceas'ng to be Spanish, they ceased to 
| be foreign country.” 
| Secretary Root declined to express an 
| opinion as to the effect of the decisiors 
until he has had an opportunity to read 
} them in full. Fisures obtained at the 
war department and treasury bureau of 
statistics relative to the trade affec:e4 
by the decision show that from the be- 
ginn ng of United States occupancy of 
the Phil’ppin s.

ington’s Sensational Murder Case 
Washington, Dec. 3.—The defense in 
} the case of Mrs. Bonine, charged with 
the murder of Ayres, began the int:o- 
duction of testimony yesterday ind 
Waced 15 witnesses on th stand before 
tNe court adjourned for the day. The 
tine of examination showed that the 
purpose is to establish that Mrs. Bonine 
evinced no particular partiality toward 
Ayres, and that her conduct and bearing 
toward him differed in no respect from 
that displayed toward other guests of 
the hotel. 

The tirst witness was William C. Hay, 
who, with his family, lived at the Ken- 
more at the time of the tragedy. Ife tes- 
tified that the dances at the Kenmore 
were usually arranged by Mrs. Bonine, 
and that at thcse dances her bear'ng 
toward Ayres was nothing out of the 
ordinary. It was her habit, he said, 
when the dancers were not prompt in 
their attendance, to go to their rooms to 
urge them to come down. On cross 
examination he said that he wnder- 
stood that it had been Mrs. Bonine'’s in- 
tention to leave the hotel. but after the 
tragedy he advised that it would be im- 
proper to do so until the affair had been 
cleared up. 

Richard L. Jenks testified that he bad 
heard Mrs. Bonine giving Ayres advice 
against drinking to excess. 

George RB. Gardner, assistant at- 
torney in the interior department, to 
whom Mrs. Bonne first told her sto’ y, 
and who was one of the government wit- 
nesses, testified that on the night of the 
tragedy he saw Mrs. Bonine and Ayr.s 
dancing together and observed nothing 
unusual in his or her conduetr. 

David C. Mooney said he observed 
Mrs. Bonine dance with Ayres, but saw 
nothing in her attitude toward him dif- 
fering from that toward others. Si:n- 
ilar testimony was given by other wit- 
nesses. 

One of the jurors was taken sudde Ly 
fll during the day, but with the uid of 
a physician managed to continue 
throughout the day. 


Barglars In a Church 

Fall River, Mass., Dec. 3.—The Freneh 
Canadian people of the city are greatly 
stirred up by burglar desecration at St. 
Anne's church. The church is in charge 
of dominican fathers from Paris. When 
one of them went to the vestry yesterday 
to prepare for the daily service he 
found the floor strewn with saered vest- 
ments and with wafers used in the com- 
munion service. A cabinet containing 
sacred vessels had been pried open and 
the vessels removed. Another cabinet 
had been opened and a smail relic of S*. 
Anne had been removed. The chu:ch 
contained another relic of St. Anne 
which had become a shrine to which 
French Canadians from all parts of New 
England made regular journeys. It 
Was enclosed in a glass case and laid in 
a gold box. This box was taken and 
the relic with it, and the glass case was 
shattered. Contribution boxes con- 
taining offerings for the poor were 
broken into and the contents removed. 


Passengers All Rescued 
Seattle, Dec. 3.—The sound steamer 


Skagit Chief is a total wreck on the 
Blakely rocks near Pleasant Beach. 


She hit the rocks in a heavy fog Sun- 
day night. Captain Call was in the 
pilot house and realizing the dangerous 
nature of the sounding, had the vessel 
run under slow speed. The first crash 
came bow on and was followed by an 
immediate signal to reverse the en- 
gines. This was done, but a strong tide 
hurried the vessel on and hung her up 
helpless. Boats were lowered and the 
passengers were taken safely ashore. 


Funston Not Ready to Return 
Iola, Kas., Dec. 3.—General Funston 
has no intention of coming home from 
Manila until next spring, according toa 
letter received here yesterday »y the 
parents of Lieutenant Mitchell.

LAMBERT |S CONVICTED | LIVED BEYOND HIS INCOME 


Found Guilty of Murder In the 
First Degree 


SLAYER OF ALLEN FAMILY 


Showed Not the Slightest Emotion 
When Decision of the Jury Was 
Announced—Crime One of the Most 
Shocking Ever Committed In Maine 


Dover, Me., Dec. 5.—A verdict of mur- 
der in the first degree was returned yes- 
terday against Henry Lambert, a young 
French Canadian guide and woodsman, 
after one of the longest criminal trials 
in the history of the state. The jury 


was out less than two hours. 

During the long trial Lambert Lad 
preserved au appearance of apparent 
composure and disinterestedness hardly 
to be expected of one In so grave a po- 
sition, and the verdict was received by 
the prisoner without the least show of 
emotion, 

In charging the jury Judge Strout 
spoke about an hour, and the jury re- 
tired at 3:45. Their report was made at 
5:37. The court room was filled with 
spectators at the time, and when the 
words were pronounced by the foreman 
of the jury all eyes were directed 
toward the condemned murderer. But 
his appearance did not alter in the 
slightest decree, and he seemed one of 
the coolest men in the room, <A few 
minutes later he was led away to his 
cell in the county jail, and unless seme 
preventive action is taken by his ccun- 
sel he will probably be sentenced today. 

The crime for which Lambert was ccn- 
vieted was a triple murder, one of the 
most shocking tragedies ever record>d 
in Maine. The victims were J. W. 
Allen, a prominent farmer and member 
of the board of selectmen of the town 
of Shirley; his wife, Mary S., and their 
daughter, Carrie L., aged 16. The mur- 
ders were committed Sunday evening, 
May 12, and the murderer set fire to the 
farin buildings in an effort to cover up 
the crime. 

In the trial the prosecution set up as 
a motive for the deed the claim that the 
murderer had designs on Carrie Allen's 
virtue, and to accomplish his purpose 
murdered the parents and finally to con- 
ceal his crime, the girl herself. 

Lambert was under suspicion from the 
first, but was not arrested until several 
days after the tragedy. Later he was 
indicted by the grand jury and a ses- 
sion of the supreme court called for Nov. 
19 to try the case. The trial, which 
began on that date and closed last night, 
has been a notable one and marked with 
pathetic incidents. 

Almost as soon as the trial opened the 
defense gave the prosecution to under- 
stand that every proposition advanced 
would be vigorously combatted and this 
attitude was maintained to the end. 
The pathetic side appeared on Saturday 
following the opening, when County At- 
torney Durgin was notified of the sud- 
den death of his son and was obliged to 
temporarily withdraw from the case. 
Closely following this came a telegram 
for one of the jurymen, stating that his 
son was lying at the point of death, and 
just as Judge Strout was telling the 
father that the law would not permit 
him to visit bis dying child, another 
message came announcing the boy was 
dead. 

Judge Strout, in his charge to the jury, 
very carefully reviewed and compared 
the testimony introduced by the prose- 
cution and the defense in the course of 
the trial.

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PROPOSED BUILDING ORDINANCE. 


One Reported to the City Council at the Meeting of Monday 
Evening, 


The following is the text of the proposed ordinance establishing the 
oftice of Inspector of Building and defining his duties which was reported 
to the City Council this week, together with rules and regulations for the 
inspection and construction of buildings : 


SECTION 1. 
hereby established. 

The Mayor shall annually, on or before the first Monday in 
February, appoint an Inspector of Buildings, who shall be an 
experienced architect, builder or a practical mechanic who has 
had experience in the construction or erection of buildings, and 
shall not be engaged in any other business or be interested in 
any contract for furnishing materials, He shall hold his office 
one year from the first Monday in February of the current year 
and until his successor is appointed. He shall be emtitled toa 
seat with the City Council and have the same privileges and 
responsibilities as are set forth in Section 37 of the City 
Charter. He shall receive such compensation for his services as 
the City Council may, from time to time, determine. 


SECTION 2. The Inspector of Buildings shall superintend 
under the direction of the Commissioner of Public Works, the 
construction of all buildings erected by the City, and the altera 
tions and repairs upon-all City buildings, and see that the condi- 
tions of all contracts are faithfully carried out in accordance 
with the plans and specifications, if any. 


SECTION 3. He shall examine all buildings in the course 
of erection alteration or repair, and ascertain if the ordinances of 
the City are being complied with, and he may require plans and 


The office of Inspector of Buildings is 


specifications or a description of any proposed erection or alter- 
tion of any building to be submitted to him, and shall grant 
permits for such erection or alteration when the plans and speci- 
fications or description are in conformity with the City Ordi- 
nances and all other laws relating thereto. 


SECTION 4. He shall keep a record of the business of his 
office, including all violations of the Ordinances relating to 
buildings, which record shall be open to public inspection as is 
provided in Section 39 of the City Charter, and shall file for 
reference all official correspondence received, and shall keep on 
tile press, copies of all official correspondence issuing from his 
office, and he shall submit to the Mayor, on the first day of the 
written report of his doings during the 


municipal year a 


preceding year. 

SECTION 5. Said Inspector, on being informed by report 
or otherwise, that a building or other structure or anything 
attached to or connected thereto is unsafe to life or limb shall 
inspect the same, and if it appears to him that it is thus danger- 
ous he shall therewith take such action as the law of the Com- 
monwealth or the Ordinances of the City require. He shall 
generally perform all such duties as may be required of him by 
law or ordinance. 

SECTION 6. The Inspector shall examine all churches, 
halls, or other public buildings or structures used, or intended to 
be used, temporarily or permanently, for any public use, and all 
school houses or school rooms, public or private, and buildings 
used or intended to be used for manufacturing purposes, and if 
he finds that any of said buildings or rooms are deficient in proper 
facilities of egress, in case of fire or accident, either in numbers, 
width, construction or arrangement of the entrances, aisles, pas- 
sageways, or stairways, or by reason of inner doors opening 
inward, or from other cause whatever, arising from the manner 
of construction, alteration, or repair of the premises, he shall at 
once notify the state inspector of factories and public buildings. 


SECTION 7. Whenever it appears to the Inspector that, 
in any of the buildings or structures or portions thereof, men- 
tioned in the foregoing section, the security of the public is 
temporarily endangered by the use of combustible stuff or mate- 
rials; or that benches, chairs, stools, or other obstructions are 
temporarily placed in the aisles or passageways in such manner 
as to prevent free egress in case of fire or accident during the 
time when the same may be opened to the public; or that 
benches, chairs or settees are temporarily so arranged as not to 
afford proper egress in case of fire or accident; or that outer 
doors opening inward are not kept open when such buildings or 
structures are used by the public; then, and in either of said 
cases, the Inspector shall notify the person for the time being 
having charge of the premises, and require such person at once 
to make the premises safe, and if he refuses or neglects so to do, 
the Inspector shall remove the obstructions and may prosecute 
the offender. 


SECTION 8. All outer doors of buildings and structures 
mentioned in Section six of this chapter shall be kept open 
when such bnildings or structures are used by the public, unless 
such doors open outwards, and except that fly doors opening 
both ways may be kept closed. All inner doors of such build- 
ings and structures shall be so made as to open outward, and 
said Inspector is hereby authorized to enter any of such build- 
ings or structures at all reasonable hours for the purpose of 
ascertaining whether or not any of the provisions of this 
chapter are being violated. 


SECTION 9. Whoever intends to erect, alter or repair any 
building or structure in this City, shall, seven days at least 
before he proceeds to erect, alter or repair such building or 
structure, give notice in writing of such intention to the 
Inspector of Buildings on forms furnished by him, specifying 
therein the dimensions, exact height, materials, location, and 
such other matters relating to the erection, alteration or repair 
of such building or structure required by said Inspector as may 
be necessary to show whether the same are in conformity with 
the ordinances of the Ciiy and the laws of the Commonwealth. 
No work, except ordinary repairs, shall be done upon any build- 
ing, sructure, or wall, without a permit from the Inspector of 
Buildings, and no permit issued shall be in force for a longer 
time than one year from the date of the permit. No suc 
permit shall be given until said Inspector has carefully inspected 
the plans, specifications or descriptions thereof, and has ascer- 
tained that the means of ingress and egress are such as are 
required by such Ordinances and laws; and said Tnspector may 
require such plans and specifications to be submitted to him 
before granting such permit. A copy of the plans and specifica- 
tions of every City building hereafter erected shall be deposited 


in the office of the Inspector. 
SECTION 10. The Inspector of Buildings shall sae that 


all statutes, ordinances, orders, and regnlations respecting the 
use OF oceupation of portions of streets or ways for the purpose 
of erecting, altering, repairing, or removing buildings - are 
observed and enforced. Whoever desires to occupy or use a 
portion of a street or way for the erection, alteration, repair or 
removal of a building upon land abutting thereon shall make 
application to the Inspector of Buildings, who, subject to the 
consent of the Commissioner of Public Works, may grant 
permits, which shall be countersigned by the Commissioner of 
Public Works, for the occupation or use, for building purposes, 
of such portions of streets or ways, and for such periods of time 
and under such limitations and restrictions, as may be required 
by ordinance or by public convenience; and any such permit 
may be revoked by the said Comissioner of Public Works at 
any time when the holder thereof fails to comply with any rule 
or regulation under whichit was granted, or when, in the opinion 
of said Commissioner of Public Works, the public good requires 
such revocation, No part of a street or way other than that so 
allotted shall be used for depositing materials for work to be 
done or for receiving rubbish arising from such work, and all 
such rubbish shall be carried away by the person or persons to 
whom the permit is granted, at such convenient times as the 
said Commissioner of Public Works or the said Inspector may 
direct ; and in ease of neglect or refusal of such person or per- 
sons to remove such rubbish, it shall be removed at their expense 
by the Commissioner of Public Works. 

When such permit is granted, the portion of a street 
thereby allotted shall be enclosed with a sufficient fence, not 
less than four feet high, and as much higher as the Inspector of 
Buildings shall direct, and such fence shall be maintained during 
the whole time for which the occupation of such portion of thg 
street. contiunes, and until all liability to accident from falling 
material ceases, and a lighted lantern or lanterns, or other 
proper and sufficient lights, shall be attached to some part or 
parts of such fence, and shall be placed over or near all buildine 
materials or rubbish which of necessity are allowed to remain in 
any street or way over night; which lanterns or lights shall be 
kept lighted from sunset to sunrise every night tltat such fence, 
materials or rubbish remains in such street or way. 

Whoever maliciously or wantonly, and without legal cause, 
extinguishes or diminishes a light fixed in accordance with the 
foregoing provisions shall be liable to a penalty of not less than 
ten nor more than twenty dollars. 

Whoever is duly licensed or permitted to occupy a part of a 
street, while erecting or repairing a building, or making an exca- 
vation or for any other purpose, shall provide a safe and conven- 
ient passage for public travel around or over the obstruction so 
caused, shall be responsible to the eity for all injuries sustained 
in consequence of his neglect so to do, and shall be liable toa 
penalty of not less than ten or more than twenty dollars for 
each offence, and the Commissioner of Public Works may in his 
discretion, require a bond with sufficient surety or sureties to be 
such licensee, indemnifying the city 
from all loss, cost, damage or expense from any acts or omissions 


approved by him, from 


resulting in injury to person or property arising fromthe occu- 
pancy of a street under_such permit; and said licensee shall 
at any time when requested by the Comissioner of Public 
Works or by a police officer, exhibit his license or permit for 
such occupation. 

SECTION 11. The provisions of this ordinance shall not 
apply to buildings and structures owned or occupied by the 
United States or the Commonwealth of Massachusetts, nor to 
the construction of bridges, quays and wharves.

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COLONY FOR NEGROES 


Farm Village Scheme to Be 
Tried In Virginia. 


PLAN AWAKENS MUOH INTEREST. 


Many Applications Already Received 
From Various Parts of the Country. 
if Successful, Many Similar Vil- 


Virginia is perhaps the only state in 
the south which is to have in the near 
future a little town inhabited entirely 
by negroes and for the purpose of agri- 
cultural and industrial training, with 
a view to improving their condition, 
says a dispatch from Richmond to the 
New York Sun. For years travelers 
and visitors have had their attention 
attracted by a little village about two 
miles west of Orange Court House pop- 
ulated entirely hy negroes and famil- 
larly known as Slabtown. It gets its 
name from the fact that two or three 
hundred cabins occupied by the inhab- 
itants are roofed exclusively with 
rough slabs. These cabins are made 
of rude logs stuck together with red 
clay. They are scattered over an area 
of Lalf a mile square and are connected 
with rough and tumble bypaths grown 
up in summer with weeds. It is a pe- 
culiar sight, this little negro town, 
where a white face seldom appears. 
Slabtown is laid out with no system. 
There {fs not a store in it, although 
there are more than 200 dwellings. 

But the new town which is now be 
ing built for the colored people bas a 
good object in view. Already work 
has begun on it and will be pushed for- 
ward as rapidly as possible. It will oc- 
cupy a tract of land of about a tbou- 
sand acres around Fort Lee, on the 
Chesapeake and Ohio railway, a few 
miles below Richmond. The surveyors 
who were employed to lay off the town 
have marked out a park, which fs to be 
beautitied articially in the winter and 
in the spring a pavilion and other im- 
provements will be added. The first 
house will soon be begun, and in a few 
months a flourishing village will bave 
arisen where now there are only tim- 
ber and undergrowth. 

This movement was started about a 
year ago by Dr. R. E. Jones, a well 
known and skillful negro physician of 
Richmond, who has manifested a keen 
interest in the welfare and Improve- 
ment of his race and has done much to 
elevate it both in a commercial and 
intellectual way. It was through him 
that a large industrial and training in- 
stitution was established at Richmond 
{in which negro women are taught to 
cook, act as trained nurses, keep house 
and follow other useful pursuits. Dr. 
Jones, assisted by several other negro 
citizens, purposes getting the village 
started and then turning the property 
over to the Women’s League Training 
school, above referred to. The proper- 
ty will cost many thousands of dol- 
lars, and the leaders of the movement 
already have a large amount on hand 
to start the work. 

From sixty to a hundred houses will 
be built, and this will be sufficient to 
house a community of at least 500 peo- 
ple. To each house will be assigned 
not less than five acres of land located 
at some distance from the village prop- 
er and in that portion of the tract 
which will be devoted to agriculture 
principally and to some minor indus- 
trial pursuits. The houses will be built 
close together, and all will be pretty 
mucb alike, resembling In some re- 
spects the familiar milling towns dot- 
ted throughout the Carolinas and oth- 
er states. 

The lands assigned to each house- 
holder will be some ten or fifteen min- 
utes’ walk distant. Each villager will 
be allowed to keep cows and other 
stock, and ten acres will be set apart 
for grazing purposes. One bundred 
acres will be devoted to a park. The 
village itself will occupy about fifty 
acres, the grazing plot about ten acres, 
and 700 or 800 acres will be left for 
cultivation. 

There will be no difficulty In getting 
people to live in the village. A large 
number of applications bave already 
been received from respectable negro 
families in various parts of the coun- 
try. Some of these applications have 
been received from as far south as 
Georgia and even Florida. The pref- 
erence will be given to the negroes of 
Virginia. The villagers will be al- 
lowed to own their own houses, but if 
at any time they wish to sell them the 
movers of the scheme will have an op- 
tion on them, the price to be decided 
by arbitration. The name of the vil- 
lage has not yet been decided on. Some 
help has already been received from 
wealthy men in the north, and other 
donations have been promised. The de- 
velopment of the movement Is looked 
npon with keen interest at Richmond 
and in other parts of the south. 

Since this movement started reports 
have been received that in at least two 
other states in the south a similar proj- 
ect will be undertaken if this one suc- 
ceeds. It is also said that this fs the 
beginning of the movement to colonize 
the negroes in various parts of the 
southern states where the cities have 
a congested colored population. This, 
it is believed, will result in a large part 
of the negro population eventually 
leaving the cities and settling fn these 
farm villages, thereby paving the way 
toward filling their places In factories 
and other lines of work by white labor.

Favors the Nicaraguan Route 
For a Canal 


COSTS MORE THAN PANAMA 


To Operate and Maintain It, but It 
Is Claimed to Have Superior Ad- 
vantages—Panama Project Favored 


In Minority Report by Morison ° 


Washington, Dee. 5.—The report of the 
isthmian canal commission was sent to 
congress yesterday. The 
favors the Nicaragua route and makes 
an estimatc of $189,864,062 as the total 
cost of construction of the canal through 
Nicaragua. The estimated cost of the 
Panama route is $144,233,358, but, the 
report says, it would cost $109,141,000 
to obtain the Panama concession. ‘The 
commission values the work done at 
$40,000,000, 

The report says the Panama route is 
feasible as a sea level canal, while the 
Nicaragua route must be by locks, but 
Lake Nicaragua will furnish an inex- 
haustible supply of water for the canal. 
The Nicaragua route has no natural 
harbors at either end, but satisfactory 
harbors may be constructed. Harbors 
already exist at each end of the Panauia 
canal route, but considerable work miust 
be done at the entrance of the harbor on 
the Atlantie side. 

With adequate force and plant the 
commission estimates that the Nicara- 
gua canal can be completed in six years, 
exclusive of two years for preparation. 
‘Ten years is estimated to complete the 
Panama canal. The total length of the 
Nicaragua route is 183.06 miles and the 
Panama route 49.09. The estimated 
cost of operating and maintaining the 
Nicaragua canal annually is $1,350,000 
greater than that of the Panama canal. 
The estimated time for a deep-draught 
vessel to pass through the Panama canal 
is 12 hours, and through the Nicarag 1a 
canal 35 hours. 

The Nicaragua route, the report says, 
is more advantageous for commerce 
save that originating on the west coast 
of South America. For the gulf ports 
the advantage is two days, and for most 
of the ports on the Atlantic and Pacitie 
one day. The Nicaragua route is said to 
be better for sailing vessels on account 
of favoring winds. Hygienic conditions 
favor Nicaragua. The commis- 
sion says the United States should ae- 
quire control of a strip of territory 10 
miles wide, through 
which to build the canal. The consent 
of Nicaragua and Costa Rica must be 
obtained to construct the canal, but the 
report says this can be easily secured. 
The concessions granted by the Colom- 
Dian government to the Panama Canal 
coinpany have many years to run, and 
new concessions cannot be granted the 
United States. 

The report concludes as follows: 
“After considering all the facts de- 
veloped by the investigations made by 
the colmission, the actual situation as 
it now stands, and having in view the 
terms offered by the new Panama Canal 
company, this commission is of the 
opinion that the most practicable and 
feasible route for an isthmian canal, to 
be under the control, management and 
ownership gf the United States, is that 
known as the Nicaragua route.” 

George S. Morison, a member of the 
commission, submits a minority report 
favoring the Panama route. He says 
the estimates for the Nicaragua route 
do not make sufficient provision for un- 
known conditions and contingencies. 
Ife believes that better conditions and 
terms can be arranged through the 
acquisition of the Panama Canal com- 
pany’s rights than by any negotiations 
with Nicaragua and Costa Rica. The 
government, efter securing these rights, 
he says, could negotiate direct with Co- 
lombia for the right to cons¢truct the 
canal. He closes by saying: 

“The Panama route has advantages 
over the Nicaragua route in cost of con- 
struction, in cost of operation and in 
convenience when done, while its use 
is less likely to lead to local interna- 
tional complications. If the WUWnited 
States government is to Build an isth- 
mian. canal, the Panama route is the 
best.”

To remedy 
the second, he suggests authorizing 
banknote issues: to the full par ofa 
bank’s capital against deposits at Wash- 
ington of 30 percent In United States 
bonds, 20 percent in greenbacks, and a 
“guaranty fund” for the protection of 
the otherwise unsecured half cf the 
notes of insolvent banks, to be vons‘i- 
tuted by a semi-annual assessment of 
1-S of 1 percent of the capital on all 
benks. 

He sees in this scheme the great ex- 
pansion of national bank capital, the 
retirement of the greenback from cir- 
culation as money, aud the increase of 


national circulation to $1,000,000,000. 
He also favors allowing issue, when 
asked, of banknotes, properly safe-

COMMERCE IN CABINET 


Movement Be 


Appears. to 
Gaining Headway 


MANY TASKS PROPOSED 


net Offlcer—Might Attend to Edit. 


ing anc Publication of Commer- 
ciat Reports of Our Consuls 


Washington, Dec. 6.—The movement 
for a department of commerce Is 
gaining headway, and its success- 
ful outcome may be reached during this 
wiaoter’s session. In deciding what 
bureaus are to go into the cew depart- 
meot, congress will need to exercise 
very great care, as sonie of the bureaus 
whicb it is proposed to transfer are 
much better off where they are. 

Material enough would be furnished 
for a Dew cabinet officer to manage were 
balf the tasks assigned to bim that are 
vow proposed. The suggestion thatthe 
consuls, since they report chiefly on 
commercial matters abroad, should be 
jee the new department of commerce 
lis of doubtful value; they have com- 
mercial duties, to be sure, but very 

jfarge other interests. ‘hvir functio-s 

{are often half diplomatic, and there is 
considerable interchange of services be- 
tween the two branches. Moreover, a 
consul is accredited to a fore’'gn coun- 
try by our department of state, and to 
it any complaint would come from 
other nations as to his misbehavior, 
ete. 

It is suggested that the consuls might 
remain under the state department, but 
that their commercial reports be turovd 
| over bodily to the statistical division of 
the new department of commerce for 

| editing and publication. Inquiries ad- 
dressed to the consuls, originating in the 
department of commerce, could in the 
; same way be forwarded through the 
state department. But it wou!d be very 
unwise to strip the state department of 
its commercial aspects. So much of vur 
treaties have to deal with commercial 
questions and trade relations that this 
branch of the state department’s ac- 
= should be strengthened rather

Commercial questions require expert 
knowledge and long training. Our sys- 
tem of rotation in the office of secretary 
of state and among the assistants rarely 
gives a chance to develop these quall- 
ties, and hence when it comes to draft- 
ing reciprocity treaties or any other com- 
mercial compacts our state department 
is more dependent on outside assistance 
than it should be. 

The department of commerce will 
doubtless prevent a great many duplil- 
'eations of work, and that fs one of the 
| great advantages to be expected from 

its establishment. The project re- 
| ceived a unanimous report in its favor 
| from the committee last winter but the 

shortness of the session prevented ac- 
tion. Of course this will mean a vew 
cabinet officer and a new building. It 
ought to help settle the vexed question 
of space in the treasury building by the 
withdrawal of enough bureaus to leave 
working room for the rest, although that 
department already hires outside quar- 
ters in many parts of the city.

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GRAND JURY CALLED 


To Act Immediately on the Charges 
Against Jane Toppan 

Barnstable, Mass., Dec. 6.—Without 
waiting for the usual proceedings of a 
forma! hearing before the district 
court, at which the defense usually 
bas an opportunity to be heard, the 
Barnstabie county grand jury today 
will be asked to act upon the case of 

Miss Jane Toppan, who is in Barn- 
stable jail charged with the murder of 
Mrs. Mary E. Gibbs of Cataumet. 

The calling of the jury is an extraor- 
dinary occurrence, and has created 
considerable comment in this vicinity. 
The meeting of the jury will be of the 
star chamber nature, no one except 
the district attorney and the several 
witnesses called being allowed in the 
room. Chief Justice Mason will pre- 
side at the opening session, and after 
he retires District Attorney Holmes 
will lay before the jury what evidence 
against Miss Toppan he and the state 
officers nave accumulated in the last 
three months. 

it is expected that the proceedings 
will occupy the greater portion of to- 
day, and it is generally believed that, 
with no evidence to combat that of 
the government, the grand jury will 
report a bill against. Miss Toppan. 
pnould this be the case, there wiil be 
no necessity of the hearing arranged 
for next Wednesday, when the coun- 
se! for Miss Toppan had hoped to learn 
something of the government case 
against his client. 

Miss Toppan will, therefore, have to 

wait for the regular trial in the su- 
perior court before she will know tae 
fu.i extent of the evidence against her. 
Should a true bill be reported, it fs 
expected that the trial will take place 
at a special session of the superior 
court, and present indications point to 
one of the most notable trials in the 
legal history of the state. 


Under the Pan 

Washington, Dec. 6.—If Senator Mc- 
Laurin of South Carolina is to get on 
any of the senate committees, it must 
be as a Republican. Senator Jones, 
the Democratic leader in the senate, 
has notified the Republican leaders 
that they will have to look out for Mc- 
I.aurin in arranging the committees, 
as the Democrats decline to recognize 
him.

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Insince ere Denials 
London, Dec. 6.—The government and 
Dutch court are again strenuously de- 
nying the stories of matrimonial quar- 
rels between Queen Wilhelmina and 
the Prince Consort, but the scandal 
has become too public for any hope of 
hushing it up to remain. According 
to some reports a reconciliation be- 
tween the queen and Prince Henry 
was effected largely through the in- 
fluence of Emperor Wiliam, and the 
queen mother, in order to preserve 
an appearance of concord, even paid 

the prince consort’s debts. 


British Navy’s Hard Luck 

London, Dec. 6.—Anotheraccidentto 
a British torpedo boat destroyer, but 
without loss of life, has just been add- 
ed to the long series of such accli- 
dents suffered by the British navy dur- 
the past few months. The Wizard, 
while steaming out of Portsmouth, 
collided with a passenger steamer. 
Her bows were stove ip and she was 
otherwise badly damaged. 


Robbers Convicted of Murder 

Sioux City, Dec. 6.—The jury in the 
ease of the Greenville robbers, Louis 
Brooks and Albert Phillips, returned a 
verdict finding the men guilty of 
murder in the first degree and fixing 
the penalty at death. Two members 
of the posse were fatally shot by the 
robbers and one robber was killed in 
the figat. 


Bank Puts Up Shutters 

Knoxville, Dec. 6.—The Lenoir City 
bank at Lenoir City closea its doors 
yesterday. It had a capital of $50,000. 
It is stated that depositors will get all 
due them. The suspension of business 
is said to be due to depreciation in 
Lenoir City real estate. 


Smasher’ s Mail Didn't Pay 
Topeka, Dec. 6.—Carrie Nation, the 
Kansas “joint smasher,” announces 
the suspension of her paper, The 
Smasher’s Mail, which was started 
about a year ago. She says it did 
not pay. 


Disastrous Result of Appeal 

Paris, Dec. 6.—The anti-Semite jour- 
nal, Libre Parole, appealed against the 
fine of $1000 imposed on it for slan- 
dering M. Rolland, a French merchant 
resident in Brussels, at the time of 
the Dreyfus controversy. The court

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CONSTABULARY POSTS 


Dot British Defensive Lines In 
South Africa 


CORRUGATED IRON FORTS 


With Gravel Lining, Protected by 
Barbed-Wire Entanglements, Guard 
the Rallrouds - Extension of the Sys- 


tem Chiefly tn the Pransvaal 


London, Dec. 6.—The official state- 
ment from Pretoria that «be “cousta- 
bulary line of posts betwen railways 
bave been pushed out to Wilge river and 
Greylingstad”’ is a more definite indi- 
cation of the policy which Lord  Kit- 
chener Is taking for the ultimate pa- 
cification of the newly acquired col- 
onies than fas appeared recently in bis 
official communications. 

Wheo Lord Kitcheuer took over the 
supreme counnand in South Africa he 
felt certain that the measures then in 
force, which entailed the garrisoning of 
various centres far removed from the 
railway, would not further the general 
pacification, while it might induce the 
Boers to make desperate attacks. ‘The 
alternative scheme which commended 
itself to him was, in the first place, to 
make his railway communications ab- 
solutely secure and then to steadily re- 
claim the country by pushing out from 
the secured base furnished by the per- 
manent ways. In this we had the birth 
of the blockhouse system, which is now 
the system in vogue, and which has 
reached dimensions which are not read- 
ily realized in America. 

Twelve months ago the 
was practically unknown. The railway 
lines at important poin's were de- 
fended by field works built by the 
troops, whieh, though quite adequate 
to protect the immediat® vulnerable 
vicinity, left large stretches of railway 
open to attack. Major Rice, who had 
been in Ladysmith during the invest- 
ment of that town, then invented the 
corrugated iron blockhouse. ‘This ferm 
of a defensible post at once found 
faver, as, besides being serviceable, it 
had the additional merit of being cheap. 
Major Rice’’s’ blockhouse is simply a 
hexagonal erection of corrugated iron. 
The walls are made by placing two 
sheets of iron four tnches apart, and 
filling the intervening space with gravel. 
This has proved to be bullet proof. 

These blockhouses, when loopholed 
and manned by 10 or 15 men, were 
found sufficient to ward off any of the 
lesser attacks with which train wreck- 
ers were wont to cover their opera- 
tions. For a time the Boers fought 
shy of them. Then they devised a 
means of attack; with unprecede: ted 
boldness they stole up to the very loop- 
holes and used them against the de- 
fenders inside. In this manner several 
blovckhouses were captured. 

It looked as if the system would have 
to be abandoned. But the ingenuity of 
the sappers came to the rescue and each 
blockhouse was provided, besides an 
entanglement, with a complete lacework 
or spider's web of wire environments, 
so interwoven that it was cutter-proof. 
This abselutely prevented the enemy 
from repeating their daring tactics of 
manning the loopholes from the out- 
side. Lord Kitchener's scheme was In- 
tended. before the process of reclalining 
was commenced, to picket the railway 
communications with blockhouses at 
an interval of 3000 yards, in order to 
bring any attempt at crossing the line 
under a rifle fire of at least 1500 yards. 
But for the protection of bridges and 
other salients more elaborate fortifica- 
tlons were erected. Asa rule, one!ther 
bank of an important river, stout ma- 
sonry blockhouses were erected. These 
buildings were made on a principle sim- 
llar fo that employed with the police and 
frontier militia posts of the northwest 
frontier of India. That is, they were 
more than one story high, were fur- 
nished with a ladder approach and 
machicolated galleries. 

Today the hil's outside Pretoria are 
dotted with litde rectangular buildings 
from Qvagzapoort on the west richt 
away to Silverton and Pienaar’s Poort 
on the east. Johannesburg and envi- 
rons have been treated in a like 
measure. 

The extension has been chiefly con- 
fined to the Transvaal, and it {fs the 
method which Lord Kitchener employs 
of clearing all diffieult portions of the 
country. In August last, when the 
Schurveberg and Zwart kopjes, north- 
west of Johannesburg, were cleared, 
Krugersdrop and Commando Nek in 
the Magaliesberg were connected by a 
chain of blockhouses, the South African 
constabulary holding as far as the first 
drift on the Crocodile river, Imper‘al 
troops being responsible for the rest. 
A parallel to this line was in con- 
struction along the trend of the Mool 
river. 

A glance at themap will show that this 
gives two distinct areas in which the 
process of clearing is facilitated by the 
presence of its fringe of blockhouses, 
gnd once cleared they remain to pre- 
vent re-occupation. Now Lord Kit- 
chener reports that he has formed the 
long projected line of posts from Wilge 
river on the Komatipoort line to Grey- 
lingstad on the Standerton line, and 
from other reports we can conclude 
gimilar measures have now been adopt- 
ed in the Losberg, south of Krucers- 
dorp. Thus we have the four parallels

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—the Wilge river-Greylingstad line, 
Pretoria-Vereeninging railway, the 
Krugersdorp-Commando Nek (possibly 
extending to the Losberg), and the Mooi 
river valley line. Each is joined on 
south by the railway and now prob-

On the day of the shooting the 
two were coming out of the woods 
when, as Ashley alleged, he slipped and 
his gun was discharged, the shot tak- 
ing effect in Thorpe’s head. Thorpe 
was believed to be fatally injured. He 
was discharged from the hospital last 
week, however, and stated that he be- 
lieved the shooting to have been in- 
tentional. This led to Ashley's arrest. 


Bold Attempt at Holdup 

Branford, Conn., Dec. 6. — While 
Judge Doolittle was driving along a 
lonely spot on the shore road last 
night, four men suddenly jumped out 
from the -toadside. One of them 
grabbed the bridle of the horse and 
the others started for Mr. Doolittle. 
The animal which the judge was driv- 
ing was a spirited one, and became so 
badly frightened that he tore away 
from ine men and before the would-be 
highwaymen recovered from their sur- 
prise the judge was quite a distance 
down the road. No arrests have been 
made. 


Treasurer and Bondsmen Sued 

Boston, Dec. 6.—Suit was entered at 
East Cambridge yesterday against B. 
D. Locke, formerly town treasurer of 
Arlington, and his bondsmen, Henry 
J. Locke and Edward T. Hornblower. 
The property of the defendants was 
attached and service made upon them 
last night. The suits are in the name 
of the town of Arlington, and the ad- 
damnum is fixed at $45,000, on account 
of the defalcation of Roland A. Swan, 
formerly a clerk in the town treas- 
urer’s office, who is now serving his 
sentence in state prison.

ANALYZING LIGHTNING. 


First Lightning Spectrum Photos 
Open New Field of Inquiry. 
Som? years ago the first photographs 
of lightuing attracted great attention, 
but it is now announced that a much 
more difficult photographic feat—cap- 
turing by the aid of the camera not the 
lightning flash itself, but the spectrum 
of the flash—has been successfully ae 

complished. 

The photographs were obtaiued last 
summer at the Harvard observatory in 
Cambridge, Mass., but public 
ment of the fact has been delayed until 
this month. ‘The photographer was 
Mr. J. H. Freese. Three negatives were 
secured in July and one in September. 
The process by which they were taken 
Was not unlike that of taking a snap- 
shot with a_.pocket camera, except that 
the apparatus was.larger than the 
photographer. Where the flash would 
come could only be guessed at, and the 
photographic instrument was control- 
led, therefore, not by clockwork, as is 
usual in photographing stars, but by 
hand. Tlie flash itself, once it came in 
the field of the telescope, was an auto- 
matic or natural flashlight. The sit- 
uation, however, was complicated by 
the fact that the prism necessary to 
secure a spectrum refracted the light- 
ning, the lightning flash entering and 
leaving the prism at an angle, so that 
the telescope had to be almed not at 
the flash itself, but a certain number 
of degrees to one side of it. 

A prism, of course, breaks up the ob- 
ject photographed into parallel bands 
of color, which indicate the physical 
composition of the star or Hghtning 
flash, or whatever it may be, and which 
are seen in the photograph by differ- 
ences in degree of black and white. 
The element of hydrogen, which is 
found in the spectra of nearly all stars 
and has been discovered through these 
photographs to be a part of the light- 
ning as well, produces a series of well 
marked lines quite different from those 
made by the element of iron, for exam- 
ple. 

The hydrogen lines of the lightning 
flash, it may be noted, are very much 
like those shown by the spectra of 
“new” stars, like Nova Persei, to name 
the Inst one discovered. The spectrum 
of the star, however, shows these lines 
dark, proving the presence of a solid 
body, while the lines of the spectrum 
of lightning, which is simply a flash in 
the sky, are all bright. Another inter- 
esting point brought out by the Har- 
yard photographs is that the hydrogen 
lines of a natural lightning flash cor- 
respond almost exactly with those of a 
little quarter of an inch flash produced 
artificially in a tube.

WOULD IMITATE CHEOPS, 


Huge Pyramid May Be Made a Cen- 
tral Attraction at St. Louis Fair. 
Dr. Edward Bedloe of Philadelphia, 

who has filled important positions for 

the United States in Italy, Egypt and 

China, has just returned to the United 

States after a visit to Europe. Dr. 

Bedloe has brought home an idea for 

the St. Louis exposition, says a New 

York dispatch to the St. Louis Repub- 

lic. Dr. Bedloe’s conception {Is that 

there be reproduced as the distinguish- 
ing architectural, popular and perma- 
nently useful feature of the world’s 
fair in St. Louis a duplicate of the 
antique pyramid of Cheops in Egypt. 
In reply to a question whether it 

would be possible to erect such a 

structure at St. Louis Dr. Bedloe re- 

plied: “It is entirely possible. The 

Cheops’ pyramid as It stands in the 

Nile valley covers with its base forty 

acres and is 485 feet high. I maintain 

that such a structure can be duplicated 
with a steel framework and a staff 
covering, exact in dimensions. The 
vast interior of such an edifice could 
be made to educate the masses in 

Egyptology and familiarize the popu- 

lar imagination with the spirit of the 

orient, where the United States seeks 
| to increase Its export trade.” 


AN INCAUTIOUS BOAST. 


fhe Figure It Cut In Manipulating a 


Big Railroad Deal. 

“For many, many years,” said an old 
railroad official, “the Baltimore and 
Ohio railroad’s dominant policy In- 
volved an entrance Into New York, 
and the Pennsylvania and Baltimore 
and Ohio were bitter competitors. 
Both roads owned heavy blocks of the 
Philadelphia, Wilmington and Balt!- 
more stock, but the balance that car- 
ried the control was in the hands of an 
individual owner. The Pennsylvania 
had made a dicker with this man 
whereby he voted with them, but the 
stock itself he refused to part with 
save at figures which seemed to the 
Pennsylvania’s management excessive. 

“This was the state of affairs when 
one night one of the officers of the 
Pennsylvania was dining In the cafe 
of Delmonico’s famous old restaurant 
at Twenty-sixth street and Broadway. 
His attention was presently concen- 
trated on a conversation going on at 
the table behind him. It involved the 
important control of the Philadelphia, 
Wilmington and Baltimore, and the 
mon talking was incautiously boast- 
ing to his companion that he had that 
day practically completed a deal where- 
by this control came to him. 

“A careful glance revealed to the 
Pennsylvania official that the man 
talking at the next table was no other 
person than the late Robert Garrett 
himself, at that time president of the 
Baltimore and Ohio. Not one word of 
the balance of that talk was lost to the 
envesdropper, and when Garrett and 
his companion left the cafe the Penn- 
sylvania official knew each and every 
detail of Garrett's coup in Philadel- 
phia, Wilmington and Baltimore. It 
hinged on the stock held by the indl- 
vidual. Garrett had made him a glit- 
tering and stupendous cash offer for 
his holdings, which had been accepted. 
The delivery of stock was to take 
place the following day. 

“It was 10 o'clock at night when the 
Pennsylvania official detached himself 
from Delmonico’s table. As fast as 
cab could take him he raced to the 
Desbrosses street ferry. At Jersey 
City he took a special engine, and after 
a wild ninety mile ride he rolled into 
Philadelphia shortly after midnight. 
Then a hasty conference ensued of the 
powers that were at that day In Penn- 
sylvania railroad affairs, with the re- 
sult that in a very short time certain 
of the big men were making for a 
nearby city as fast as steam could car- 
ry them. The astonished Individual 
holder of P., W. and B. stock was rout- 
ed out of bed at 2 a. m. to receive a 
cash offer for his stock that he accept- 
ed as soon as he could could catch his 
breath. No chances were taken, and 
its delivery to, the Pennsylvania oc- 
eurred as early upon the following 
morning as it could be got at. 

“When Garrett arrived later, he bit- 
terly appreciated the truth there Is in 
the old saw that there is many a slip 
‘twixt cup and ip. What followed Is 
well known. Garrett in his disappoint- 
ed anger bullt the terrifically expen- 
sive B. and O. extension from Balti- 
more to Philadelphia, an operation that 
saddled the B. and O. with such an 
enormous amount of fixed charges that 
a receivership and the disappearance 
of the Garretts as controlling factors 
In B. and O. affairs shortly followed. 
It seems like the lrony of fate that this 
road today should be controlled by its 
ancient rival, the Pennsylvania. In 
this connection It will be remembered 
that the late William H. Vanderbilt 
was fatally stricken with apoplexy 
while talking with Robert Garrett. It 
was generally reported and believed 
that the two men were discussing B. 
and O.’s then proposed entrance Into 
New York. Mr. Garrett was said to 
have emphatically stated to Mr. Van- 
derbilt that the B. and O. would come 
to New York whether he (Mr. Vander- 
bilt) and the New York Central liked It 
or not.”—New York Tribune. 


Regulating a Clock. 

It is not, of course, possible to seize 
bold of the hands of a clock and push 
them backward or forward a tenth or 
twentieth part of a second, which Is 
about the limit of error that is allowed 
at the Greenwich observatory, so an- 
other method Is devised. Near the 
pendulum a magnet fs fixed. If it Is 
found that the pendulum {ts gaining 
either too fast or too slow, a current 
of electricity is switched on, and the 
little magnet begins to pull at the meta) 
as It swings to and fro. It only re- 
tards or accelerates the motion by an 
infinitesimal fraction of a second each 
time, but it keeps th® operation up, 
and in a few thousand swings the 
tenth or the twentieth part of the al- 
most invisible error ts corrected, thus 
making the clocks “keep step” at the 
proper instant of time.—London News

JIM. MARTIN 


A Hero of the Galveston 
Storm.

Jim Martin's father was of a roving 
disposition, so after moving about half 
a dozen times or more in the northern 
gtates he decided to take his family 
and go south, as be expressed it, “to 
seek his fortune.” Jim was then a 
boy about eight or ten years of age, 
the youngest of six children. 

Already he could build a dog house, 
a dovecot and even belp bis father in 
many ways. His talent pleased the 


old gentieman immensely, for be 
thought to be a good carpenter was 


all and everything that one could de- 
sire. At first they located in Louisiana, 
and then after accumulating and los- 
ing much of “this world’s goods” they 
moved to Texas. All went well until 
the yellow fever broke out all over the 
south in a terrible epidemic, cutting 
down thousands of victims in its aw- 
ful march. When at last it bad spent 
its fury, Jim Martin came back to life, 
only to find that be was alone—fathber, 
mother, brothers and sisters all bad 
fallen prey to the “yellow demon.” 
Jim bad a brave heart, but this seem- 


ed almost more than be could bear. As 
health and strength came buck to bim 
his spirits rose, and he set about bis 
old trade. He wus considered one of 


the best carpeniers in Galveston. And 
for so young a man he was a marvel. 


NeAtness, strength and beauty were all 


combised in bis work—in fact, Jim 
bad more thao be could do. Every- 
body wanted his advice when they 
could not get his work. It wus a com- 


mob saying that “Jim Martin's father’s 


bousés stood the sturm of IsS75 without 
so much 4s the loss of a shingle, aud 
be can do better work than his futher.” 
Apd so it happened that Jim made 
money and friends and became a fa- 
vorite with the Galveston people. 

It was in the spring of 1892 when it 
occurred to him be was getting along 
in years and be who had built so many 
homes for others ought to have one of 
his own. He knew the woman he 
weanted-to shure it with him, so after 
getting ber consent be cast his eyes 
about for the proper location. The 
gulf of Mexico bad a strange fascina- 
tion for bim. He loved to gaze on its 
giasslike surface in calm, and be was 
equally cbarmed when it rolled beyond 
its shore. So with love in his beart 
for this wonderful, beautiful but 
treacherous body of water le selected 
a spot only two blocks from its shore 
forahome. At the end of the year the 
house was complete, and such a house, 
for suhstantiality at least, bad never 
before been built on the island. The 
enormous chimneys were started away 
down in the ground, and plenty of shell 
was used in the mortar to make them 
strong enough to stand the wind and 
weather. Jim married and took his 
wife to the beautiful new home. There 
they lived until Sept. 8, 1900, when a 
storm wherein a eyclone and burri- 
cane combined swept over the gulf and 
extended into the state of Texas more 
or less for nearly a bundred miles. 

Wednesday morning, Sept. 5. as Jim 
was passing the signal station he saw 
a young doctor looking at the map 
which was made for the Cotton Ex- 
change. He teard bim remark, “The 
barometer is low. the wind is from the 
northeast, and the map pretty 
plainly shows cyclonic disturbances to 
the south or southeast of Key West.” 
When the doctor passed on, Jim walk- 
ed up to the man who was making the 
mip and asked, “Are there any signs 
ofacyclone?” “There are,” be answer- 
ed, “but our office has received no no- 
tice of the kind.” Jim thought of the

Wheavhe reached the shore. he was 
astonished to see that. while the wind 
was in the gorth, the tide was running 
high, which was never the case with 
north winds. Thursday be again vis- 
ited the gulf and found much the same 
condition of things. Friday the wind 
was still from the vorth, and as night 
came oa it increased in violence, the 
tide was bigh and the gulf very rough. 
Again be went to the beach, gazed 
long on her turbulent surface, thon 


walked briskly bome. “Mollie,” he 
celled out. “come, look at our old 
friend. i bave never seen ber so wild 


and rough since 1S75, and do you no- 
tice the peculiar hazy appearance that 
generally precedes a great storm.” 
“Yes, Jim, it does iook like a storm; 
hot, please God. we don't have another 
like the one of 1875." Jim felt a little 
anxious all night. 

As early as 6 o'clock Saturday morn- 
ing he arose and hastened to the beach. 
The tide seemed to be at a standstill, 
but while be stood wondering how it 
would end the tide began to rise and 
was soon over the street railway 
tracks. He went back to his home, 
teld Mollie not to be frightened, that he 
was going up town to learn what the 
people thought of the weather. By 12 
o'clock the wind had increased and 
was blowing between forty and fifty 
miles an bour. After talking to half 
& dozen or more and finding that very 
few felt any alarm he went to the 
wharf front. The wind had shifted a 
point or two east of north and was 
blowing more than sisty miles an hour. 


‘lb: bay water was over the wharfs 
und was encroaching on the Strand, 
and all the low places were inundated. 
At 3 o'clock be went home and was not 
@ littie shocked to find that, while bis 
lot and sidewalk were raised five or 
six feet above the street level. the wa- 
ter was within six or eight feet of bis 
front door. He watched it slowly 
creeping up. 

Mollie came out on the porch. Her 
face wore a troubled expression. 
,“dim.” she said, “do you think the 
water will reach our bouse?’ “No,” 
be replied: “but if it does it won't burt 
it, for I built this house to stay.” At 
4:30 the wind was blowing at a terrible 
rate, and the neighbors were flocking 
to Jim’s house asking for shelter, for 
they feared their own little bomes 
could not weather the storm. Now the 
water was rapidly Sowing down the 
avenue to the west, and on its breast 
it bore boxes, barrels and small shan- 


ties. 

It was only 6:30, but darkness was 
fast falling, when suddenly the water 
rose four or five feet at a bound and 
two feet on the ground floor

Toric.—The right use of ability.—Matt. vi, 
13-16. 

God has not given to all men equal 
ability. Some are strong, others weak; 
some are rich, others poor; some are 
high, others low; some have superior 
intelligence, others are below the aver- 
age in intelligence; some morally and 
spiritually are superiors and others 
inferiors. This being true, it becomes 
a very important question to those 
who are blessed with special abilities, 
positions or opportunities as to what 
is the right way to use them. It is an 
important question, because ability 
means responsibility. God will demand 
of every man an account “according to 
his several abilities.” It may be a 
splendid thing to be two talent or five 
talent men, but those who have many 
tulents must account for many talents 
and should study carefully how to use 
them. 

Ability is not to be falsely used. Salt 
has the ability to preserve and to sea- 
son;-but if salt, by being exposed or 
falsely united with foreign substances, 
loses its savor it is good for nothing 
but to be cast out. It loses its ability 
to preserve or to season and is worth- 
less. A false use of ability is also 
ruinous to man. Thousands have been 
kd to ruin by misusing the special 
abilities that Ged has given them. 
The pathway of life is strewn with 


the wrecks of geniuses—five talent 
men. They have misused or abused 
the talents that God has given them, 


and God has exacted an awful penalty 


from them. Let none who is blessed 
with ability follow in their footsteps. 
The genius is not exempt from the 
laws of God. His superior ability 
makes his falseness all the more cul- 
pable. 


Ability is not to be neglected. A can- 
dle has lighting ability. For that rea- 
son it is not hidden under a bushel, 
where its light would do no good, but 
is placed on a candlestick, that it may 
give light to all in the house. God con- 
demns the neglect of ability. If He 
has given ability to any one, it is for a 
purpose, and to neglect it is as serious 
as to misuse it. The man with one tal- 
ent, which he neglected, was condemn- 
ed and punished. Five talent men are 
not fmmune from service. The greater 
ability possessed the greater the crime 
of neglecting it. Failure to use given 
ability is absolutely inexcusable and 
will certainly lead to condemnation and 
punishment. 

Ability is to be used for the good of 
mankind and the glory of God. “Let 
your light so shine before men that 
they may see your good works and glo- 
rify your Father which is in heaven.” 
If we properly use the abilities which 
God has given to us, we will make men 
see God in our works, for all good 
works are from God.

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W CANAL TREATY 
Favorable Action by Foreign 
Relations Committee 


DETAILS OF PROVISIONS 


Thoroughly Discussed, Bringing Out 
Criticism From Two Senators Who 
Find Objections Urged Against Old 
Treaty—No Dissenting Vote 
Washington, Dec. 7.—The senate 

cgmmittee on foreign relations yester- 

day voted to report favorauiy the new 

Hay-Pauncefote treaty providing for 

the construction of an isthmian canal. 

The committee was in session for 
aimost two hours and went over in 
detail the provisions of the convention. 
No votes were cast against it, but it 
was criticised very sharply by Senators 
Money and Bacon, who found in it 
many of the opjections which they 
urged against the old treaty. They 
took especial exception to the pro- 
vision continuing in force the neu- 
trality provision of the Clayton-Buiwer 
treaty and also made objection to the 
clause specifically authorizing tne 
United States to police the canal as 
placing a limitation upon the power of 
this country to absolutely control it. 
The contention was made that the ef- 
fect of the treaty as sent to the senate 
would be to deprive the United States 
of control of the canal in case of war. 
Especial attention was called to the 
provision in the preamble of the pend- 
ing treaty reserving article 8 of the 
Ciayton-Bulwer treaty from the repeal 
provision of the new treaty. The por- 
tion of this article of the old treaty 
to which especial objection was made 
reads as follows: 

“In granting, however, their joint 
protection to any such canals or rail- 
Ways as are by this article specified, it 
is always understood by the United 
States and Great Britain that the par- 
ties constructing or owning the same 
shali impose no other charges or con- 
ditions of traffic thereupon than the 
aforesaid government shall approve of 
as just and equitable; and that the 
Same canals or railways, being open to 
the citizens and subjects of the United 
States or Great Britain on equal terms, 
shall also be open on like terms to 
the citizens and subjects of every other 
state which is willing to grant there- 
to such protection as the United States 
and Great Britain engage to afford.” 

Senators Money and Bacon did net 
Zo to the extent of voting 
report of the treaty, ar 


knowledge they are anxious to see it 
ratified because of their great desire« 
to have the canal built. Still, they in- 
| sisted that the treaty as it now stands 
is very objectionable in case of the 
contingency of war. 

Senator Frye, who presided over the 
meeting, authorized Senator Lodge te 
report the treaty to the senate on Mon- 
day next, in case there should be an 
executive session on that day. It also 
Was the sense of the committee that 
the consideration of the treaty should 
be pressed as speedily as possible in 
the senate, some senators expressing 
the hope that action might be secured 
before adjournment for the holidays. 


the| The committee aiso voted to recom- 


mend that the injunction of secrecy 
be removed from the ireaty. 

Senator Bacon moved the revival of 
the amendment to the original Hay- 
Pauncefote treaty which was suggest- 
ed by Senator Davis, then chairman 
of the committee, and adopted by the 
senate. That amendment provided 
that nothing in the treaty should “ap- 
ply to measures which the United 
States may find it necessary to make 
for securing by its own forces the de- 
fense of the United States and the 
maintenance of public order.’ The 
amendment was voted down viva voce. 


Soldier Not to Blame 

Washington, Dec. 7.—General Brooke, 
commanding the department of the 
east, has decided that a soldier is not 
punishable for alleged intoxication 
from drinking cider containing intoxi- 
cants obtained at the post exchange. 
Private Donovan, who bought the cider 
in question at the post exchange, was 
convicted of drunkenness on duty by 
court-martial at Fort McPherson, Ga., 
and sentenced to three months’ con- 
finement at hard labor and forfeiture of 
$20 of his pay. General Brooke dis- 
approved the sentence. 


Crazy Snake at Washington 

Washington, Dec. 7.—Crazy Snake 
of the Creek Indian nation in Indian 
Territory, and others of his faction, 
called at the White House yesterday, 
but they failed to see the president. 
Commissioner of Indian Affairs Jones 
advised them to return home. Crazy 
Snake and his followers made serious 
trouble at the agency some months 
ago.

The Capitol Dome. 

The capitol dome at Washington is 
the only considerable dome of iron in 
the world. It is a vast hollow sphere 
weighing 8,000,300 pounds. How much 
is that? More than 4,000 tons, or al- 
most the. weight of 70,000 full grown 


| persons, or about equal to 1,000 ladened 


coal cars of four tons each, which. if 
strung out one behind the other. would 
occupy a mile and a half of track. 

On the very top of the dome the al- 


legori “America,” weighing 
13.985 pounds, lifts its proud head bigh 
in air. The pressure of this dome and 


figure upon the piers and pillars is 
14,477 pounds to the square foot. It 
would, however, require a pressure of 
755,286 pounds to the square foot to 
crush the supports of the dome.

“My attention was directed to this 
subject because of experiments at the 
Boston-Wyoming smelter in Grand En- 
campment, Wy., made with the pur- 
pose of ascertaining whether the Beau- 
mont product could not be successfully 
substituted for coal at this plant. We 
find that, notwithstanding our long dis- 
tance from the source of the supply as 
against a distance of only sixty miles 
from the coal mines, we can still em- 
ploy the Texas fuel at a slight saving 
in the first cost and at a saving of not | 
less than 25 per cent in the cost of 
firing. 

“No careful business man is anxious 
to go on record as a prophet.

FRANCE, OIL IMPORTER. 


Heavy Shipment of American Crude 
Oil From Philadelphina, 
There is an interesting object lesson 
in the departure from Philadelphia last 
week of the tank steamer Bloomfield 
bound for Cette, France, carrying a 
cargo of a little over 2,000,000 gallons 
of crude oil, valued at $109,000. This 
is a valuation of 5 cents a gallon, or 
$2.10 per barrel, of crude petroleum. 
‘Al of this oil is being exported on 
account of contracts made with French 
institutions which, notwithstanding the 
tremendous quantities of coal mined 
in France, can still effect a material 
saving by paying for oil bought in 
America and transported across the 
Atlantic rather than employ coal as a 
source of euergy. That fuel consumers 
across the seas find it advisable to pur- 
chase American fuel oil at $2.10 per 
barrel shows the fallacy of arguments 

wcasionally made that no very high 
figures can ever be realized for the 
product of the gushers at Beaumont. 

The shipment of this tremendous 
tankage shows conclusively that wher- 
ever a market is made for fuel oil 
a permanent demand for the commod- 
ity may be maintained. When manu- 
facturers and other fuel consumers find 
that oil is cheaper than coal, both in 
first price and in cost of handling, there 
will be a steadily maintained price for 
the liquid fuel at a figure which, while 
lower than that representing the cost 
of coal, can never be too low to pre- 
elude a very fair proét to the produc- 
ing companies. This is true where the 
oil is pumped, and of course the situa- 
tion is of even greater strength where 
the gushing oil represents practically 
no eost of production. 

The instance of this enormous s): 
ment to Cette is but representative of 
what is going on wherever the fucl oil 
industry has been developed. It must 
remembered that the industry had 
its birth only in January of this year.

Next he married, staid three years lon- 
ger in Cooperstown and went to Mamaroneck to live in quiet contentment

to be reading. He began to write “Precaution.” If he had taken a little him- 
self, he would not have written the dreary story of English society life, about 


which he knew very little. But at that time all American authors had to do 
imitative work before they began to quarry the wealth of material close at 
hand. In this very year of 1820 Irving was writing “The Sketch-Book,” half 
English in character. Cooper was next urged to follow Scott, who had just 
finished the historical “Ivanhoe.” The cutcome was “The Spy,” a novel of the 
Revolution, already beginning to be historical after 40 years. The scene was 
jaid in the writer's neighborhood, the old neutral ground between two armies 
and plundered by both. The book was a great success at home and abroad, 
in England as well as America. Translated into French, it found its way into 
other languages and many lands, to Persia, Arabia and the far east. The new 

nation had now a novelist of its own to portray its new life to all the world. 
This was still more evident when “The Pioneers” followed two years after- 
ward. This time the author worked the other field, with which he was even 
more familiar—the wilderness, where he had grown up. Harvey Birch, the 
spy, was succeeded by Natty Bumppo, the backwoodsman, appealing to that 
aboriginal love of adventure and of the forest which clings to every boy like 
a heritage ftom the primeval life of the race. It was next to returning to the 
wigwam and the chase and the tribal feud. There had been nothing like it 
{mn Europe since the stone age. Here it was the experience of a young writer 
who was only throwing a thin tissue of romance over the trapper and the 
savage he had seen a hundred times. The story was as good as true and as 
interesting as fiction and always a favorite of the author. Sometimes the 
descriptive padding blocked the progress of events, but impatient readers 
early learn the skipping trick, sometimes to their loss and again to their gain.

He doubtless bad his unlovely streaks, but the early education furnished 
by the British American settler developed the vices of both races in a fer- 
tile soil. 

To learn what was Cooper's restoration of the aboriginal type the five 
“Leatherstocking” tales will be read and in the following order if the career 
of the woodsman is to be traced to the end: “The Deerslayer,” “The Last of 
the Mohicans,” “The Pathfinder,” “The Pioneers” and ‘The Prairie,” although 
this is not the order in which they were written. 

When Cooper had gratified his love of nature by picturing life upon the 
frontier in “The Pionet * he turned to his recollections of seafaring years 
and wrote “The Pilot,” impelled, it is said, by Scott’s blunders in his “Pirate.” 
Two fresh fields had been broken when he entered upon one old as the sea 
and cultivated ever since Ulysses sailed the “unharvested deep,” from which, 
however, a large crop of stories has been taken from Virgil’s time onward. 
But there was enough left in its depths and on its surface to make a most 
successful story in the hands of a genuine sailor, as Cooper was. <A large 
and breezy sort of man, he loved the wide ocean next to the boundless forest. 
He was not always finically careful about detai!s of composition, but he made 
no landsman’s mistakes about ships’ rigging and sailors’ lingo. A man-of-war 
was in his day a thing of beauty when under full sail, if not so terrific in 
battle as its hard shell successor. The romance of the engine room is now 
the topéc on seven seas, but Cooper's “Wing and Wing” fancies will always 
people a receding age with a race of fighting sailors who belonged to a perilous 
time in our early history. Their conflicts with a great maritime power can 
best be understood in the pages of “The Pilot” and “The Red Rover.” In 
these departments of frontier and sea life Cooper became our first historical 
novelist. having Scott only for a rival, and that without being his imitator. 
Ou British ground their books sold side by side and had the same translators 
into foreign tongues. Each in his own way brought credit to his country and 
great renown to himself. But it was in Sir Walter's own Edinburgh and in

“I located in Wichita in 1875 
to practice law, but the grasshoppers 
drove me out of the state, and I don’t 
believe there has been one there since.”

But we have something out there a 
blamed sight worse than the grasshop- 
pers.” Remembering only too vividly 
what consternation those pesky insects 
carried on their wings to the people of 
Kansas, I shouted, “What on earth can 
that be?’ With a fierce gleam of the 
eye he said, “Jerry Simpson,” and then 
proceeded to roast “the sage of Medi- 
cine Lodge” to a turn, a perfectly safe 
performance at the distance of a thou- 
sand miles, but not ealculated to in- 
crease one’s mental comfort at short 
range.

SHE PLEADS NOT GUILTY 


founsel For Accused Waived the 
Reading of Two of the Indictments 
but a Short 


Time to Reach Conclusions 


—Took Grand Jury 


Barnstable, Mass., Dec. 7.—Bereft of 
relatives and even friends, without 
even a woman companion, Miss Jane 
Toppan of Lowell stood up in the su- 
perior court room late yesterday af- 
ternoon and heard the grand jury’s 
indictments charging her with the 
murder of three persons whom she had 
been engaged to nurse back to health, 
but who haa died under her charge, 
and, according to the indictments, by 
her hand. One indictment charges her 
with the death of Mrs. Mary D. Gibbs, 
a second with the death of A. P. Davis, 
both of Cataumet, and the third with 
that of Mrs. Genevieve A. Gordon of 
Chicago. All allege that the cause 
was the administration of poisonous 
drugs, 10 grains of morphine, or atro- 
phine, or morphine and atrophine to- 
gether, or by some poison unknown to 
the jury. 

For 10 minutes the woman stood 
tightly clutching the rail, while the 
venerable clerk in the fading twilight 
stumbled through the indictment 
charging her with the murder of Mrs. 
Gibbs. At length a kerosene lamp was 
brought in to assist the clerk, but be- 
fore he started on the second indict- 
ment, Miss Toppan’s counsel spared 
her further agony by waiving the read- 
ing, and all that remained was for her 
to plead. Three times she was asked 
if she was guilty of the murder, and 
three times she replied in a low, husky 
voice, “Not guilty.” 

Her counsel then asked that the state 
of Massachusetts, through its judges, 
appoint counsel for the accused woman 
and Chief Justice Mason, who presided, 
said that he would take the matter un- 
der advisement. The request will un- 
doubtedly be granted. 

When this was over and the jury had 
dispersed, the woman was led away to 
her cell, not to return again to that 
room until 
spring, when she will be given a trial 
by jury as allowed by law, and to 
combat the evidence which the govern- 
ment in the meantime will have ac- 
cumulated against her. 

All day long the 22 grand jurymen 
listened to what evidence had been 
collected against Miss Toppan by the 
officers of the state during the past 
three months. First the chemist told 
how he found traces of the poisonous 
drugs, then the detectives, who have 
worked so assiduously on the different 
clues, and lastly two of Miss Toppan’s 
acquaintances, who were in a position 


'to know something of the deaths last 


August at Cataumet. 

There was apparently little oppor- 
tunity for deliberation on the part of 
the jury, for scarcely had the last wit- 
ness left the room when the district 
attorney announced a recess and the 
jury did not assemble till it met again 
in the superior court room. Then, 
however, the indictments were pro- 
duced and handed over to the clerk by 
the foreman of ihe jury. To those who 
waited in the corridor of the court- 
house for the termination of the day’s 
proceedings, this lack of opportunity 
to deliberate seemed to show that the 
government's evidence must have been 
of considerable weight and that the 
woman will have to face a tremendous 
amount of convincing testimony at her 
trial next spring.

CLERKS WORKOVERTIME 


Over Forty-Two Htndred Bills 
Already In Congress 


NO INVESTIGATION LIKELY 


As to Rights of Bay State Men to 
Their Seats—Lodge Introduces Bill 
to Raise Pay of Letter Carriers— 
Proposition For Uniform Workdays 


Washington, Dee. 9.--If the number 
of bills introduced in the house is any 
indication of legislative energy, the ses- 
sion of congress just begun is to be a 
record-breaker. In the three brief ses- 
sions of the houses which have been 


held sinee last Monday, nearly one-third 
the number of bills presented during 
the whole of the 56th congress has been 
introduced. The total number of bills 
presented in the house during both ses- 
sions of the last congress was 14,437. 
The number presented in the three days 
of this session is 4224. Monday, 1945 
were presented; 1004 were introduced 
Tuesday, while at the six-minute ses- 
sion I'riday, members of the house sue- 
ceeded in getting in 1275 drafts of their 
desires in the legislative line. 

The work of getting these bills prop- 
erly entered in the clerk’s books, hay- 
ing the announcement prepared for the 
congressional record, as well as copy 
for the government printer, that the 
bill may be properly printed in whe legal 
form without delay, is the task which 
has required the clerks in charge to 
violate the eight-hour law most fla- 
grantly.

leged disfranchisement of voters. * 

Mr. Moody takes no exception to Mr. 
Ileming’s resolution. He is willing to 
have Massachusetts take the same 
treatment, if it is deserved, that Is 
awarded to any other state which dis- 
franchises a portion of the vote. Both 
resolutions are in the custody of, the 
committee on rules, and are likely to 
remain there during the life of the pres- 
ent congress. 

The bill introduced by Senator Lodge 
for a general increase in the pay of 
letter carriers) throughout the country 
provides that all letter carriers who 
have served as regular carriers three 
years or more shall receive $1200 per 
annum; that all' who have served as 
regular carriers two years or more 
shall receive $1000 per annum; that all 
who have served one year or more 
shall receive $800 per annum, and that 
all who are or may be appointed to the 
regular service shall receive $600 per 
annum. The measure is_ retroactive, 
becoming operative, if adopted, June 30, 
1900. 

The joint resolution introduced by 
Representative Lovering, providing for 
an amendment to the constitution giy- 
congress the power to establish uniform 
hours of labor in manufactories through- 
out the United States, recites the fact 
that there now exists a great diversity 
in the hours of labor in manufacturing 
establishments, varying from a week of 
56 hours to one of 72 hours, Itis pointed 
out that this diversity creates conditions 
of discrimination as between citizens of 
the several states, which operate to the 
disadvantage of both labor and capital, 
resulting in unequal wages for a given 
amount of labor and unequal earnings 
foragiven amountof capital. This lack 
of harmony is beyond the control of the 
states, it is said, and is sought to give 
the federal government power to legis- 
late. 

Speaker Henderson will announce the 
committce on naval affairs at an early 
date, and it is probable that its person- 
nel will be about the same as in the 
56th congress, in so far as its members 
were returned to the present house, with 
the exception of Representative Metcalf. 
With Mr. Metcalf’s promotion to the 
committee of ways and means, there 
will be three vacancies on the commit- 
tee on naval affairs, the other two being 
occasioned by the resignation of Chair- 
man Boutelle, who is succeeded in con- 
gress by ex-Governor Llewellyn Pow- 
ers, and the retirement of Represenia- 
tive Hawley of Texas. 

It is probable that Mr. Powers will 
succeed Mr. Boutelie on the committee, 
although he will not, of course, being a 
new member, be madechairman. Rep- 
resentative Roberts of Massachusetts 
and Southard of Ohio are expected to be 
named to fill the other two vacancies. 
One Democratic member may be 
dropped, which will create a fourth va- 
cancy to be filled by a Repubilean. The 
members of the Massachusetts delega- 
tion confidently look for Mr. Roberts’ 
appointment.

HARMON IOUS ACTION 


Assured In Dealing \ With the Subjec 
of the Philippine Tariff 

Washington, Dec. 9.—The Philippine 
tsriff was the subject of an important 
conference held at the war department 
by Secretary Root, Senators Lodge, 
Spooner and Platt of Connecticut, and 
Representatives Payne and Dalzelland 
of the ways and means committee of the 
house. 

The consuliation, whichtwas quite 
Jengthy, is understood to have removed 
all danger of friction in the considera- 
tion of this delicate question of legisla- 
tion. The ways and means committee 
will bring the matter forward in the 
house early next week, when the de- 
tails of the tariff measure finally agreed 
upon will become known. 

Notwithstanding the introduction of 
the Lodge resolution in the senate, ex- 
tending the Dingley rates to imports 
into this country from the Philippines, 
the house will take the initiative In 
this legislation, assurances having been 
given by the senate managers that ac- 
tion upon the matter in that body will 
not be pressed pending its consideration 
by the house. 

There has been some diversity of sen- 
timent among the Republican members 
of the ways and means committee re- 
garding the terms of the Philippine 
tariff resolution which they should pre- 
sent to the house, but the conference 
is understood to have resulted in a 
thorough understanding in the matter, 
and harmonious action among the Re- 
publicans of the house, as well asinthe 
Senate, is regarded as assured. 


A Valuable Discovery 

Pittsburg, Dec, 90.—-Dr. A. Leteve has 
discovered what has every indication 
of being 2 successful serum treatment 
for tetanus. After a year of patient 
experimenting on lower animals, the 
doctor within the last three weeks had 
the opportunity of testing his theory on 
three human subjects. When these 
were first given the injections of the 
serum they were violent, being in 
spasms and convulsions, ‘The tre.tment 
soon brought them around and within 
five or six days they were restored to 
health, 


Big Stock of ‘Stolen Goods 

New York, Dec. %--In an apartment 
in Brooklyn, the police yesterday found 
packing cases, trunks and bags of every 
description, containing silverware and 
other valuables, variously estimated to 
be worth from 85000 to $25,000.

Fagin Left American Army to 


Join Insurgents 


CAUGHT BY NATIVE ScouTS 


Authorities Satisfled That Trouble. 
some Negro Has Met Death at Last 
—Chaffee Disapproves Death Sen- 
tence Imposed Upon Torres 


Manila, Dec. 9.—Native scouts from 
Bongabon, province of Nueya Ecija, have 
killed the American negro, David Fagin, 
a deserter from the 24th (colored) in- 
fantry, who for more than two years 
has been leading Filipinos against the 
American troops, The native scouts de- 
capitated their prisoner, The man’s 
head, however, was recognized as that 
of Fagin. They also secured his com- 
mission in the insurgent army. Fagin 
had on one of his fingers the class ring of 
Lieutenant Frederick W. Altstatter of 
the engineers, who was captured by Fili- 
pinos supposedly under the command of 
Fagin himself, Oct. 28, 1900. 

Fagin has been reported killed“upon 
several occasions. ‘The authorities are 
satisfied that former statements of his 
death were erroneous and that he has 
now been killed. 

A military’ commission has sentenced 
the Filipino general, Isidoro Torres, to 
be hanged, after finding him guilty of 
ordering the assassination of Corporal 
Fieldner of the Twelth infantry at 
Malolos, province of Bulacan, last Oc- 
tober. The sentence of the commission 
has been disapproved by General Chaf- 
fee, who finds that the commission hud 
reasonable grounds to doubt whether 
General Torres personally ordered the 
assassination of the American soldier. 
General Chaffee thinks that the high 
rank held by ‘Torres in the insurgent 
army would have been sufficient to pre- 
vent such unmilitary action on his 
part.

YULETIDE CUSTOMS. 
How the Day Is Observed ‘In Many 
Countries. 
Capt. and oo George R. Derry| In England in the early Anglo-Saxon 


days Christmas was celebrated with 
almost saturnalian revelries, the lords 
of misrule holding 
full sway, but the 
first breath of Puri- 
tanism scorched the 
zeal of the revelers, 
and it became a hei- 
nous offense to so rejoice and be mer- 
ry. The year 1643 saw the abolish- 
ment of all saints’ days, and those who 
observed the “three grand festivals of 
Christmas, Easter and Whitsuntide, 
were heavily fined.” With the resto- 
ration a sad countenance was not at a 
premium, but rather a merry one, and 
all the observances of these festival 
days were revived.

The Year's Coinage 
Washington, Dec. 9.—The report. of 
George E. Roberts, director of the mint, 
upon the operations of the mint service 
during the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1901, shows that the coinage during the 
fiscal year amounted to 176,999,132 
pleces of the value of $134,540,781.

“Disaster to the English people lies 
not in the defeat of this enterprise, but 
in its success. If the South African re- 
publics were subdued and the last Boer 
disarmed, the men and women Low con- 
fined in captivity must be returned to the 
soll. To maintain authority over these 
people, resentful, dissatisfied, accus- 
tomed to bearing arms, would require 
the maintainance of a huge army and 
such an army could not be maintained 
without establishing compulsory mili- 
tary service in Great Britain. The es- 
tablishment of compulsory military 
service in England would be the 
ruin of the British constitution. The 
name of England might remain to dis- 
tinguish a political division of the 
earth’s surface, but not' to describe a 
country of constitutional freedom. 

“The conquest of the Transvaal, while 
it might be dangerous to the Burghe-:s, 
would be fatal to England. Civilization 
ean be delivered from this cloud wnich 
darkens its horizon if the conscience of 
the English people be awakened. ‘To 
do this, the most effective means is to 
show them that the pople of this coun- 
try do not sympathize with the scheme 
of conquest which the English govern- 
ment has undertaken. 

“Providence has so ordered events 
that the President of the United States 
can compose this bitter quarrel. It is 
an extraordinary opportunity offered to 
an extraordinary man. One word 
spoken to the English ambassador or in 
the hearing of the English nation 
would restore peace, establish justice, 
secure liberty to these Burghers, pro- 
mote enormously the prosperity of the 
human race, and bring immeasurable 
glory to the American nation. Will 
that word be spoken? Will Theodore 
Roosevelt improve this opportunity for 
himself, his country and the whole 
human race?” 

A speech by 
Peoria roused the audience to 
pitch of enthusiasm. 

The meeting closed witha remarkable 
demonstration. Following speech mak- 
ing the great audience roared its ap- 
proval of the Boer cause, and then con- 
tributions were asked for the relief of 
the stricken women and children in the 
South African camps.

GREAT BRITAIN MAY LOSE 


n the Effort to Subdue Burghers, 
Whose Struggle For Independence 
Has Not Been Hopeless—Conquest 
Would Be Fatal to England 


Chicago, Dec. 9.—A program of pro- 
test against British methods in the 
South African war was carried out be- 
fore an immense audience in the audi- 
torlum theatre here last! night. The 
meeting was held under the ouspicies of 
the Chicago branch of the American 
Transvaal league. 

Following an eloquent address by W. 
Bourke Cockran and earnest speeches 
by others, resolutions for the appoint- 
nent of a committee to bring the.eeeti- 
ments of the meeting before the presi- 
dent were adopted. Although an ad- 
mission was charged, the funds being 
intended to aid the Boers and especially 
their women and children, standing 
room was at a premium and many were 
unable to gain admittance. 

Mr. Cockran, the orator of the even- 
ing, said in part: “However men may 
differ about the invasion of the South 
African republics, all are agreed that 
the restoration ef peace is in the highest 
degree desirable. There are but two 
ways in which the war can be termi- 
nated—either the Boers must surrender, 
or the English government must aban- 


“It is quite generally assumed that 
the resistance of the Boers cannot be 
successful. But is it true that the re- 
sistance of the Boers is hopeless? 
Since the fall of Pretoria, it certainly 
has not been fruitless. It has been justi- 
fied by most important results. Lord 
Salisbury’s position that nothing but 
absolute surrender would be con- 
sidered has been abandoned and today 
the Burghers could secure almost any 
termg short of complete and explicit 
acknowledgement of their indepen- 
dence. As their resistance has not been 
fruitless, neither is their struggle for in- 
dependence hopeless. On the con- 
trary, if their resistance be prolonged 
for a few months, the abandonment of 
the struggle to subdue them by Great 
Britain is inevitable.

NEW BILL IS INTRODUCED 


Makes Concessions to Western Inter- 
ests, but Is Silent as to Standard 
Oil Tank Steamers and Omits Anti- 


Trust Provision Insisted Upon 


Washington, Dec. 10.—The important 
question regurding Senator Frye'’s new 
subsidy bill is whether its compromises 
sufficiently meet the western Republican 
opposition of last winter to give promise 
of success, Mr. Frye stated some weeks 
ago, before he made known the terms 
of the new bill, that personally he did 
not like it so well as the old one, but 
Was trying in it to satisy the wishes of 
all friends of the subsidy project. 

In the house this opposition was led 
last year by four menibers of the mer- 
chant marine committee, Stevens, 
Minor, Fordney and Jones. ‘The opin- 
fons of this group now therefore be- 
come of the utmost interest, since the 
real fight over the bill will be in the 
house. 

Representative Stevens of Minnesota 
said yesterday after reading the rye 
bill: Its cargo clause does not meet 
our views. Senator Frye says a spe- 
cific requirement for export cargo is 
not required. Senator Davis thought 
differently, and 1 stand with him. We 
also thought that tank steamers, such 
as are employed by the Standard Oil 
company to carry its own goods, should 
not receive a subsidy, The ‘new bill’ is 
silent on this point. It also omits the 
anti-trust provision, on which we in- 
sisted in the last congress, a provision 
against trusts in the ownership, manage- 
ment or building of ships. 

“On the other hand the bill makes im- 
portant concessions to western inter- 
ests, it drops the speed and size clauses 
of the old bill to which we objected, and 
insists on the re-classification of the 
postal subsidy amendinent. We can- 
not tell how this plan wonld' work out 
until we have made further investiga- 
tion. The new bill also leaves out the 
$9,000,000 limit for the annual agegre- 
gate. There will be doubtless difficulty 
In getting all sections of the country to- 
gether in favor of this new Dill, even 
though it meets many of the old ob-

Senator Frye introduced the new bill 
yesterday. It differs in form from the 
subsidy bill of the past two sessions. 
It is divided into four titles and 15 sec- 
tions. The sections under the title 
“ocean mail steamships” are devoted 
to amendments to the ocean mail act of 
1891. The postmaster general is re- 
quired to consider the national defense 
and the maritime interests of the United 
States, as well as postal interests, in 
providing for the transportation of 
American ocean niails. 

The present limit of ocean mail con- 
tracts, 10 years, is increased to 15 years. 
The Frye bill provides seven distinct 
classes, in the rate of $6 to 2U0-knot 
steamers, increasing from S000 to 10,- 
000 tons the minimum size; $3 for 16- 
knot steamers, provided the size is in- 
crensed from 5000 tons, the present 
minimum, to 8000 tons. The proposed 
maximum mail rates per gross ton per 
100 nautical miles are: Over 10,000 
tons—20 knots, 2.7 cents; 19 knois, 2.5 
cents. 

Over 5000 tons—18 knots, 2.5 cents; 17 
knots, 2.1 cents; 16 knots, 1.9 cents; 15 
knots, 1.7 cents. 

Over 2000 tons—i4 knots, 1.5 cents. 

Rates for mail steamers to the West 
Indies, Central America end Mexico 

‘cannot exceed 70 percent of the maxi- 
mum rates. 

The second title, “general subsidy,” 
contains the general subsidy for ail ves- 
gels, steam or sail which are not under 
mail contracts. This general subsidy fs 
uniform—1 cent per gross ton per 100 
nautical miles for not exceeding 16 en- 
tries in one year. 
| To promote the building of new ocean 

vessels an additional allowance of 1-4 
cent per gross ton fs made for five years. 

Any vessel to receive general subsidy 
must carry mails, if required, and must 
train in seamanship and engineering one 
American youth for each 1009 tons, the 
vessel to be at the service of the govern- 
ment if required for defense. 

| Any vessel to receive subsiuly nist be 
class Al and at least one-fourth of the 
crew must be Americans. 

The bill provides an 2naual bounty of 
$2 a ton for deep sea fishinz vessels and 
of $1 a month for American citizens 
when engaged in deep sea fisheries; that 

vessel shall receive only one form of 
subsidy, and that a vessel which has 
received a subsidy shall not be sold toa 
foreigner except by consent of the sec- 
retary of the treasury. 

| The bill does not provide American 
registry for foreign ships owned by 
| Americans.

Boston, Dec. 10.—During last week a 
religious revival was held in the Park 
street church under the direction of the 
Portsmouth Camp Meetiug association. 

secause of the physical activities of the 
revivalists, the church body yesterday 
felt called upen to request a discon- 
tinuance of the services. The gather- 
ings had, in the opinion of the church 
authorities, gone beyond the bounds of 
decorum. Yesterday afternoon the re- 
vivalists were told to secure other quar- 
ters, 

At first it was thought the church, 
having let its bullding for a revival at 
a stated price, would be unable to oust 
the revivalists, but after a very lively 
afternoon service the revivalists de- 
cided to leave. This was after Rev. Dr. 
Withrow had made.a personal appeal 
that they leave quietly. 

One of the exhorters afterwards made 
an address full sf condemnation of the 
church for turning out the revival. The 
crowd of the platform howled and two 
exhorters started a sort of reel and kept 
it up during a hymn. 

After singing a general call to prayer 
was made, and about 20 came to the 
front and knelt, and some even lay pros- 
trate on the tisor, when the prayers be- 
gan, and cries and groans went up. 
Women banged their heads on the floor 
and shrieked in frenzy. This perform- 
ance was kept up until the hour for end- 
ing the service, and then the leading ex- 
horter said that the new meeting place 
would be announced in the papers. 
With this the crowd left the church and 
Park street church was closed against 
the association, 


Many Cities Are Voting 

Boston, Dec. 10.—Eighteen Massa- 
chusetts cities, including Boston, are 
holding elections today, and all but one 
will choose a chief magistrate. In the 
case of Medford, the present mayor, 
Charles S. Baxter, is a hold-over, and 
only a city government will be re- 
elected. Besides voting for mayor, all 
the other cities will choose a city gov- 
ernment, school committee and will also 
Vote on the question of license and 
whether the city clerk shall in the fu- 
ture be elected for three years. The 
Democratic managers in this city claim 
that Patrick A. Collins will be elected 
mayor by 7000 pulrality, while the Re- 
publicans seem confident of re-electing 
Mayor Hart by about 3000. 


Storti In Death Cell 

Boston, Dec. 10.—Luigi Storti, sen- 
tenced to death in the electric chair for 
killing Michelo Colucci, has been re- 
moved toa cell in what is known as mur- 
derers’ row in preparation for his elee- 
trocution which is to take place after the 
week ending Dec, 14. Storti’s former 
cell is now tilled by Francisco Umillian, 
also convicted of murder. Storti says 
he is satisfied to die if the law says he 
must, although he protests that he had 
no intention of killing Coducci until he 
felt that his own life was in danger. 


Father Dead and Mother Prostrated 

Middelbury, Vt., Dec. 10.—The first 
sensation since i grand jury began its 
consideration of the charge against Nel- 
son Jones of Sioreham, that of causing 
the death of Ida Fosburg by poison 
sent through the mails, was the death 
late last night of Miner Jones, father of 
the respondent, at af hotel here. He 


had Bright's disease, aggravated 
by anxiety over the arraignment of his 
son. Another pathetic feature is the 
prostration of Mrs. Jones, wife of 
Miner and mether of the accused. 


Connecticut Hotel Burned 

Bristol, Conn., Dee. 10.—Two four- 
story blocks on Prospect street were 
completely gutted by fire last evening. 
The loss is estimated at $24,400. One 
block was occupied by the Prospect 
House, where it is believed the flames 
were started by an electric light wire. 
Many of the occupants of the hotel had 
scarcely time to escape with their lives. 


Lumber Vessel Capsized 

Belfast, Me., Dee. 10,—Schooner Min- 
nie Chase arrived here yesterday with 
the crew of schooner Chanticleer, which 
was abandoned in the bay while bound 
for Rockport with a cargo of lumber. 
The Chanticleer ran into a squall and 
capsized. ‘The crew clung to the hull 
until taken off by the Chase. 


Had Been Sick For Two Years 

Andover, Mass., Dec. 10.—After linger- 
ing on a bed of sickness for two years, 
Annie S. Downs, wife of Professor 
Downs of Abbot academy, died last 
night. She had written much upon art 
and literature. She was born in Man- 
chester, N. H., and had lived in ihis 
town for JU years. 


His Life Crushed Out 
Clinton, Mass., Dec, 10,—L. L. Vinter, 
employed on the Wachusett reservoir, 
was working beneath a ledge yesterday 
when, without warning, a great mass of 
rock came tumbling down upon him, 
killing him instantly. 


His Pockets Well Lined 

San Francisco, Dee. 10.—Chief of De- 
tectives Seymour is in receipt of a tele- 
gram from the chief of police of Los 
Angeles, saying that Henry J. Fleisch- 
man, cashier of the Farmers and Mer- 
chants’ bank of that city, absconded on 
Saturday last with $100,000 in cur- 
rency, and no trace of him has been dis- 
covered.

STARTLING TESTIMONY 


Presented to the School Com- 
mittee of Taunton 


PUNISHMENT OF A _ BOY 


Was Alleged to Have Been Exces- 
sively Severe—Teacher Is Declared 
to Have Used No More Force Than 
Was Necessary and Justifiable 


Taunton, Mass., Dec. 10.—On charges 
of excessive cruelty in punishing a 
pupil, made against Miss S.A. Wil- 
bur, principal of the North School street 
school, the school committee held a hear- 
ing last night. The charge was that 
John F. Murphy, a son of Michael J. 
Murphy, and a pupil at Miss Wilbur's 
school, was cruelly whipped and other- 
wise ill-treated by Miss Wilbur on Sept. 
22 last. The boy was not present atthe 
bearing. 

The first witness was Dr. Murphy, 
who testified that he called at the Mur- 
phy house on Sept. 22, and found the 
boy in a very nervous condition, with 
livid marks upon both legs. He said it 
was by his advice that the boy did not 
appear at the hearing. 

Dr. Mehegan testified that five days 
after the alleged whipping be found 
bruises on the boy's body. 

The boy's mother, Mrs. Murphy, who 
Was the next witness, said that on the 
morhbing of Sept. 22 the boy caiue home, 
frothing at the mouth, and fell into her 
arms unconscious, When he revived, he 
told her he had been whipped by Miss 
Wilbur, while another teacher held him, 
until blood ran from his body. Miss 
Wilbur, he said, then compelled him to 
wipe the blood from the floor. She had 
also placed a clothespinon his lower 
lip. The boy's father, Mr. Murphy, said 
the boy had been in very bad condition 


ever since the alleged punishment. Ie 
would often wake from his sleep, 
Screaming aboutit. The boy had been 
instructed by him not to allow the 


teacher ta puta Clothespin on his lips. 

For Miss Wilbur, Dr. Hayward and 
Dr. Hubbard both testified that the boy 
was in good health and perfectly able 
to be present, if he wished. 

Miss Wilbur told her side of the story 
for the first time. She said Murphy had 
been whispering on Sept. 21and she 
placed a clothespinon his lower lip. 
He threw it on the floor and she took 
him to the dressing-room, intending to 
whip him. When there, she found that 
she had left her ruler behind and while 
She was getting it the boy ran out of the 
schoolhouse. The next day he came 
back, and in the presence of two other 
teac hers she whipped him for running 
awa She struck him blows with a 
strap and ruler, on the legs, as she said 
he refused to hold out his hand. Then 
She put the clothespin on his lip :.gain 
and compelled him to keep it there half 
an hour. She said she had used a 
clothespin as a means of punishment 
upon half a dozen pupils at various 
times, some of them girls, 

The other two teachers, Miss M. I. 
Bassett and Mrs, A. C. Borden, testified 
that Murphy was a yery bad boy, and 
that the punishment was not excessive. 

The hearing was protracted and at its 
close the committee considered the mat- 
ter in executive session and adopted the 
following decision: 

“Voted, That in the matter of the com- 
plaint of Michael J. Murphy, it is the 
opinion of this board that Miss S, Ange- 
line Wilbur used no more force than 
was hecessary and justifiable to sub- 
due thechild, John F. Murphy. 

“Voted, That the use of a clothespin 
as an instrument of punishment be 
strictly forbidden in the schools of 
Taunton.” 


Theological Study Falling Off 

Princeton, N. J., Dec. 10.—Announce- 
ment is made that the Theological sem- 
inary catalogue will be issued in two 
weeks. A striking feature is the fall- 
ing off in ihe enrollment over previous 
years. In 1896 there were nearly 250 
students enrolled and now the number 
is 133, being 23 less than last year’s en- 
roliment.

"CARNEGIE AS BENEFACTOR 


Report That He Will Give a Large 
Sum Fer a National University 


Washington, Dee. 10.—It is reported 
here that the Roosevelt administration 
is to be made memorable by the estabd- 
lishment of a great national university, 


and that Andrew Carnegie is the bene- 
factor by whose generosity the institu- 
tion will be set upon its feet. 

It is, according to the story, to be 
entirely independent of government con- 
trol, though undoubtedly the basis on 
which it will rest will be the use of the 
government’s scientific, literary and 
artistic collections and facilities. This 
idea has been in many minds here for a 
long time. The obvious danger of giv- 
ing a political atmosphere to the enter- 
prise has prevented an appeal to con- 
gress, but George Washington’s idea ef 
a central university at which any Ame® 
ican youth can acquire the bigher edu- 
cation has never been lost sight of, and 
those who have been most interested in 
its development have hoped almost 
against hope that some man of large 
wealth and unselfish patriotism woulé 
establish the foundation so as te give 
the institution a control independent of 
politics and at the same time a scope az 
broad as the union. 

The Post says that President Roose- 
velt has received a letter from Mr. Car- 
negie in which the latter offers to make 
a donation of $10,000,000 to the United 
States for the project. The letter will 
be referred to congress by the president 
in a special message. 


Serious Afiair at Tien Tsin 

Tientsin, Dec. 10.—A sentry belong- 
ing to an Indian regiment stationed here 
ran amuck yesterday and killed two of 
his comrades. A company of Punjab 
infantry was at once turned out to se- 
cure him. In the meantime the sentry 
had been shot by German troops, who 
then opened fire on the Punjabies. A 
free fight ensued, in which three Ger- 
man privates were killed and a German 
ofticer was' mortally wounded, while 
three of the Indian troops were killed 
and several were wounded. The Ger- 
man troops have been confined to their 
barracks until further orders, 


An Anti-Anarchy Proposition 

Washington, Dec. 10.—Mr. Hoar yes- 
terday offered a resolution in the senate 
to authorize the president to enter into 
negotiations with other civilized coun- 
tries for the purpose of selecting suit- 
able territory to which might be trans- 
ported and confined persons Instigating 
or counselling the destruction of all gov- 
ernment or those attempting the lives 
of chief magistrates. The resolution 
was referred to the committee on for- 
eign relations. 


Hill Declines to Be Counsel 

New York, Dec. 10.—David B. Hill 
has quit the Molinerx case, which he 
argued before the court of appeals and 
more recently ou the motion to quash 
the indictment before Judge Newburger. 
He was asked to be chief counsel for 
Molineux in the new trial, but declined. 
Ex-Governor Black will continue in the 
case along with Mr. Battle and Mr, 
Weeks, the counsel for Molineux in the 
first trial. 


Uncle Sam Gets Slice of Nicaragua 

Managua, Dec. 10.—Fernando San- 
chez, Nicaraguan minister of foreign 
affairs, and William L, Merry, United 
States minister to Nicaragua, Salvader 
and Costa Rica, yesterday signed a 
treaty by which Nicaragua agrees per- 
petually to lease to the United States a 
section of the Nicaraguan territory six 
miles wide, which includes the route of 
the Nicaraguan canal. 


Great Britain Having Bad Weather 

London, Dec. 10.—There were very 
severe gales and snowstorms, accom- 
panied by thunder and _hailstorms, 
throughout Great Britain yesterday. 
Much damage is reported as a result. 
A number of chimneys were blown 
down and there have been some fa- 
talities. 


No Oratorical Fireworks 

Guthrie, O. T., Dec. 10.—Thomas B. 
Ferguson assumed the office of governor 
of Oklahoma yesterday. Governor Fer- 
guson made no speech and vouchsafed 
no promises. It is said all the officials 
of the Jenkins administration will be 
removed at once. 


Bad Wreck In Washington 

North Yakima, Wash., Dec. 10.—A 
head-end collision between two freight 
trains near here on the Northern Pa- 
cific resulted in the death of two train- 
men and the injury of five others. 
Three engines and 33 cars were de 
stroyed. 


Workmen In Railroad Accident 

Peru, Ind. Dec. 10—A box car 
foaded with workmen, ahead of an en- 
gine of a construction train, jumped the 
track near here yesterday and rolled 
fown an embankment, resulting in fa- 
tal injuries to one man, serious injury 
to two and minor injuries to 20 others.

It was not at all clear how building 
must be enlarged. He should want the 
study of one skilled in working out 
the problem of addition. 

Councilman DeNormandie then 
argued that some skilled person should 
work out the problem, From this very 
fact the Committee on Public Buildings 
believed the best results would be 
obtained by an architect who would 
be recompensed, It is not like a new 
building. The proper way was to tell 
some architect what was desirable. It 
would not be necessary to put up a 
building at present large enough for 
1,000, He moved to recommit to 
Finance committee with request to 
draw an order for purchase of plans. 

Councilman Freeman opposed, His 
committee had seen architects who said 
they did not see the necessity for an 
appropriation. Any architect would 
be willing to furnish as many sketches 
as desired. The original order provided 
no money shall be expended until plans 
have been approved therefore the same 
condition exists as in the present 
order.

RECIPROCITY, 


Hon. William B. Rice Reports on 
Recent Convention. 


**An alleged reciprocity convention’’ 
is what William B. Rice of Quincy 
called the late reciprocity convention 
at Washington, in his speech before the 
Boston Associated Board of Trade at 
Youngs’ Monday night, and his report 
favoring a most liberal interpretation of 
the reciprocity relation, was adopted 
with great enthusiasm as a rebuke to 
convention, which 
merely ‘‘recommended the establish - 
meut of the department of trade and 
commerce with a bureau of reciproc- 
ity,’’ as a subsidiary measure, says the 
Boston Advertiser. 

The Boston association stood by its 
guns, and repeated its endorsement of 
previous unanimous votes for reciproc- 
ity with nations of the Western Hemi- 
sphere. 

Mr. Rice also appealed for all to 
support Roosevelt, regardless of party 
faith. This was another hit. 

‘*The action of the Washington con- 
vention,’’ said Mr. Rice, ‘will hardly 
satisfy the millions of thinking citi- 
zens, who have been led to hope that 
something might be done towards 
crystallizing into law the bread, com- 
prehensive, patriotic, utterances of 
President McKinley io the last year of 
his life.*’ 

Mr. Rice waded into bis subject 
knee deep. He recalled the long stand- 
ing attitude of the association, and 
anent the Washington gathering said 
the whole programme was cut and 
dried to prevent discussion of reci- 
procity, and that the trap sprung by 
the high tariff people at the beginning 
of the convention, that all resolutions 
should be referred to the committee 
on rules without debate ‘‘proved a 
very efiective graveyard for the 
dominant purpose of the convention.’’ 

He said the order vf speakers had 
been prearrranged, yet today reciproc- 
ity is what promises something, some- 
thing tangible, and if we let reciprocity 
alone, reciprocity will not let us alone. 
This sentiment, he remarked, showed a 
change in the strongest centre of high 
tariff. 

‘The majority wanted reciprocity 
such as President Search described in 
his opening address, but the majority 
went to the convention without any 
settled course of action, and did not 
get together at all, were content to get 
something that read well; and did not 
outrage their opinion. If there had 
been free discussion the resolutions 
would not have been passed unless with! 
amendmeut and change. The majority 
of delegates wanted reciprocity.’’ 

Refering to the call upon President 
Roosevelt the speaker said:—- 

‘*What to every caller of his seems a 
very important and weighty matter, to 
him is a matter of contioual ocur- 
rence. The wonder is that he can 
stand it for even a week yet he made 
each of the delegates feel that bis 
presence there was a special gratifica- 
tion and of especially weighty import- 
ance to the interests of the country. 

‘*He wisely drew the line at set 
speeches, and assured us what we had 
at heart was constantly befure him and 
that the great business interests of the 
country should have his most careful 
and early coosideration. 

**Recent events have emphasized the 
importance of standing loyally by such 
a president as that whatever be our 
political beliefs. *’ 

President Carter said the association’ 
regretted the reception given its ideas 
at the Washington convention and there 
was immediate adoption of Mr. Rice’s 
report which embodied President 
Search’s idea of reciprocity and the 
Boston merchants ideas in part :— 

That some of the duties now em- 
braced in our present tariff are no 
longer needful for the existence of the 
industries protected. 

That many of our industries have 
reached a stage in their development 
where the home market alone can not 
absorb their entire product and new 
outlets are necessary. 

That the establishment of more 
cordial commercial relations by means 
of an exchange in tariff concessions 
would enlarge the foreign outlets of 
those industries. 

This liberal interpretation was ac- 
cepted by the association as a body 
and Mr. Rice said that “tif the con- 
vention results in am early establish- 
ment of the department of commerce 
and industries a great work will have 
been done but that millions of think- 
ing citizens woulld not be satisfied.’

The wheat successes have been re- 
sponsible for a great deal of the pur- 
chasing of land. Hundreds of sales 
have been made for the purpose of 
speculation all through the “wheat 
belt,” which now extends into what 
was once thought only fit for grazing. 
The lands that eastern investors once 
loaned money on then took through 
foreclosed mortgages and finally sold 
for a trifle or abandoned to go to the 
counties for the taxes are coming in the 
market. One western Kansas county 
held 250 quarter section farms, 160 
acres each, that came to it In this way. 
For three years it has been trying to 
sell them for approximately $40 a quar- 
ter section under tax title. Recently, 
owing to the demand for land, the 
farms have been withdrawn from the 
market and will either be redeemed by 
the orginal owners or will be soid to 
newcomers for larger prices. One spec- 
ulator has just bought 50,000 acres for 
an immense wheat ranch in southwest 
Kansas. It ts said that his land cost 
him only $2.50 an acre.

1t de- 
nounced a certain company for making 
cigars by child labor and machinery, 
and called upon the federation to assist 
in unionizing the various plants of the 
company. 

The committee reported the resolution 
back, with the recommendation that the 
word “machinery” be stricken out and 
the resolution adopted. Then the cigar- 
makers opened their fight. ‘hey in- 
sisted that the term “machinety” should 
not be eliminated, and argued that 
cigars made by machinery are not as 
good as those made by hand, and that 
the machines drive hand cigarmakers 
out of the business. 

The speakers in opposition to the 
cigarmakers’ proposition argued that to 
oppose machinery would be folly. It 
was pointed out to the cigarinakers that 
the best thing to do was to organize the 
operators of the machines and adopt a 
wage scale, just as the Typographical 
and other uvions have done when ma- 
echinery was introduced in their trades. 
The discussion promised to be very 
lengthy, but the moving of the previous 
question quickly ended the debate and 
the resolution, with the word “ma- 
chinery” stricken out, was adopted as 
recommended.

Berlin, Dec. 10.—Emperor William,

Newcastle-on-Tyne, Dec. 10.—Charley 
McKeever and Jack Palmer met here 
last night in what was to have beena 
15-round bout for a purse of £350.

New Bolivian-American Treaties

Johann Beck's Story of His Ex- 
traordinary Ocean Voyage. 


TRAVELED IN A PACKING OASE, 


Stowaway Tells His Experiences 
During Sixteen Days In Ship's Hold. 
Felt Hands of Watch to Follow 
Nights and Days—Duilt Air Castles 


While Rats Gnawed at His Cage. 
The following interview with Johann 


Beck, the “packing box man,” is the 
first authentic statement made by him 


on the third floor I got into the box 
and fastened the lid from the inside. 


since his arrival in the United States 
on the steamship Palatia. He said the 
other day: “I have made no statement 
whatever up to this time. If I have 
been quoted, the ‘nterviews were false. 
Until now I have not been permitted 
by the doctors to talk, and, besides, I 
could not have done so had I wished 
to.” 

Here is a verbatim account of his 
story in part as related to the New 
York World on the top floor of St. 
Mary’s hospital, Hoboken, N. J.: 

“I came to America in a box,” said 
Beck to a reporter, “because I felt that 
there was hope for me in this country 
and nowhere else. Times are very bad 
in Germany. I was in Hamburg since 
last January, and in all that time I had 
no regular employment. I worked a 
few days or weeks, then was idle for 
weeks. I saved my money as well as I 


The expressmen called early. I heard 
them read the warning on the box Iid, 
‘Nicht sturzen,’ which meant ‘take 
care.’ They carried me down the three 
flights of stairs with great care and 
put me in the wagon without shaking 
me up. I was comfortable in my box. 
They put me down carefully on the 
steamship pier. 

“When I had lain on the pier a long 
time, the box was suddenly pushed 
over, and I could feel that a rope sling 
was being fastened around it. Then I 
heard a whistle, and I felt myself fly- 
ing through the air. Another whistle, 
and I was sinking fast. All my seltzer 
bottles were along the floor of the left 
side of the case, tucked in beside the 
bedding, so as to save them, but when 
the men raised me up in the hold and 
piled my box on top of a big packing 
case they rolled it over for a moment

“Johanna? She is my sweetheart. I 
do not want to tell her family name. 
She is at home now with her family in 
Wissmar, Mecklenburg, Germany, She 
vas sick in Hamburg, where she had 
employment, and she had to undergo 
an operation in the Vereins hospital. 
Then she went home. 

“As soon as I can make some money 
I shall send for Johanna, and we shall 
be married. I met her first in Ham- 
burg last winter, and there she prom- 
ised to marry me. But we were poor. 
Her illness took all her money, and I 
could not have anything because I 
earned barely enough to pay for my 
lodging. 

“Why not go to America and earn 
money and send for Johanna? I 
thought. But how should I get to 
America? Steerage passage was 120 
marks, and I never had more than 20 
or 30 marks at a time. It was early 
in November that I began to think of 
sending myself to America in a box 
as freight. Where I got the idea I do 
not know. The more I thought of the 
plan the better it seemed. I have good 
self control. I was not afraid. I weigh 
only 130 pounds when I am in health, 
and I felt sure that I could easily be 
earried around without danger of being 
dropped or hurt. 

“IT went to the office of the Hamburg- 
American line on Tuesday, Noy. 12, and 
learned that there was no express 
steamer that week, but that the steam- 
ship Palatia, Captain Reessing, would 
sail for America on the following Sat- 
urday. She would take fourteen days 
or less, they told me—perhaps only 
twelve days. I had very little money, 
and I made up my mind that I could 
not wait for the next express steamer. 

“For two marks I bought in a second- 
hand lumber yard the packing box ip 
which I came here. For 30 pfennigs I 
bought a few strips of thin stuff about 
two inches wide and an eighth of an 
inch thick to make the false bottom un 
the box lid—a sort of rack in which I 
could carry collars, stationery, neckties 
and other things that are easily injured 
and which must not be put down in the 
box with me. For a few more pfennigs 
I bought four latches, or thumbscrews, 
to fasten the lid on to the box. I had no 
eyes for these latches to fasten in, but 
the storekeeper gave me eight nails, 
which I afterward drove against each 
other in loops like eyes. I carried the 
packing box' home to my lodgings on 
the evening of Wednesday, Noy. 13. I 
told my landlady I was going to ship 
all my belongings over to America. My 
rent was paid up to Saturday night, so 
she did not eare. 

“I began to fit up the box on Thurs- 
day morning. A carpenter friend of 
mine lent me the tools. I cut up strips 
of the thin stuff for battens and nailed 
them on the inside of the box lid so 
that it was all solid like a door. Then 1 
built the false bottom, or rack, on the 


bottles. That meant water for three 
days, but I still had eleven pints left, 
and I thought that would last. I don’t 
think the men saw the water that 
leaked out. None of them said any- 
thing about it. 

“I knew I was piled up high on the 
top of the cargo of my deck. There 
was still a little light in my box—not 
real light, but grayness—that came 
through the cracks of the wood. About 
an hour after I was loaded on the ship 
I heard the men close the fron door of 
the bulkhead. Then I was in black 
darkness. Still I was comfortable. By 
bending my knees a little I could lie 
flat on my back. 

“I could tell when night came. The 
noise of footfalls ceased in the steer- 
age. When all was still, I could bear 
the men on watch walking about. I 
could hear them talking—that is, 1 
could hear the tones of voices, but not 
the words—when one watch relieved 
the other. I invented a way to tell 
time. I took the crystal off my watch 
and felt the hands. When both hands 
were together at the top right under 
the chain ing, I knew it was ‘2 
o'clock. If .ere were many feet scuf- 
fllug about the deck, I knew it was 
midnight. Soon I learned to tell the 
hour hand from the minute hand. I 
could always discover the time within 
an hour or so. 

“I was asleep most of the time for 
the first two days and nights. One 
thing surprised me, the noise of the 
rats. I could hear them running over 
the cargo, ‘heir claws scratching on 
the wood of the packing cases. They 
ran across my case, too, and scratched 
at it. I sup»ose they smelled food in- 
side and wented it. I was afraid to 
make a noise to drive them away, be- 
cause I did not want any of the sailors 
to hear me and drag me out. It was 
ghastly to hear the rats running 
around and squeaking while I was ly- 
ing there in the dark like a rat caught 
in a trap. Still they did not gnaw at 
my box or try to attack me in any way. 

“How did I spend my time? By build- 
ing air castles for Johanna and myself. 

“Johann, E said, ‘you must find 
work in America. It is a rich country, 
and every man who is willing to work 
hard can make a fortune. You will soon 
be there. If you can get work at your 
trade as a painter, good. If not, you 
are young and strong, and you can 
sweep the streets if necessary to make 
a beginning. When you get 100 marks, 
you can send for Johanna and marry 
her, and then you will both work hard 
and make a fortune, and some day you 
can go home and visit Germany for a 
few weeks, and you won't have to tray- 
el like this.’ I was always building 
these air castles when I was awake. 

“It must have been on the thirteenth 
day that I found that I had not one 
drop of water left. Immediately my 
thirst began to torture me. I did not 


box lid and put in it all my small be- 
longings. I bought for 25 pfennigs a 
piece of thick, coarse cotton cloth 6 
feet 6 inches long and 3 feet wide. 1 
got an armful of hay ip a stable and 
carried it home. I packed it in the bot- 
tom of the box for a bed and tucked the 
cotton cloth around it. 

“I bought provisions for my box in a 
store around the corner from my lodg- 
ing. I paid 1 mark 15 pfennigs for four- 
teen pints of seltzer water, 30 pfennigs 
for one pound of dates and 2 marks for 
two and a half pounds of chocolate. I 
knew that the chocolate alone would 
sustain life, but I added the dates as a 
luxury. 

“I worked all day Friday and most 
of Friday night packing my clothes in 
the box and putting away the pro- 
visions carefully, so that I could find 
each article without difficulty. When 
all was ready, I climbed into the box 
and drew down the lid. It was almost 
dark inside, but I found the hasps and 
I was comforta- 
ble. 

“I wrote a letter to Schaeffer & 
Neumuller in New York, asking them 
to excuse me for shipping myself to 
them and to give me work. I thought 
they might give me a chance because 
my manner of traveling to them was 
so novel. I did not know them, but I 
picked up one of their cards in a cafe 
in Hamburg. 

“I went to the office of the American 
Express company and told them I had 
a model at my lodgings which I want- 


dream of streams and fountains, but I 
was asleep nearly all the time—a sort 
of dreamy doing. I was tempted to 
crawl out of my box and knock at the 
deck right above me for help, but I 
said: ‘No. If you knock, they will catch 
you and send you back to Germany. 
You are almost in America now. Have 
courage for a little while’ I thought 
the voyage lasted fourteen days, but 
the people tell me I was sixteen days 
in the ship. 

“I shall never forget the gleam of 
gray that came through the slits in the 
box when the stevedores opened the 
bulkhead and began to take out cargo 
from my part of the ship. I could not 
stand the thirst any longer. 

“*Water, water!’ I cried as I threw 
back the lid of the box and crawled to- 
ward the light. The longshoreman near 
me called out, but I was too weak to 
move farther or say anything. I lay 
there and moaned. When I again be- 
came conscious, Captain Reessing and 
two doctors were taking care of me. 
Then I was brought'to this hospital. 

“Sir, I have bad nothing but kind- 
ness since I came to America. I ask 
the American people not to send me 
back to Germany. I am industrious 
and sober. ! will work at anything to 
get a living. I am not an anarchist or 
a socialist. I am a German working- 
man, and all I ask is a chance to earn 
my living in this free country. I en- 
treat the American people not to send 
me away. 

“This is the true story of my trip.”

DEMOCRATS’ GREAT DAY 


Rolled Up a Plurality of 19,325 
at the Hub 


COLLINS IS ELECTED MAYOR 


Street Commissioner, Both Pranches 
of City Government and School 
Committee All on the Democratic 
Side -Reyilt of Other Elections 


Boston, Dee. 11—The Democrats 
completely overwhelmed the Republi- 
cans in the city election yesterday, Pat- 
rick A. Collins being elected mayor over 
Thomas N. Hart, the present incumbent, 

by the largest plurality in a quarter of 
acentury. In fact, a hasty glance over 
the records for the past 30 years fails 
to find so decided a victory. ‘The Dem- 
ocrats also gained control of both

No hard} Salem D. Charles, and practically all 


their candidates for school committee. 
As usual, the city voted strongly in 
favor of license. 

The result of the contest was fully as 
much a surprise to the Democrats as 
to their opponents. The most sanguine 
prphet in the Democratic ranks 
claimed but 7000 Monday night for Col- 
lins, yet this plurality was nearly tripled 
in the election yesterday, being 19,325. 
Last year Hart defeated Collins by 
2281 votes, and polled something over 
40,000. This year the total Republican 
vote for mayor was a trifle over 33,000, 
the smallest given a party candidate 
for mayor since 1893, despite a registra- 
tion of almost 5 percent larger. On the 
other hand, Collins received something 
over 52,000 votes, the largest given a 
candidate in the history of the city. 
Collins carried 18 of the 25 wards and 
was only beaten in the other 7 by a 
close margin. 

Among the Republican leaders, the 
weather came in for some of the blame, 
for it rained until after noon, and there 
were probably many supporters of Hart 
who stayedathome, But thiscould not 
account for the tremendous gains made 
by the Democrats in Republican wards 
and the great majorities rolled up in 
their own strongholds. 

It looked to a casual observer as if 
both parties worked hard in getting out 
the vote. and their combined efforts 
were certainly successful in getting over 
80 percent of the registered voters to the 
polls. 

Every one of the 191 voting booths 
were surrounded all day by tally clerks 
of both parties, with half a dozen car- 
riages ready to dash off after some de- 
linguent voter. 

Naturally there was some excitement, 
especially in the close wards, while in 
South Boston two prominent Republi- 
can pliticians were arrested on sus- 
picion of obtaining repeaters, This, 
however, was the only unfortunae 
feature of the day, for in the rest of the 
city the election was conducted with the 
utmost quietness.

TARIFF CONTROVERSY | 


Has Resulted In Creation of 


New Sectional Line 


EAST AND WEST DISAGREE 


_ 


On Phases of Protection In Regard 
to Sugar, Wool, Hides and Lumber 
—Effective Organization of Western- 
ers Gives Them Promise of Success 


Washington, Dec. 11.—For the first 
time in the country’s history the tariff 
controversy is assuming sharply sec- 
tional lines on the basis of east and west. 
The old northern and southern contro- 
versy over the tariff bas disappeared 
through the political vangishment of the 
south. Then it was a dispute between 
advocates of protection and its open 
opponents; now, the dispute is between 
two sets of protectionists, one seeking 
tariffs to promote eastern interests and 
the other western, 

This dispute focuses about four ar- 
ticles: sugar, wool, hides and lumber. 
The National Association of Beet Sugar 
manufacturers, Is assemblying in the 
city to take action to checkmate the 
plans of President Roosevelt and Secre- 
tary Root for relleving the economic dis- 
tress of Cuba, and to support Secre- 
tary Wilson's valorous efforts for the 
promotion of the beet sugar industry. 
It is becoming increasingly evident that 
western interests, of which this is one, 
will work in combination, 

John W. Springer of Denver, president 
of the National Live stock association, 
who has just arrived here for the pur- 
pose of organizing a movement against 
any modification of the duties on wool 
and hides, intends to work with the beet 
sugar people, and other western inter- 
ests are rapidly gathering here in readi- 
ness for whatever tariff skirmishes may 
arise, 

Mr. Springer’s views on wool and 
hides, since they are the ones that east- 
ern manufacturers of woollen goods and 
boots and shoes must meet, will be of 
interest. He says that any reduction 
whatever in the tariff on live stock pro- 
ducts would mean the ruin of the 
stock-raising business, and “would raise 
a howl out of the west that would be 
heard clear to the blue Atlantic.” Not 
content with letting existing tariff con- 
stitutions alone, he proposes to carry 
the war into the enemy's country by 
trying to secure the enactment of a law 
for the tagging of all finished woollen 
products with an official statement of 
the proportion of pure wool which they 
actually contain. This is to checkmate 
the practice made necessary by the ex- 
treme duties on wool. Mr, Springer 
hopes to push this scheme forward as 
an ally of the pure food movement. 

Eastern manufacturers-using lumber, 
wool and hides would greatly increase 
their export market were the cost of the 
raw material reduced. The sugar-made 
articles which would shrink up with 
free Cuban sugar would constitute an 
enormous industry; condensed milk 
manufacturers alone estimate that their 
sales would increase forufold with free 
Cuban sugar, so large a part is this ar- 
ticle of the cost of their product. More- 
over, Cuban cane sugar is refined on the 
eastern seaboard and sbipped west, 
whereas in the beet region the refining 
would be done in the west. 

Eastern wool manufacturing is lan- 
guishing under the existing wool duties, 
and the export trade in shoes is greatly 
retarded in its growth by the hide 
duties. Eastern manufacturers of lum- 
ber will gradually be driven west with 
the continuance of existing duties, such 
as the Puget Sound statesman desired. 

The material is thus abundant for a 
sharp struggle between eastern and 
western protectionists, Thus far the 
latter are so much more effectively or- 
ganized as to give them great promise 
of success. 


Claims Commission Handicapped 

Washington, Dee. 11.—The Spanish 
claims commission yesterday submitted 
to the senate papers showing its dif- 
ficulties in getting testimony in Cuba 
and the need of further legislation if 
the work of the commission is to be 
properly prosecuted. The original plan

The 
president will confer with members of 
congress in regard to the proposed gift 

before making its terms public. 


McKinley Death Mask at White House 

Washington. Dee. 11.—E. L. A. 
Pausch, the Buffalo sculptor, brought 
to the White House yesterday the death 
mask of the late President McNinley, 
which was taken almost immediately 
after his demise. It is expected it will 
be donated to the government and de- 
posited in the Smithsonian institution. 
It is said to be a remarkably faithful 
likeness of the late president.

EXCLUSION C OF CHINESE 


Tnanimously Favored by the Amert- 
can Federation of Labor 

Seranton, Pa., Dec. 11.—The exclu- 
aion of Chinamen, Japanese and other 
Asiatics from American _ territory, 
ticket scalping legislation and the ad- 
visability of adopting a universal label 
for union made yoods, were the prin- 
cipal questions tuat claimed the atten- 
tion of the delegates at yesterday's ses- 
sions of the American Federation of 
Labor. 

The resolutions advocating the excla- 
sion of the Chinese were adopted by the 
convention with considerable hurran, 
but that purt excluding natives of Japan 
and other Asiatic lands was killed. The 
Pacific coast delegation led the discus- 
sion on Chinese exclusion, but were 
divided when it came to excluding other 
Orientals, The burden of the remarks 
of those opposed to the Japanese reso- 
lution was that Chinese immigration 
was the greater evil of the twoand that 
to insist upon similar restrictive law to 
prevent a Japanese invasion may el- 
danger the passage by congress of the 
Chinese act. 

The ticket scalping debate was lively. 
The delegates representing the railway 
telegraphens opened the fight against 
the resolution, making the point that 
such action was beyond the jurisdic- 
tlon ef the federation. When the viva 
voce vote was taken those in favor of 
permitting ticket scalping won by an 
overwhelming majority. 

The agitation of a universal label was 
again defeated. 

The convention disposed of much 
routine business during the course of 
the day. 


A Child’s Remarkable Bravery 

Chicago, Dec. 11.—While clouds of 
smoke filled the hallways from a flerce 
fire which raged in the basement of the 
Lincoln school yesterday, Ethel Barker, 
13 years old, sat at a piano in the main 
corridor upstairs and played a lively 
two-step for the 300 children to keep 
time while marching out of the burn- 
ing building. Miss Barker did not cease 
playing until the last child had left the 
building, and when she tried to escape 
she was twice driven back by clouds of 
dense smoke. She finally reached a 
door and went to the first floor by grop- 
ing along the walls and stair banister. 
As a result of her coolness all the chil- 
dren were taken out safely. 


Darling Succeeds Hackett A 

Washington, Dec. 11.—The president 
has accepted the resignation of Frank 
W. Hackett as assistant secretary of 
the navy, to take effect next Monday. 
His successor, Charles H. Darling of 
Vermont, who is expected here in Jay 
or two, will relieve him of bis official 
duties on that day. In the eorre- 
spondence that took place between Sec- 
retary Long and Mr. Hackett the latter 
explains that he was compelled to give 
up his office and return to his law 
practice, and Secretary Long expressed 
regret that this was necessary. 


Marconi Experimenting at St. Johne 

St. Johns, Dee. 11.—William Marcenl, 
who is here conducting . experiments 
with his wireless telegraphy system, 
succeeded yesterday in floating a bal- 
loon 200 feet above the summit of Signal 
Hill, which is 60 feet high and over- 
looks the harbor of St. Jobns. This 
balloon holds up the vertical steel wire 
which is used in the system of wireless 
telegraphy in communicating with dis- 
tant ships. Marconi hopes to attain re- 
sults superior to those given by any 
previous experiments, 


“Never Was a Better Time” 

Dublin, Dec. 11.—William H. K. Red- 
mond, M. I’., speaking at a meeting of 
the United Irish league at Gorrey, said 
there never was a time when there was 
a better chance than at present to strike 
a blow for Ireland. John Bull had been 
caught by the throat by the men in 
South Africa, who were giving bim the 
greatest “whaling” he ever got. Mr. 
Redmond said he prayed that God 
might strengthen the Boers until they 
danced on John Bull's chest. 


Fire Raging In Coal Mine 

Harrisburg, Dec. 11.—Fire broke out 
in the Big Lick mine near Lykens 
Monday night and Is stillraging. Fit- 
teen men were in the mine when the fire 
was discovered. They were hoisted to 
the surface through a wallof fire. None 
of them was injured. Twenty mules 
were either roasted alive or suffocated. 
It is believed that the fire was incen- 
diary. 

Civil Serviee Reform 

Washington, Dec. 11.—The president 
yesterday approved a number of amend- 
ments to civil service rules recom- 
mended by the civil service comuis- 
sion. Probably the most important of 
them provides for discontinuing the pay 
of persons found to have been irregu- 
larly appointed.

SITUATION IS NOW CRITICAL 


Proposition That President Send @ 
Special Message to Congress Advis 
ing Enactment of a Temporary 


Measure-May Meet Opposition 


Washington, Pec. 11.—The agitation 
In congress in opposition to reciprocity 
with domestic sugar producers against 
any such policy on the part of our goy- 
ernment threatens to cause a deadlock 
at least between the clashing interests, 
and delays which may ruin the unhappy 
island. 


It is doubtful whether General Wood | 


has fully apprehended till very lately 
the real conditions in Cuba, which are 


quite apart from all questions of poli- | 
tics or government or sanitation or de- | 


fense. He now seeuis to have come to 
a realization that the situation is eriti- 
cal; that the next step taken by this 


government may settle the fate of the | 


uew republic in advance, by giving it a 
fair start or sending it into bankruptcy. 

It is for this reason that a plan his 
been laid before President Roosevelt, 


and by him submitted to the cabinet, | 
for a temporary or provisional measure | 


whereby Cuba shall be permitted to 


' send her present crop of sugar into our 


ports either free or at half the present 
rates of duty. The iden is to confine 


this measure to the crop on which grind- | 


ing is just beginning and limit the period 
of its operation to say six months from 
the date of enactment. Such ‘a con- 
cession to one season's product, it is ar- 
gued, could not possibly jeopardize any 
American interest, and if it will be nec- 
essary to save Cuba from disaster it is 
believed that the sentiment of the 
people of the United States will be 
practically solid in its favor. 

If the administration tind no impedi- 
ment to such a course, it is proposed 
that the president send a special mes- 
sage to congress advising the enactment 
the effect suggested, de- 


| seribing the impending ruin of all the | 


small planters who have to harvest their 
crops with capital borrowed at extor- 
tionate rates of interest; calling atten- 
tion to the fact that we are pledged by 
every consideration of justice and honor 
to help the new republic get safely npon 
its feet; and suggesting that todouway 
with all misunderstanding of the pur- 
pose and scope of this emergency legis- 
lation, it is specifically cesignated an 
act of grace and good will toward the 
people of Cuba at the very beginning 
of their era of freedom, and that future 
commercial relations letween the two 
countries be left to be settléd at the 
discretion and convenience of congress. 
The objections thus far raised by mem- 
bers of congress who have been ap- 
proached on this subject are three: 

(1.) That some of the Cuban planters 
have doubtless stored large quantities 
of sugar of past crops, waiting for such 
an opening as this, and that the export 
to the United States would therefore be 
larger than anticipated. 

(2.) That the sugar refining trust 
would be a great beneficiary of auy re- 
moval or reduction of duties on Cuban 
sugar, and hence that the act of the ad- 
ministration and of congress would be 
regarded by many critics as a surrender 
to the trust. 

(3.) That other countries having 
treaties of commerce and friendship 
with us would raise a cry against our 
discrimination in favor of Cuba. 

To the first of these objections the 
answer is obvious that we ust not be 
deterred from taking righteous course 
because a selfish use might be made 
of it, to the second that if we were to de- 
sist from any action on no better ground 
than that a trust might get some benclit 
from it, we should have to wipe out our 
entire protective system, and to the last, 
that, Cuba being not yet an inde- 
pendent state, but a dependent ward, 
no independent state would or could 
raise the question of discrimination. 

The president is deeply interested In 
giving Cuba a fair and happy start on 
her career as a separate republic, and 
will do all he feels that he can to that 
end, but the canal treaty is before the 
senate, and he doubtless would prefer 
to see one question settled at a_ time, 
rather than three of four confus2d. 
This may involve a trifle longer delay 
in his action.

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“TAUNTS DERANGED HIM 


Haverhill Man Finally Killed Dis- 
turber of His Domestic Affairs 

Haverhill, Mass., Dee. 11.—A self- 
confessed 1aurderer, John D. Mutch, 44 
years old, »f this city, is locked up, 
having shot and killed James Oakes, 31 
years old, a shoemaker, last evening.

STUDENT'S DARING FEAT 


Climbed Up Dizzy Height While 
Yale Men Stood In Awe. 


HAD ONLY THE SLIGHTEST HOLD. 


J. A, Whitebead Scaled the Sheer 
Side of East Rock, a Four Hundred 
Foot New Haven Cliff— Fingers 


Torn and Bruised—Will Try Steep- 
er One, 


The feat of W. S. Merrill, Harvard, 
‘04, who ate three steaks, two mutton 
chops and two dishes of peas and 
drank two pints of apollinaris water 
and two cups of coffee the other night 
for a three dollar wager, is dwarfed 
in the estimation of the other students 
and the residents of New Haven by 


the recent feat of J. A. Whitehead, | 


a student at Yale, in climbing’ the 
East rock, a granite cliff nearly 400 
feet high, In front of which stands the 
Soldiers’ monument, says the New 
York Evening Telegram. 

The rock is a sheer precipice and for 
a hundred feet offers only the slight- 
est hold for foot or hand, but White- 
head climbed to the top of it, where he 
fell almost exhausted, while the shouts 
of several hundred students and oth- 
ers who had gathered to watch his 
perilous ascent rang indistinctly in bis 
ears, 

Whitehead risked his life in climb- 
ing the face of the precipice, for a mis- 
step at any stage of his upward prog- 
ress after he kad gone twenty feet 
would undoubtedly mean death. He Is 
regarded as a hero by his classmates 
and Is looked upon wonderingly by the 
townspeople. Whitehead does not 
seem to think he has done anything 
very remarkable and {is diffident about 
telling of his experience. 

An odd feature of the performance 
is that it was accomplished at night, 
when young Whitehead did not care to 
have too large a crowd watching him. 
He was prompted to try the ascent of 
the cHff by hearing other students tell- 
ing of the impossibility of doing it. 

Whitehead was with a party in the 
city that had been at a restaurant 
where liquid refreshments were im- 
bibed freely. On the way home, as the 
party passed the Soldier’s monument, 
one student remarked: 

e“I’d like to see the man who could 
climb that rock,” pointing to East rock 

“Would you?” said young Whitehead 
“Well, I'll gratify your desire.” He 
thereupon approached the side of the 
cliff and began a laborious ascent. It 
is understood that he had intended to 
perform the feat before, but wanted to 
make it more remarkable by pretend- 
ing it was impromptu. 

Some of the students tried to dils- 
suade Whitehead from making the as- 
cent, but he only laughed at their 
warnings. 

Slowly, inch by inch, the plucky stu- 
dent climbed. He would rest at every 
new foothold be got. Before he got up 
very far his fingers were torn and 
bruised. by the rock, but he couldn't 
turn back even if he had wanted to, 
which he didn’t. 

It was a weird picture, his tall form 
apparently glued to the side of the 
precipice and the crowd below watcl- 
ing with breathless interest made in 
the dark. The men watching White- 
bead were almost afraid to move or 
talk, fearing that the slightest commo- 
tion would cause the student to lose his 
grasp on the naked rock. 

Gradually the plucky young fellow 
forged his way up. Fifty feet he got, 
and the crowd could hardly repress a 
cheer. Seventy-five feet he laboriously 
climbed, and then in a short time, 
which seemed an age to the watchers, 
he reached the top and fell exhausted, 
while the shouts of the crowd below 
awakened the echoes of the night and 
drew many others to the scene. 

His was the first performance, ac- 
cording to the oldest inhabitants. Otb- 
ers In years gone have tried it, and in 
at least one instance the attempt has 
resulted fatally. 

Mr. Whitehead, whose home is in 
London, has come to Yale to prepare 
for a course in civil engineering and 
will shortly enter the Sheffield Scien- 
tific school. He served with the British 
South African police during the Boer 
war. 

He said modestly of his climb: 

“I went to the summit by the road 
last Sunday and climbed down twice 
to familiarize myself with the face. 
On Monday I made the ascent. The 
first twenty feet was really a difp- 
cult distance, the hardest of the climb. 
The rock for that height leans toward 
one, and with my fingers I had to hold 
on tightly to the 'edges and then lift 
myself up. Half way up there is a 
ledge of six inches width. I sat down 
on it and looked down. The scenery 
was so fine that I felt well repaid. The 
remainder of the climb to the summit 
was easier. 

“Twice I almost slipped and let go 
my hold. It was not easy, but I was 
surprised to be told that it bad been 
considered impossible.” 

Mr. Whitehead intends to attempt 
the ascent of West rock, on the other 
side of the city, which fs still more 
difficult to climb.

STRATEGY OF FRYE BILL 


Friends of Ship Subsidy Prop- 
osition Looking Ahead 


NEW MEASURE A LEVER 


For the Purpose of Securing Amend- 
ments Ia the Direction of the Frye 
Bill of tne Previous Congress Op- 


Position of Westerners Overcome 


Washington, Dee. 12.—Frieuds and 
opponents of the subsidy project are be 
ginning to recognize as somewhat ex- 
traordiuary the situation presented by 
the bill just introduced by Mr. Frye. 
If it becomes a law, its purpose, so far 
as its promoters go, will be to furnish 
a basis subsequently for the legislation 
which they really seek, but do not now 
find it expedient to ask for.. Mr, I'rye 
has made no secret of his dislike, rela- 
tively speaking, of his present bill. or of 
the fact that his aim in drafting it was 
to secure something which would quiet 
the opposition of western Republicans 
in house and senate, and so make a 
Start upon a course of subsidy legisla- 
tion. This bill would not be worth 
fighting much for unless its passage 
were to furnish effective leverage for 
more satisfactory measures later. ‘his, 
it is believed, it will do.

CLOSED TO NAVIGATION 


Freezing of Penobscot Ends an Un. 
satisfactory Year For Lumbermen 
Bangor, Me., Dec. 12.—The Penobscot 


tiver is now frozen firmly over a dis- 
tance of four miles down from Banger, 
and this port is closed until the spring 
of 1902. The winter in this region be- 
gan very early, and the weather has 
been unusually severe from the first. 
All of the mills sawing long spruce are 
now closed, and the manufacturers are 
figuring up the results ef tiie most un- 
Satisfactory year in their business since 
1S78. 

The extent of the misfortune to the 
Penobscot river millmen in the non- 
arrivel of the drives is shown by the 
survey figures for the year. In 1599 
there were surveyed at the port of Ban- 
gor 181,000,000 feet of lumber, and in 
1900 about 142,000,000 feet, while this 
year the amount is but 118,000,000 feet, 
the smallest since 1876. 

The outlook for 1902 is promising. 
Notwithstanding the rather unfavorable 
weather conditions, snow having fallen 
to the depth of several feet while the 
ground was yet soft and the streams 
and swamps as dry as in an August 
drought, logging operations are pro- 
gressing satisfactorily in most parts of 
the Penobscot region, and a large cut, 
probably about 200,000,000 feet, is 
looked for. Even should the drives be 
a few weeks late there is a sufficient 
stock of this fear’s logs—about 30,000,- 
000 feet—te keep the mills going until 
the early brook drives get in, so that 
when the saws have been started next 
spring it is altogether likely that there 
will be no shutdowns until the close of 


the season.

BOERS’ ALLEGED DEEDS 


Kitchener Tells of Shooting 
Down of Blacks 


SOMETIMES IN COLD BLOOD 


To Hide Traces of Movements of Com- 
mandos—Broderick Says England 
Will Soon Be Compelled to Cease 
Treating the Enemy as Belligerents 


London, Dec. 12.—Lord Kitchener's 
Statement specifying 37 separate jn- 
stances in which natives have been shot 
by the Boers, and which involves the 
loss of 84 lives, was issued by the war 
Office last night. In some of the cuses 
mentioned the blacks were shot after 


an informal court martial, or upon be- f 


ing accused of spying, but in some in- 
stances Lord Kitchener indicates the 
natives were shot in cold blood in order 
to hide traces of the movements of the 
Boer commandos.

Wasnington, Dec.” 12.—President

Attended by Silver Republicans 
and Populists 


TO CONFER FREQUENTLY 


To the End That They May Agree 
Upon Main Features of Political 
Controversies—Dissatisfaction With 


Committee Assignments 
Washington, Dec. 12.—The Demo- 
cratic senators yesterday held their 


first caucus of the present session. Its 
purpose was to consider committee as- 
signments, but the occasion was more 
than ordinarily significant because of 
the general attendance upon the caucus. 
All the senators elected as Democrats, 
with the exception of Senator McLaurin 
of South Carolina, were present, as Were 
all the senators who were elected as 
Kilver Republicans or Populists. Alltbe 
independents, except Senator Teller of 
Colorado, had entered the Democratic 
caucus held just before the adjournment 
| last March. but Senator Teller then re- 
| mained away. He was present, how- 
j ever, at yesterday's conference aud par- 
—— in the proceedings.

& Senator Jones of Arkansas, whio 
Stated that he had thought it possible 
that the new senators might want to 
make some change in the officers of tue 
caucus. There was, however, a general

oh <= caucus, The old committee on order of 


| business also was reappointed and the 
one vacancy on that committee was 
| filled by the selection of Senator Dubois 
of Idaho, who was the choice of all the 
western members of the caucus. 

During the proceedings Senator Till- 
man suggested that there should be fre- 
quent conferences and a continued cifort 
to agree upon the main features of all 
political controversies. There was a 
quite general response to this suggestion 
and the opinion was fairly unanimous 
that the party should present a united 
front, permitting no more straggting 
than was absolutely necessary. 

Senator Jones presented a statement 
from the Republican committee on com- 
mittees, outlining its wishes as to the 
committee assignments, from which it 
appeared that the Reublicans were 
anxious to increase the Republican 
membership of several committees and 
to decrease the Democratic membership 
of a few of the committees. The most 
important change suggested by them 
was that the Republicans should be al- 
lowed to add one member to their side 
of the committee on commerce, while 
Democrats should agree to surrender 
one of the places on that committee held 
by them. The committee, as now con- 
stituted, includes 10 Republican mem- 
bers and 7 Democratic members. It 
was decided vigorously to resist this in- 
novation. 

The Republicaus also expressed a de- 
sire to Increase the membership of the 
committees on agriculture «nd census 
from 9 to 11 each, the two new menibers 
to be Republicans; to Increase the eom- 
mittee on claims from i3 to 14, the Re- 
publicans to have 8 meinbers and tbe 
Demcrats 6, us against 7 and 6 respec- 
tively, as the committee is now 
stituted. 

An increase is also proposed in the 
committee on foreign relations. As it 
at present stands the committee num- 
bers 11 members, 4 of whom are Demo- 
crats. The proposal is to make it cou- 
sist of 13 members, 8 of whom shall be 
Republicans and 5 Democrats. <A 
change was also suggested in the com- 
mittee on irrigation, which is at present 
composed of 6 Republican and 5 Demo- 
crats. The change, if adopted, would 
give a membership of 11, only + of 
whom would be Democrats. The Dum- 
ocrats decided to oppose the proposed 
changes in the committees on claims 
and irrigation.

DAY OF HOT DEBATES 


Over Subjects of Interest to 
the Labor World 


THE COLOR LINE COMES. UP. 


Resolution Compelling Local Unions 
Affiliated With Federation to Join 
Central Labor Bodies Is Defeated— 


Socialistic and Other Matters 


Scranton, Pa., Dee. 13.—Mueh life 
Was infused in yesterday's proceedings 
of the convention of the Americau Fed- 
eration of Labor. Although much busi- 
ness was disposed of, there was 


siderable time consumed in speechmak- 


con- 


ing. The negro problem in the south, 
as far as it relates to unionism, was un- 
expectedly injected into the proceedings, 
and the long standing conflict between 
the sociglist and trade unionists prom- 
ised to monopolize the attention of the 
delegates had the socialists replied to 
the trade unionists. The question of 
organizing common laborers into a na- 
tional union and that of throwing out 
of all organizations allied with the city, 
state and national or international 
unions if they refuse to affiliate with the 
American Federation of Labor 
also vigorously debated. 

The socialist incident came up during 
the discussion of 2 committee report 
endorsing most of the recommendations 
eontained in Mr. Gompers’ annual re- 
port. 


were 


PD. HW. Hayes of Philadelphia, na- 
tional president of the Glass Botte 
blowers, and Max Hayes of the Cleve- 


land Central Labor union, a socialist, 
made speeches strongly urging the en- 
forcement of laws prohibiting child 
labor. The latter, during his remarks, 
read a long list of decisions rendered by 
federal and state courts against or- 
ganized labor. A motion to have the 
list printed in the minutes brougat 
forth a passionate speech from Presi- 
dent Gompers. He said it was unfair 
to Incorporate the list in the minutes 
In that way and suggested that a fist of 
the trade union victories should be 
printed along with it. He concluded by 
denouncing the “attempt to show that 
trade unionism is a failure,” and char- 
acterized it as an outrage. 

A motion was defeated after W. B. 
Wilson of the Miners’ union had spoken 
along the same lines as Mr. Gompers 
and the recommendations of the presi- 
dent were adopted, except the one re- 
ferring to a general defense fund. The 
committee's suggestion that the fund 
be raised by national and labor unions 
instead of by the American Federation 
of Labor was adopted. 

The negro question came up when the 
committee on law reported a résolu- 
tion compelling ali local unions aftili- 
ated with the federation to join the cen- 
tral labor bodies in their respective lo- 
calities. William Clay, one of the two 
colored delegates from Virginia, made 
the point that the federation, in decid- 
ing a contested seat where the color line 
was brought into question, had an- 
thorized the creation of a separate cen- 
tral union in Richmond for colored 
workmen. 

The resolution was debated for more 
thanan hour by many delegates. 
Charles C. Reckard of Anniston, Ala., 
made the principal speech in opposi- 
tion. He said the proposition would 
compel white unions to take in the 1.e- 
groes, and, if adopted by the conyen- 
tion, 90 percent of the unions south of 
Mason and Dixon's line would secede 
from the federation. He declared the 
people of the north did not understand 
the negro problem. The resolution, ¢n 
recommendation of the committee on 
law, was defeated. 

Two resolutions were reported on 
the question of organizing the common 


laborers into large unions, and hoth 
were recommended tobe sentto the 
executive council. 

The Pacific coast delegates fought 


among themselves the proposition to 
drop all unions from state, national or 
international unions uniess they join the 
American Federation of Labor. ‘The 
measure was particularly aimed at the 
San Francisco building trades, which 
is at odds with the central labor union 
of that city. The committee on law 
recommended that the matter be 
dropped on the ground that such a step 
would be unwise, and the convention 
adopted the resolution. 

J. H. Bowman of Chicago presented 
a resolution instructing the president of 
the federation to protest against the 
confirmation by the United States sen- 
ate of the appointment of Frank E. 
Baker as United States circuit court 
judge in Indiana. The reason for the 
protest is that Baker is a son of Judge 
John E. Baker of Indianapolis, who bas 
granted injunctions against some mnien 
workmen. 

Among the resolutions adopted were 
these: That legislatures be petitioned 
to enact a law to compel the constructors 
of machinery to cover all dangerous 
parts in such a way as to protect em- 
ployes working around machinery. 
That no boyeotts shall be declared un- 
til central labor unions have investi- 


gated the disputes and endeavored to 
effect an amicable settlement. ‘That 
the government officials enforce the 
eight-hour law on all government work 
in private shipy ards.

Move For Its Reorganization 
Has Strong Backing 


MODIFIED BILL BY LODGE 


Endorsed by Leading American Cham- 
bers of Commerce and Boards of 
Trade—Bureau to Keep Organiza- 
tion In Touch With Congress’ Work 


Washington, Dec. 13.—The meeting 


of prominent business men from all over 
the United States to urge legislation for 
the reorganization of the consular ser- 
Vice is 8 much more important moye- 
ment that might be guessed from the 
small space granted it in the news- 
papers, ‘The agitation, is not contined 
to the bodies immediately represented 
at this meeting, but extends through 
the entire-commercial fabric in the 
country at large. 

Not only all the leading American 
chambers of commerce and boards of 
trade, but a large number of lesser de- 
gree, have publicly indorsed what is 
known as the “chambers of commerce 
bill” which is the Lodge bill with a few 
wmodilications, but 12 of the most im- 
portant commercial bodies in 12 of the 
principal cities appointed delegates to 
attend the present meeting and give the 
reform a start 

Mr. Lodge will introduce the modified 
bill in the senate, and either Mr, Hill of 
Illinois or Mr. Burton of Ohio will in- 
troduce it in the house. The chief fea- 
ture in which the moditied bill differs 
from the current version is iu the resto- 
ration of the civil commission to the 
place in the board of examiners which 
it held in the tirst Lodge bill, but from 
which it was stricken in committee dur- 
ing the last congress. 

Harry A. Gartield of Olio is at the 
head of the central organization for the 
support of the new measure, with Gus- 
tave Hl. Schwab and John H. Ela of 
Chicago us vice presidents. Mr. Ela 
will give way presently toa representa- 
tive of some large comuercial body in 
one of the gulf cities, so that all geo- 
graphical sections may figure actively 
in the work. 

A bureau will be maintained here, with 
a clerk in charge to keep the organiza- 
tion constantly in touch with the prog- 
ress of the work in congress. The only 
agressive opposition looked for in the 
house is from Mr. Adams of Pennsyl- 
vania and his following. Mr. Adams 
has a bill of his own, which would have 
been better than none, as an entering 
wedge, but which is in uo sense abreast 
of present needs. Mr. Adats’ billisa 
mnere tentative skeleton mensure; 
whereas the bill to which the chambers 
of commerce are committeed is a 
scientifically drawn measure of reor- 
ganization. It has been prepared with 
the aid of experts possessing a full 
knowledge of the needs of the consular 
service from all points of view.

BE RETURNED 


For Three Boston Concerns 
Come Under Fraud Orders 

Boston, Dec. 13.—Acting Postmaster 
General Johuson has issued an order de- 
barring J. M. Fisher & Co., the Cobb- 
Everett Investment company and the 
Bankers’ and Manufacturers’ agency, 
all of Boston, from further use of the 
mails, “for operating through the mails 
schemes devised for obtaining money 
under false or fraudulent pretences.” 

“The scheme operated by these con- 
cerns,” says the report of Assistant 
Attorney General Tyner, “was Ce- 
vised for the purpose of securing re- 
mittances for the nominal purpose of in- 
vesting the same in stocks, Large re- 
turns were promised, and when refer- 
ences as to the standing of one concern 
were requested, it would refer to one or 
both of the others. Evidence was pre- 
sented that no investment of the money 
Was made, but that it was retained by 
the concern to whom it was sent, anda 
false report was returned to the in- 
vestor that his money had been lost in 
speculation,” Onthis representation 
the fraud order was issued. 

Two thousand letters for these three 
firms, many of them with money enclos- 
ures, have accumulated in the Boston 
postoffice since Oct. 28, when the tem- 
porary fraud order was issued pro- 
hibiting the delivery of mail until fur- 
ther action could be taken by the post- 
oftice department in Washington. In 
every case where a correct address ac- 
companies the money enclosure the 
money will be returned to the sender 
through the ordinary process. The Iis- 
suance of the permanent fraud order 
gives the local authoritles power to be- 
gin immediately the return of this mail.

LONDON STYLE SKYSCRAPER 


Will Be Eight Stories With Twelve 
In the Center. 

Victorian buildings, as it is suggested 
the new structures shall be called, will 
have no counterpart in this country 
(England) while reproducing features 
that are common in America, modified, 
however, to suit English requirements, 
says the London Telegraph. On the 
ground floor level there will be a wide 
passage, giving access to a central ro- 
tunda or rendezvous under a lofty 
dome. Twelve hydraulic lifts will be 
placed in the rotunda, an additional 
twelve being distributed in other parts 
of the premises. From the rotunda pro- 
ceed at right angles passages or ar- 
ecades, intersecting others, eight in 
number in all, and these, in conjune- 
tion with two much broader arches 
into which carriages may be driven 
from the Strand or from the Holborna 
arched entrances, give frontages to 
commodious shops and offices, The 
main idea is to make a new shopping 
center under cover, profiting by the ex- 
perience of the arcades and galleries 
of Paris, Brussels and in our own coun- 
try, Birmingham. 

Above this shopping floor will rise 
to the height of the first roof of the 
main facade eight stories; but, falling 
some way back from the street in the 
center of the block and supporting the 
dome, there will be four more stories. 
From their position these could not ob- 
struct the light of the street. No 
American workmen will be employed. 


The American scheme embraces 
many advantages without extra 


charge. Everything is to be included 
in the rent—electrie lighting, hot and 


cold water, telephone and cleaning. 
At the bottom of the building, below 


the shops, will be a public restaurant, 
Turkish baths and safe deposit vaults. 
The other day among the shoal of ap- 
plications which the mention of the en- 
terprise in the city has produced was 
the offer of £2,000 a year for the priv- 
ilege of cleaning all the boots in the 
building

CARNEGIE’S BROAD PLAN. 


Dr. Gilman and Dr. Remsen Taik of 
the Proposed University Gift. 

Andrew Carnegie’s latest gift has 
created widespread interest in Balti- 
more. Some of ex-President Gilman’s 
friends advanced the theory that he 
would be tendered the direction of the 
new work. 

Dr. Gilman said the other afternoon 
of the proposed new work to a re- 
porter of the Philadelphia Press: “I 

am quite unable to give any detailed 
ee ee respecting Mr. Carnegie’s 
purposes, for all that I have known of 
them {s quite confidential. I have rea- 
son to believe that the principal facts 
as stated are quite correct. It is for 
him and not for any of his friends to 
tell the conditions under which he pro- 
poses to make this gift. 

“So far as I know his plans they are 
likely to be of a character which will 
benetit all the higher institutions of 
learning in this country and will en- 
courage advanced students and inyestl- 
gators, whether they have taken de- 
grees or not, to prosecute researches 
in Washington and elsewhere. He ac- 
cepts the idea that the scientitie bu- 
reaus of Washington will heartily co- 
operate in opening the facilities which 
they possess to the qualified investi- 
gator and student. I am confident that 
he does not contemplate the establish- 
ment of a university in the ordinary 
acceptance of that term. 

“His plans are so broad and so wise 
that when they are made known it will 
be acknowledged at home and abroad 
that in this latest act of muniticence he 
has surpassed himself. It is not the 
amount of his gift, though that is 
princely, which will be most appre- 
ciated, but the method and agencies 
which he will set in motion for the ad- 
yancement of knowledge with a single 
eye to the benetit of this country and 
of mankind.” 

President Ira Remsen of Johns Hop- 
kins university said: “The announce- 
ment of Mr. Carnegie’s generous gift 
was by no means unknown to me, but 
I must confess I do not understand 
the reference made to the future se- 
lection of a site at Washington and to 
the magnificent buildings which are to 
be erected. IT was under the impres- 
sion that no university buildings were 
to be erected, but that the fund was 
to be used for promoting higher edu- 
eation at various educational centers,” 


HIDA DIAMONDIN ‘HIS 5 MOUTH 


Convict Kept Stolen Treasure In a 
Quid of Tobacco. 

Thomas Connors, a burglar from Un- 
ion county, who is to serve seven years 
in the state prison at Trenton, N. J., 
has just been forced to give up a miss- 
ing diamond which he kept for some 
months concealed in a quid of tobacco 
that he had constantly in his mouth. 

When he was on trial in Elizabeth 
the prosecutor located all the stolen 


property but one diamond, which could | 


not be found, says the New York 
Times. When’ he was transferred to 
the state prison to serve his sentence, 
Head Keeper Moore of the state prison 
was informed about the missing dia- 
mond. 

Connors had his official bath the oth- 
er day, and the underkeeper was in- 
structed to be sufficiently active to 
make him turn over the stone. While 
in the bath a stream of cold water was 
played on his face, which foreed him 
to remove a quid of tobacco which he 
held in his mouth. This was taken 
away from him, and in it was found 
the missing gem. 


CHURCH FUND STAMP ISSUE 


Methodists Plan to Raise Money For 
Twentieth Century Offering. 

The Methodists of New York have is- 
sued $100,000 in stamps, to be sold to 
Sunday school scholars as souvenirs 
in return for money collected for the 
twentieth century million dollar thank 
offering, says the New York Evening 
Journal. The Rey. Ezra Tipple devised 
and issued the stamps in one, two, five, 
ten and twenty cent denominations. 
The government agreed to allow the is- 
sue in bronze, which color is not used 
by Uncle Sam. 

Vignettes of famous Methodists are 
printed on the stamps, the denomina- 
tions being shown in large figures, 
while at the top of each stamp Is the 
legend, “Twentieth Century Thank Of- 
fering Fund” and “The Methodist Epis- 
eopal Church, New York City,” at the 
bottom. 


AN ALBINO QUAIL. 


Rare Bird Presented to New York 
Zoological Park by Kansan. 
Charles Payne of Wichita, Kan., has 
presented to the New York zoological 
park a pure albino quail caught recent- 
ly in southern Oklahoma, says the New 
York Times. Among quail albinism is 

extremely rare. 

Mr. Payne, who has handled several 
hundred thousand quail for restocking 
game preserves, expresses the opinion 
that of every 2,000,000 quail not more 
than one is an albino. The new bird 
is kept In the aquatic birds’ house in 
ene of the western wall cages, where 
it attracts much attention.

as precocious as Bryant's and of far greater emotional power. 
they were Scriptural in tone, but tradition has it that this was not due to an 
overreligiousness on the part of the peet himself. Yet the same may be said 
of Young’s “Night Thoughts,” that solemn book over which our fathers used 
to pore and fall asleep in blissful unconsciousness of the somewhat worldly 
mindedness of the courtly author. Still, there is no good reason why the 
product of a poet’s best impulses should not be taken for what it is worth to 
the reader in reproducing similar emotions in his own mind. Biography may 
explain literature, but it need not necessarily qualify it. Accordingly these 
“Scripture Sketches” of the college youth may be allowed to stand for those 
better moods of reflection and aspiration which alternate with academic sur- 
plusages of animal spirits, for whose effervescence no gymnasium was sup- 
plied at Yale in 1825. As offsets to what then took the place of athletics in 
various devices for keeping a high temperature in the old town Willis could 
such verse as “Absalom” and *“Jephtha’s Daughter.” 

Literature did not offer so many paths to a college graduate turned loose 
75 years ago as in these latter days. Then it was a confident or desperate 
youth who dared to trust to the pen for a living. 
Willis, however, had been commended for his col- 
lege pieces and bad won a publisher's prize of $50 
for the best gift book poem. With this send off 
the recent graduate undertook the editorship of a 
series of volumes published by that Peter Parley 
to whom sundry American authors of distinction 
owed their bringing out. Then The American 
Magazine was established, to be finally merged 
into the New York Mirror, to which Willis con- 
tributed editorial letters during two years’ travel 
in the old world. These “Pencilings by the Way” 
were the first valuable specimens of the abundant 
literature of American travel, often more interest- 
ing to the writer than the reader. This writer, 
however, had the crayon quality in his pen and 
could put life and picturesqueness into worn paths 
and dull statistics. Besides, he was favored with passports as an attacte of the 
American minister at Paris, giving him access to courtly circles in Europe 
and the east. With these facilities the record of travel made by such an ob- 
server was a revelation to those even who had been over the ground and a 
delight to these who had not. The sale of the “Pencilings” wus greatly in- 
creased by a virulent review in The Quarterly, and a personal article by Cap- 
tain Marryat occasioned a meeting for satisfaction. 

Four years of residence abroad satisfied this travel and society lovimg 
American for awhile, and he took up his abode far from cities and men in his 
cottage at Glenmary, on the Susquehanna, where he wrote the “Letters From 
Under a Bridge.” Then came the financial reverse which in so many in- 
stances has been the spur to easy going loiterers along the highway of letters, 
driving him back to New York and to work on The Corsair, a weekly journal 
which had the distinction of employing Thackeray as a contributor before he 
had grown so great as in the days of “The Newcomes.’ This paper was soon 
abandoned for The Evening Mirror, the demands of which undermined his 
health, resulting after a third voyage to Europe in the establishment of The 
Home Journal and insuring a more moderate pace in literary labor. 

The above particulars have been mentioned to illustrate the life of a man 
of letters in the second generation of the century. It was the period between 
the news letter and the journal, with the permanent magazine in its present 
form still in the distance. Whatever was printed was necessarily brief or cut 
Into short sections if a long story, entailing the reader's impatience or ex- 
pectancy. A volume of such brevities had usually the same choppy character, 
with the advantage of being laid down and taken up at odd intervals, a point 
in favor of a fragmentary and discursive author like Willis. Yet in the course 
of a lifetime ke produced many volumes. To read one-half of them would be 
worse than a waste of time. People did not lose many hours at a time over 
them when they were published, since they came out for the most part in 
weekly installments. On the other hand, if one were stranded in the country 
with “Hurrygraphs” Idlewild” or “People 1 Have Met” or 
“Famous Persons and Places” for his only reading he would find more hours 
pleasantly occupied than with some more pretentious books. The range is

Section 12.—Watis ANCHORED, ETC. 


J. All brick walls in any building on which the ends of 
beams rest shall be anchored at each tier of beams, at intervals 
of not more than 10 feet apart, with wrought iron anchors, at 
least } inch by 14 inches, well built into the walls, and well 
fastened to the tops of the beams; and where the beams are 
supported by girders or on partition plates, the ends of beams 
resting upon girders or partition plates shall be fastened to- 
gether and strapped by wrought iron straps or tie irons, at tha 
same distance apart, and in the same beams as the wall anchors 
and shall be well fastened. 

2. The ends of all girders or partition plates, resting on or 
abutting any wall, shall be anchored to it. 

3. Anchors shall not be run through partition walls. 

4. If side or partition walls are carried up in advance of 
front walls, they shall be anchored to front walls by wrought- 
iron anchors, not less than 3 inch by 1} inches, ata height of 
every ten feet, and built into partition or side walls not less 
than 36 inches, and into front walls, at least half its thickness. 

5. Plates of all roofs shall be bolted to walls, not less than 
every 10 feet; bolts to be built into walls twenty-four inches.

1. All chimneys hereafter shall be built of brick, stone or 
other incombustible material, and shall have a footing of mason- 
ry or iron supported by iron, or corbels of brick or stone. No 
chimney shall be hung to an eight-inch wall, or bear or rest upon 
wood. Nochimney corbelled from a wall shall project more 
than the thickness of the wall. 

2. All brick smoke flues less than 8 inches thick 
lined with flue lining, from two feet below any woodwork in 
basement, to not less than one foot above roof, the balance of 
flue above this lining to be smoothly plastered inside. All brick 
vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or cement washed on the 
inside. All flues shall be topped out at least four feet above the 
highest part of the roof at the point through which they pass, 
with brick or stone, except those passing through the ridge which 
shall be at least two feet above the ridge, and the topping-out 
shall not have more than two inches projection, unless covered by 
a cap of improved incombustible material, properly secured; and 
in no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any flue. All 
wood-work in brick buildings shall be placed distant one inch, and 
floor timbers, headers, trimmers and girders at least two inches 
from the outside of every chimney flue, and the space around such 
wood-work and brick-work of chimney where it passses through 
floors shall be closed by a proper fire stop of incombustible mater- 
ial. In chimneys with more than one flue, the withes shall be con 
structed of brick laid flatways and bonded every eighth course 
and plastered. 

Szction 14.—Frirepiaces, HEARTH, ETC. 


1. All hearths shall be supported by trimmer arches of 
brick or stone; or be of single stones at least six inches thick, 
and supported entirely by iron beams, one end of which shall be 
securely built into masonry of chimney or adjoining wall. 
The brick jambs of every fireplace, range or grate opening 
must be at least 8 inches wide each, and the back of such 
openings must be at least 8 inches thick, for at least 2 feet above 
such openings. 

2. All such hearths and supports shall be at least 12 inches 
longer than the width of such openings, and at least 18 inches 
wide in front of the chimney breast. The brick-work over all 
fireplaces and grate openings shall be supported by proper iron 
bars or brick or stone arches.

PAYNE SETS BALL ROLLING

Fixed by Commission—Swanson 
Starts Off Argument For Democrats 
—Views of Visitors to the Islands 


Washington, Dec. 18.—The bill to pro- 
vide temporary revenues for the Phil- 
ippine islands was debated in the house 
yesterday and will be voted on today at 
4 o'clock Ii was the first debate of the 
session. Several lively exchanges and |

an impassioned speech by, Mr. DeAr- 
mond of Missouri, who has just Bes 
turned from a trip to the Philippines, in | 
opposition to the retention of the isl- 
ands, were the features. 

Mr. Payne, the fioor leader of the ma- 
jority, opened for Lis side, and owing | 
to the indisposition of Mr. Richardson, | 
the floor leader of the tminority, the task | 
of opening for the Democratic side de- | 
volved upon Mr. Swanson of Virginia. 
Mr. Payne, in opening the debate, care- 
fully explained the purpose of the bill, | 
which already has been set forth in his 
report, 

Mr. Payne reviewed at some length 
the events leading up to Uie formation of 
the tariff. He contrasted the Spanish 
rates with those fixed by the commis- 
sion. He explained that the commis- 
sion also had deemed it wise to con- 
tinue a portion of the old Spanish ex- 
port tax on hemp, sugar and tobacco, 
owing to the diificulty of levying and 
collecting a land tax. He also explained 
the feature of the bill providing for the 
extension of the navigation laws of the 
United States to the islands and the 
permission it granted to foreign vessels 
to ply between Philippine and Amer- 
can ports until January, 1905, 

During Mr. Payne's speech there was 
quite a colloquy between Mr. Gaines 
(enn.), who visited the islands last 
summer, and Mr. Tayne. The latter de- 
scribed the success of the Philippine 
commission, and asserted that the Re- 
publicans were trying to lift the Fill- 
Pinos to American citizenship. Mr. 
Gaines declared the constitution and 
flag should be carried to the Philippines, 

Mr. Payne alse had a brief controversy 
with Mr. Wheeler (Ky. in which the 
latter asseried that aggregate capital 
had the assurance that the attorney 
general would not prosecute the trusts 
and that was why they existed. Mr. 
Payne declared that Mr. Wheeler did 
not believe his own assertion any more 
than he (Payne) believed it. 


Mr. Payne closed Lis speech at 1:20 
o'clock and was followed by Mr. Swan- 
gon, Who declared that none of the ben- 
elits for the Pilipino people spoken of 
could aecrue through the agency of the 
pending bill. The voice of the floor 
leader of the majority, he said, was the 
voice of Jacob, but the hand was the 
hand of Esau. Mr. Swanson said that 
the president and secretary of war fa- 
vyored nuiking generous concessions to 
sugar and tobaceo from Cuba, but this 
Dill faied to make any concessions to the 
Philippines. Reciprocity treaties pend- 
ing in the senate allow concessions to 
forelgn countries, but none to the Phil- 
ippines, which we hold as a part of our | 
own country. Holding the Philippines 
by foree, weakened instead of strength- 
ened this country. The money we now 
have wasted in the Philippines would 
build us the largest navy in the world. 
The solution of the Philippine problem 
Was a congressional declaration to give 
them independence as soon as a stable 
government could be formed. 

Mr. Thayer (Mass.) opposed the bill. 
He said we had overpowered the Fili- 
pinos but had not conquered them. 
The saine spirit of liberty which led 
them to rebel against Spain still ani- | 
mated them. This bill, which proposed 
to tax them at both ends of the line, 
woud naturally arouse their resent- 
ment.

ican, and until the Filipinos were free 
the situation could not be satisfactory 
either to them or to us. 

Mr. DeArmond (Mo.), who also has re- 
centy returned from the Thilippines, 
aroused enthusiasm on the Democratic 
side by a denunciation of the pending 
measure and the entire Philippine pol- 
He denied 
the necessity of taking the islands or of 
keeping them. “Why not,” he asked, 
dispose of them to some country that 
wants colonies? Any disposition of 
them is better than their retention.” 

Mr. Robertson (La.), a member of the 
ways and means committee, said he 
would’ vote for the bill. It would bea 
notice to the Filipino people that they 
never could hope for equal rights with 
American citizens and must prepare for 
independence. Ile said he believed that 
free trade with the Philippines and 
reciprocity with Cuba, which was now

MOSILY ON PRINCIPLE 


How Opposing Votes on Canal Treaty 
Are Considered 
Washington, Dec. 18.—The clerks and 
laborers of the isthmian canal com- 
mission are boxing their books and pa- 
pers for storage and preparing indexes 


} Which will make the data easy of access, 


as it is expected that an order will be 
issued very soon by the secretary of 
State declaring the commission functus 
officio, formally dissolving it and al- 
recting the disposal of its arehives. It 
is thoug&t that possibly this order may 
be delayed till a bill providing for the 
construction of the canal goes through, 
as that will settle the question whether 
the work is to be done under the aus- 
picies of the war department, and makes 
some difference in the disposition of the 
maps, drawings, figures and reports. 

Friends of the canal enterprise are 
highy gratified at the form taken by the 
vote, the appearance of several 
names in the majority list indicates that 
what is known as canal sentiment has 
got the better of adverse considerations, 
such as the unwillingness of certain 
stalwart Americans to go abroad and 
ask the consent of any foreign power to 
build a canal on the American conti- 
nent with United States money. This 
idea has been sticking in the crops of 
several senators, who appear at lasi to 
have given way before the demand of 
the country at large for a cut through 
the isthmus, 

It is believed by those who are in a 
position to know, that the votes of at 


as 


least five of the nine who voted or 
paired against the treaty vould have 


voted for ratification if their votes had 
been needed to secure it, as a favorable 
two-thirds was absolutely certain, with 
a handsome margin tospare, ‘These 
men simply put themseves on reeord as 
opposed to the treaty on venesal prin- 
ciples; but it is not assuued that all 
who voted against the treaty »ill vote 
against subsequent canal legislation. 
The next move expected is the comple- 
tion by the secretary of state of the ne- 
gotiations- already begun for treaties 


with Nicaragua and “osta Rica. The 
Panama’ interests will have to work 


fast and work hard if they are to make 
any headway. 


Labor and Capital Conference 

New York, Dec. 18.—The conference 
beween the leaders of labor and capi- 
tal closed yesterday with a decision to 
give the plan to harmonize their di- 
vergent interests a practical test. It 
was unanimously agreed that the 
practical working details of the scheme 
should be perfected by an executive 
committee of 36 members to be drawn 
in equal numbers from the ranks of or- 
ganized abor, the great industrial and 
financial leaders, and the publie not 
Ident fied with either of the other two in- 
terests. 


Senator Platt Claims Damages 

Washington, Dec. 18.—Senator Platt 
of New York says he has decided to 
bring a libel suit against William A. 
White of Emporia, Kas., ind McClure's 
Magazine on account of an article pub- 
lished in the current nu nber dealing 
with the senator's life. Mr, White is 
known as President Roosevelt’s biogra- 
pher. The picture of the senator which 
Mr. White drew depicits Platt as wholly 
base, without patriotism or public 
spirit, dragging down friends and foes 
to perpetuate bis political power.

THE PHILLIPPINE BILL, 


Passed by the House by a 
Vote of 163 to 128 


ATTITUDE OF THE MINORITY 


Defined In « Motion to Recommit, 
Which Did Not Receive a Republi- 
can Votgp—-McCall Made Extended 
Argument Against the Measure 


Washington, Dec. 19.—The bill to pro- 
vide revenue temporarily for the Phil- 
ippine islands passed the house yester- 
day by a vote of 168 to128. Five Re- 
publicans—Messrs. McCall (Mass.), 
Littlefield (Me.), Heatwole, Eddy and 
Stevens (Minn.), voted with the Demo- 
crats against the bill, and three Demo- 
crats—Messrs, Kobertson, Davey and 
Broussard (La.), voted with the Repub- 
licans for it. Mr. Meyer (Dem. La.), 
was paired in favor of the bill with Mr. 
Foster (Dem. Lls.). Mr. Warner (11s.), 
who voted against the Porto Rican bill 
last congress, voted for the Philippine 
measure yesterday. Mr. Crumpacker 
(Ind.), Who also voted against the Porto 
tican bill, was absent, 

In the course of the debute yesterday 
the Democrats were several times 
taunted with their failure to present an 
alternative proposition for the pending 
measure, but just before the vote was 
taken on the passage of the bill the atti- 
tude of the minority was defined in a mo- 
tion to recommit, offered by Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the minority leader. It in- 
structed the ways and means committee 
to report the bill back «mended so as 
to reduce the customs and internal rev- 
enue laws of the United States to u 
revenue basis and to extend them to the 
Philippines until the latter, with the aid 
of the United States, should be able to 
set up a stable independent government. 
This proposition did rot command a Re- 
publican vote and the three Louisis.a 
Democrats above mentioned voted 
against it. 

The bill passed yesterday imposes the 
Dingley rates on goods entering tle 
United States from the Philippines and 
the rates established by the Philippine 
commission on goods entering the Phil- 
ippines from the United States. 

It also provides for collection of ton- 
nage taxes on vessels plying between 
the United States and the Philippines 
and that foreign vessels may ply be- 
tween these ports until Jan. 1, 1905. 
The duties and taxes collected under the 
provisions of the bill shall go into the 
Philippine treasury to be expended for 
the use and benefit of the islands. 

Mr. McCall, a Republican member of 
the ways and means committee, 
opposed the pending measure in a vigor- 
ous speech. Referring to the Porto 
Rico decisions by the supreme court, 
Mr. McCall said: 

“Four of the five justices who upheld 
the law were of the opinion that the 
fifth justice in deciding with them as- 
sumed a position inconsistent with th:.t 
taken by the same justice In another de- 
cision promulgated by him on the same 
day. One justice sald that the two po- 
sitions were irreconeiliable. If his posi- 
tions were irreconcillable, who shall say 
which one was right, and which was 
wrong? 

“What have we seen in the last three 
years,” he asked. “We have witnessed 
the solemn facce of four or five very 
estimable American gentlemen sitting 
os a legislature over ten million of peo- 
ple, of whose language, customs, con- 
ditions and existence they were proba- 
bly ignorant four yearsazgo. We have 
witnessed the spectacle of an American 
army, numbering over 70,000 1. en, en- 
gaged in conquering a people struggling 
for independence. We have seen cur 
highest court apparently forgetful that 
this nation was established as a protest 
against the power of one people to tax 
permanently another peuple, declaring 
congress exempt from the constitutional 
limitation upon the great central pc wer 
of taxation, and thus opening the way 
for autocratic government and for the 
exploitation of subject peoples. We 
have seen our permanent standing 
army multiplied more than threefold 
and the expenses of our military estab- 
lishments approach that of the most 
army-ridden nation of Europe. We 
have seen ourselves take a_ position 
highly inconsistent in -point of justice 
with the Monroe doctrine, when, de- 
manding that the governments of the 
eastern continent shall keep their hands 
off from this hemisphere, we ourselves, 
with hundreds of millions of untilled 
acres and vast untouched forests, seize 
at one stroke a thousand islands in the 
other hemisphere. 

“I believe now, as I have always be- 
lieved, that when our commissioners 
set their hand to the treaty annexing the 
Philippines, they inaugurated as in- 
fatuated a policy as any upon which a 
great nation ever embarked. I know it 
is said that it will give us commerce. 
Our trade with those islands appears 


today to have reached the magnificent 
proportions of the trade of a corner 
grocery; but if it should promise to 
bring to this country all the wealth of 
the Indies, I belleye our national honor, 
the preservation in their Integrity of 
Republican institutions, our future 
peace and safety, every dictate of In- 
terest and justice, demand that we shall 
now so shape our steps that we may re- 
turn again to the God of our Fathers.” 


After a few remarks by Mr. Greene 
(Pa.), in opposition to the bill, Mr. Me- 
Clellan(N. Y.) closed the debate for his 
side. The acquisition of the Philippine 
islands, he said, was the most costly 
plunge ever made by a reckless gambler 
at the Monte Carlo of international 
politics. 

Convicts’ Plot Exposed 

Leavenworth, Kas., Dec, 19.—When 
convicts Turner Barnes and Bob Clark, 
leaders in the mutiny of the federal 
prison here of Nov. 7, were urrested at 
Lawton, Clark handed a letter to the 
sheriff, requesting him to mallit. The 
letter was addressed to Clark's brother 
at Keokuk, Ia. Suspecting a plot, the 
sheriff handed the letter to Deputy 
Warden Lemon. Since his return War- 
den McClaughey has had experts work- 
ing on the letter, which was in cipher. 
Last night the key was found. Clark 
has requested his brother to get a con- 
federate, board the train at Guthrle, 
overpower the officers and kill them, if 
necessary, to enable him to gain his 
freedom. 


Croker Names Schley For President 

Indianapolis, Dec. 19.—At Frenchlick 
Springs yesterday Richard Croker ex- 
pressed a very decided opinion that Ad- 
miral Schley would make a strong pres- 
idential candidate in 10904, and that the 
probabilities all favor a boom for him 
in the east, with a strong following both 
in the south and west. He expressed 
the opinion that congress would not in- 
terfere in the Schley matter in any way 
and that this would be to the advantage 
of Schley and the Democratic party, for 
inaction would be tantamount to an {n- 
dorsement of the majority verdict and 
thus commit the Re public an party to It. 


Michigan’s Oldest Man Dead 

Ludington, Mich., Dee. 19.--Louls 
Rock, oldest man in Michigan, died here 
yesterday at the age of 107. He was 
born Dec. 15, 174, on a whaling vessel 
bound from Havre to Newfoundland 
and was the first white man lo enter the 
Yosemite valley. This was inthe spring 
of 1844, when he was incharge ofa 
hunting party, all of whom were killed 
by Indians, he alone escaping. During 
his last years he became a charge on the 
city, having deeded his little property 
to Ludington for his care.

New York, Dec. 19.—Justice Jerome 
yesterday addressed a meeting of the 
State Brewers and Malsters’ associa- 
tion. He asked for the support of the 
association to a bill provid'ng forthe 
opening of saloons between the hours 
of 1 and 11 p. m., Sundays in cities with 
a number of inhabitants exceeding 100,- 
000. The association passed resolu- 
tions pledging its support to such e Dill.

MOB TOOK POSSESSION 


Of Pro-Soer and Anti-Cham- 
berlain Meeting 


WRECKED THE TOWN HALL 


Assault From Outside and Within the 
Bullding Caused Speakers to Fear 
For Their Lives—Lloyd George la 
Denounced as a Traitor 


London, Dec. 19.—Dayid Lloyd- 
George, M. P., spoke in Birmingham 
town hall last night. The majority of 
the audience were enraged by his pro- 
Boer and anti-Chamberlain utterances. 
They rushed the police cordon guarding 
the platform. In the meanwhile the 
building was besieged from the outside 
by a mob, who smashed windows and 
tried to force the doors, which had been 
barricaded. They fusilladed the au- 
dience with stones through the win- 
dows. The police reserves were turned 
out and succeeded in dispersing the mob 
after repeated charges. A number of 
persovs were injured and the town hall 
was wrecked. Not a single window 
was left whole. 

The students of Birmingham univer- 
sity, which was founded by the efforts 
of Mr. Chamberlain, held a meeting of 
protest yesterday and crowds were 
awaiting admission to the building long 
before the doors of the town hall were 
opened. The building filled quickly and 
It was immediately seen that trouble 
was coming. While the organist was 
playing the dissentients began singing 
“Britons Never Will Be Slaves,” until 
the organist was compelled to desist. 
Then cheers were raised for “Joey” 
and a white dag was unfurled amid 
deafening shouts of “Traftor” es 
Lloyd-George and friends appeared ca 
the platform. 

All attempts at speech-inaking were 
futile, owing to the continuous diu of 
hissing, hooting and singing. The 
speakers had to, perforce, content tuem- 
selves with dictating a few sentences 
in the ears of the reporters. These were 
mainly of protest against the agitation 
stirred up by the “jingo” press. 

In the meantime the enormous crowd 
outside the building had become more 
noisy and more menacing. Presently a 
stone came through a window. ‘This 
caused a stampede among the occupants 
of the gallery. From this time for- 
ward pandemonium reigned in the 
building and ugly rushes were made for 
the platform. 

The police were soon overpowered. 
Lloyd-George and his friends were com- 
pelled to retreat to an innerroom for 
safety. They were unable to leave the 
building for fear of mob violence and 
were kept prisoners until a late hour, 
when Lloyd George, disguised as a 
chief constable, left the town hall with 
a posse of policemen. 

Many constables were serlously in- 
jured in their attempts to clear the 
streets, which they did not succeed in 
doing untila heavy downfall of rain snd 
sleet came to their assistance. 

It is rumored that one civillan bas 
died of injuries received. Several ar- 
rests for resisting the police Lave been 
made. Ata meeting held outside the 
town hall resolutions of confidence in 
the government were carried. This 
meeting sent the following telegram to 
Mr. Chamberlain: 

“Lloyd-George, the traltor, was not 
allowed to say a word. The citizens 
have passed a resolution expreasing 
confidence In the government and tl eir 
admiration of your unique and fear- 
less services for king and country.” 

Estimates of the numbers of the 
demonstrators vary from 10,000 to 50,- 
000 persons. 

The Birmingham riot ts considered a 
curious illustration of the varigated 
career of Joseph Chamberlain, the co- 
lonian secretary. The Aston Park riots 
of 1884, It is pointed out, were demon- 
strations on the part of the Chamber- 
lainites against the so-called Tory {n- 
truder, Lord Randolph Churchill, while 
that of yesterday was against ap ex- 
treme radical. The feellug against 
Lloyd-George has been so strong dur- 
ing the past week that even tickets 
were forged to enable the “‘Jingoes” to 
gain admisston to the town hall. This 
compelled the Liberal association to 
print different tickets, but their efforts 
to exclude their opponents were quite 
vain.

that Mr. Smith retires—after reaching 
what they consider the highest point ot 
their possible usefulness, witnessing the 
launching of their special enterprises 
and having got things into a postion 
where their successors have only to keep 
a hand on the lever and let them run. 

Mr. Payne was 
mind as soon as Mr. Smith announced 
his definite purpose to return to jour- 
nalism, and it was obviously Impossible 
to move him. The president had in- 
tended to invite Mr. Payne toa position 
requiring special administrative ca- 
pacity in case a suitable opening of- 
fered itself. His faculty for manage- 
ment has been abundantly proved in 
private business; his health is so 
greatly improved since his late trip 
abroad that no apprehension was felt 
on that score; and politically he and the 
president are in thorough accord as to 
the southern policy. The bitterness 
which once existed against Mr. Payne 
among the labor unions on account of 
his relation to the Milwaukee 
railroad system, in which occurred one 
of the most serious strikes of recent 
years, is believed to have passed away 
With the better understanding between 
the parties to the struggle. 

The choice of the chairman of the ex- 
ecutive committee of the National Re- 
publican committee for this particular 
place in the cabinet has a certain § sig- 
nificance all its own. The postmaster 
general is the chief politician of the 
eabinet. Thesystem over which he pre- 
sides ramifies into every crossroad 
hamlet in the United States, and there 
is no department which comes and 
keeps in so close touch with the people 
as his. It becomes of prime import- 
ance, with matters as they are, that the 
postmaster general shall “know” poli- 
ties and politicians and be able to judge 
for himself what appointments are go- 
ing to foster factionalism and what are 
going to be popular and in the interest 
of general good feeling. On the polit- 
Ieal side, therefore, the choice of Mr. 
Payne is all that could be asked in the 
president's behalf, 

It may be said for the reassurance of 
doubters and the disillusionment of 
those who might cherish false hopes, 
that the two policies particularly linked 
with Mr, Smith’s administration will be 
carried forward under Mr. Payne as he 
understands them, and the president is 
in full sympathy withthem. These are 
the rural free delivery, which now runs 
almost automatically, and the reform of 
second-class postage abuses which 
Third Assistant Postmaster General 
Madden has in charge. The portfolio 
will not change hands until about the 
middle of January.

THEY ARE WAR TRAITORS 


Greatest Hypocrisy Shown In the At- 
tempt to Serve Two Masters—Vil- 
lainous Priest at Head of Band Whe 
Made a Business of Murder 


Washington, Dec. 20.—“Histesg af- 
fords no parallel of a whole people thus 
practically turning war traitors, and in 
the genius of no other people was evet 
found such masterful powers of secrecy 
and dissimulation; but it is needless to 
say that no powerful state was ever 
erected or evér can be erected on such 
immoral and unenlightened founda- 
tions.” This statement is made by Gen- 
eral Chaffee in a review of one of a 
number of court-martial cases in the 
islands, the records of which have been 
received at the war department. 

The case which brought forth this 
comment from General Chaffee was one 
wherein seven natives were tried jointly 
on a charge of murder. The accused 
were soldiers in the fusurgent army and, 
after defeat by the American army in 
the field, abandoned even the show of 
opposition, and took up their residence 
at Taytay, in Luzon, a place protected 
by an American garrison. Then, fol- 
lowing the proclaimed policy of the in- 


surgent chiefs, they proceeded to or- 
ganize secretely a bolo band. When 


authorization had been given to estab- 
lish civil government, the band came 
forward under the leadership of a resi- 
dent priest and were elected municipal 
officers of Tastay. 

Then ensued i rewarkable attempt to 
serve two masters. In all lawful mat- 
ters they served with due appearance 
of loyalty the American government, 
while at the same time they labored 
secretly and diligently in the interests 
of the insurgents. This dus! form of 
government, says General Chaffee, ex- 
isted everywhere, in strongly garrisoned 
cities like Manila as wellas the smallest 
barrio, 

The municipal oflicers of Taytay next 
entered upon a series of niurders and 


continued their deadly work until the 
growing number of mysterious disap- 
pearances led to the discovery of the 


perpetrators by the American anthoy- 
ities 

Six of the seven natives 
tenced to be hanged, but General Chaf- 
fee commuted the seatence of three of 
them to imprisonmnt at Lard labor for 
life. 

The seventh native, Leonardo De 
Posoy, a regularly ordained priest, 
asked for and was granted a separate 
trial. When Taytay was given a per- 
manent garrison of American troops De- 
posoy was found there in the regular 
pursuit of his calling as curate of the 
pueblo and easily the most influential 
man in the community. 
the good will of the American officers 
and promised to aid them in keeping 
peace. But when the elections to Amer- 
fean civil government offices were held 
he put forward and caused to be elected 
as president Caledonio Javier, whom 
General Chaffee describes ss an “‘il- 
literate and bigoted man” whom De 
Posoy knew was an ofticer of insurgents 
and whom he commended to the peeple 
as the best man for the office because be 
was “bold.” 

At his trial De Posoy, who was held to 
be the chief agent in the Taytay mur- 
ders, took advantage of the loophole 
which appeared to be afforded by his 
position as priest, by contending that, 
while the participators in the whole- 
sale murders in Taytay would confess 
the same at confessional, he was com- 
pelled by his sacred office to Keep 
silence. 

General Chaffee pronounced this de- 
fense of no value, saying that “the con- 
fessional does not lay upon any man, 
priest or layman, the obligation of sup- 
pressing knowledge of crimes being 
commifted by third parties, the con- 
summation of which could have been 
prevented without violating the se- 
erecy of the confessional.” 

In this particular casa, it is stated, 
the knowledge of the crimes was 
brought directly to the priest's notice 


and was not gained through the con- 
fessional. General Chaffee confirmed 


the sentence of death imposed by the 
court-martial which tried De Posoy, but 
commuted the sentence to 20 years’ im- 
prisonment at hard labor “out of re- 
spect for his calling and of the great re- 
ligious organization of which he is a 
most unworthy member.” Said Gen- 
eral Chaffee in concluding his review: 
“No person living in these islands can 
be permitted to plead his office, however 


sacred or exalted, as a protection for 
crimes committed.” 
Coal Badly Needed 
Chicago, Dec. 20.—Throughout the 


entire city big consumers of hard and 
Soft coal are begging shippers to supply 
them, but without avail. Ihe severe 
weather and the floods thronghout the 
coal mining districts have tied up rail- 
roads to such an extent that shipment is 
almost impossible. To add to the se- 
rious shortage railroad companies are 
confiscating car lots of coal as fast as 
they arrive here and are putting them 
to their own use.

DESERVES A MEDAL 


reckton Man Who Gave a Remark- 
able Exhibition of Bravery 
Brockton, Mass., Dee, 20.—Ben- 
jamin F. Baker of this city has beep 
recommended by the officers of the 
U.S. training ship Alliance for a medal 


of honor, the recommendation having 
been forwarded to the navy depart- 
ment. Baker was sailmaker’s mate on 
that vessel, and on arrival ofthe ship 
at Hampton Roads, Va., Dec. 13, after 
a six months’ cruise, the story of Ba- 
ker’s bravery was told. 

When the vessel was at Saint Thomas, 
D. W.1., the members of the crew were 
ordered to refrain from goingin swim- 
ming as the harbor was said to be full 
of sharks. One night three of the boys 
stole overboard, taking the ship's dog 
with them. While enjoying the sport 
the dog was seized by a monster shark. 
Terror-stricken the three men swam for 
the ship, but the shark gained on them 
and their cries for help aroused their 
shipmates. Baker was one of these, 
who tsok in the situation at a glance. 
He dived over the rail and, armed only 
with a dirk, swam directly toward the 
approaching shark, and, diving  be- 
neath it, thrust his knife into its belly, 
ripping it open from throat to tail, there- 
by saving the lives of his three  ship- 
mates as wellas his own. The body of 
the shark was secured and was found 
to measure 14 feet, 9 inches. The dog 
had been swallowed whole. 

Baker has already been rewarded one 
medal for personal bravery in the navy, 
as he assisted in cutting the cable at 
Fuantanamoe, under fire during the 
Spanish-American war.

Coincidently, Admiral Dewey, tue 
highest officer of the navy, received an 
indirect but somewhat severe rebuke 
from Secretary Long, because of his 
declaration in the meworandun he tiled 
With the report of the Schley court that 
Admiral Schley was in command at the 
battle of Santiago. 

The veiled rebuke to Admiral Dewey 
is contained in Secretary Long's in- 
dorsement on all the papers in the 
Schley controversy, in which he ap- 
proves the tindings of he majority of the 
eourt of inquiry, disapproves Adiniral 
Dewey's individual memorandu a, and 
indorses the recommendation of the 
court that no further proceedings be 
had in the premises, thus closing the 
whole case so faras the navy depart- 
ment is concerned and refusing the ap- 
plication of Admiral Schley for a re- 
hearing. 

The action of Secretary Lone in the 
Schley case, like that ef Secretary Root 
in the case of Lieutenant General Miles, 
was taken after constiltation with the 
president and with the latter's full ap- 
proval, so that the effect of the whole is 
to make it unmistakably elear that 
P:resident Roosevelt is determined the 
Schley controversy shall eud at onee 
so far as the army and the navy and the 
executive department of the government 
are concerned, and as a ‘ogienl  se- 
quence to the closing of the case, See- 
retary Long bas directed the dismissal 
of Maclay, the author of the history of 
the navy, who accused Adiiral Schley 
of cowardice and thus brou 
court of inquiry.

The action of Secretary Long in the 
Schley case was vot unexpected, and 
therefore created little comment. But 
a sensation was caused by Seeretary 
toot’ severe letter of ‘ensure to Lieu- 
tenant General Miles for obtruding his 
opinions on a matter effecting the disci- 
pline of the navy. 

The reprimand is contained in the fol- 
lowing letter to Sceretury Root to Gen- 
eral Miles: 

“Sir: By dire@tion of the president, 
I communicate to you his conclusions 
upon your course in the interview to 
which your attention was called by my 
letter of the 19th inst. 

“Your explanation of the public state- 
ment made by you is not satisfactovy. 
You are in error if you suppose that 
you have the same rightasany other 
citizen to express publicly cn opinion 
regarding official questions pending in 
the course of military discipline. 

“The established and invariable rules 
of official propriety necessary to the ef- 
fective discipline of the serviea im- 
pose limitations upon the public expres- 
sion of military officers, with which ; our 
long experience should have made you 
familiar. Your duty is to express your 
opinion on official matters when called 
upon by your official superiors, or in the 
due course of your official reports and 
recommendations, and not otherwise. 

“The present facts are that for sev- 
eral years there had been an unfortu- 
nate and bitter controversy in the navy 


department—a controversy generally 
deplored, even by the participants, as 


tending to bring the serviee into dis- 
esteem at home and abroad and to de- 
stroy those relations of mutual confi- 
dence and friendship between raval of- 
fieers which the interests of effective 
service require. 

“In this controversy the army had not 
been involved, and no bar had been 
raised to that good feeliuz «nd friendly 
relation between all the oflicers of the 
navy and all the officers of the army, 
which is essential to ‘he suceessfuland 
harmonious co-operation of the two ser- 
vices in preparation and in 2ction. 

“A court of inquiry had been held on 
the matters in controversy and a report 
had been made, in which «ne member 
of the court had dissented in some par- 
ticulars from majority, and the report 
was pending before the reviewing 
authority. 

“At this point, you, the lieutenant 
general of the army, saw fitto makea 
public expression of your opinion as be- 
tween the majority and minority of the 
court, accompanied by a criticism of 
the most severe character, which could 
not fail to be applied by the generality 


of renders to the naval omeers egaimst 
whose view yonr opirion was ex- 
Diane «L. 

“It is of no consequene? on whose side 
your opinion was, or what it was. You 
had no business in the controversy, and 
no right, holding the oftice whieh you 
did, to express any opinion. Your con- 
duct was in violation cf the regulation 
above cited and of the rules of official 
propriety, and you are justly liable to 
censure, which IT now express, 

“P. S—Your second letter of explana- 
tion, received since the above was 
written, does not change thecase. The 
heéessity for repeated explanations but 
illustrates the importanes of the rule 
which you have violated.” 


Gloucester Schodners Disabled 

Halifax, Dec. 23.--The Gloucester 
schooner Martha Bradley has arrived 
at Louisburg in a leaking condition. 
Schooner Niagara, also of Gloucester, 
has arrived at the same port with her 
fore gaff broken and foresail torn, An- 
other Gloucester schooner, Carrie W. 
Robson, went ashore on Petrie’s ledges 
yesterday. She was hauled off and 
towed to North Sydney. 


Arrival of the Me Clellan 

New York, Dec. 23.—Tansport Me- 
Clellan from Manila, «rived in quar- 
autine at 1 o'clock this morning The 
McClellan has on board several com- 
panies of the engineering corps, besides 
several hundred discharged o}diers and 
others. The McCellan was delayed, 
owing to the fact that she lad to put 
into Bermuda for coal, ‘-om which port 
she sailed last Thursday. 


Justified In Killing Husband 

Columbia, S. C., Dee. 22.--Near Varn- 
ville, Saturday night, Mrs. Philiips 
killed her husband, John Phillips, who, 
it is said, in a drunken condition, had 
attempted to take the life of herself 
and her son. Phillips fired at the 
woman, who fled into the yard, where 
she seized an axe and killed him in- 
stantly. The coroner's fury exonerated 


her. 


Resignation Rumor Denied 

Washington, Dec. 23.~—Secretary 
Long's attention having been cafled 
again last night to reports that he con- 
templated resigning from the cabiner, 
he again authorized an emphatic denial 
in regard to the matter. He said 
there was not a word of truth in the re- 
port and that he has not the slightest 
Intention of resigning. 


Waiting For Brigands

OFFICIALS IMPLICATED 


In Furnishing Ammunition to 
the Insurgents 


MEMBERS OF SECRET ORDER 


Whose Object Is to Oppose American 

Occupation of the Philippines—Re- 
of Military Control In 
Misamis Recommended 


Storation 


Manila, Dec. 23.—General Davis, 
commanding at Zamboanga, Island of 
Mindanao, has requestd that the prev- 
ince of Misamis, Mindanao, again be 
Placed under military control. 

General Davis has proof that the re- 
cently elected presidents anc vice- 
councillors, und the leading men of 
Cagayan de Misamis, are guilty of 
treason in furnishing ammunition to 
the insurgents within the past month. 
The fiscal of the province of Misamis is 
also implicated. he evidence shows 
that all these men were members of the 
secret Katipunan society. 

General Wade, commanding the 
American forces on Cebu island, con- 
curs and endorses the request of Gen- 
eral Davis, and reviewing the s‘tuation 
in Mindanao says he is satisfied that 
the ends of justice, peace and good gov- 
ernment will soonest be obtained by the 
restoration of military control to the 
province of Misamis ‘ind the cvercum- 
ing of all resistance to that authority. 

It is expected that the United states 
Philippine commissiou will efuse this 
request, as they dida ‘imilar cpplica- 
tion made by General Chaffee c >cern- 
ing the province of Layabas, Luzon, 
where the rebels have recently been 
particularly active. 

General Chaffee, speaking with the 
correspondent here of ‘Che Associated 
Press on the situation in the islands, 
baid he considered conditions in the Phil- 
ippines to be hopeful and that by the 
end of Februrary all the turbulent 
provinces will have been pacified. Gen- 
eral Chaffee excepts the Island of 
Samar, however, which will probably 
require some months longer. ‘There the 
situation demands a policy of rigid star- 
vation and the giving of food only to 
those who surrender or who stay in the 
towns. 

The closing of the ports in Laguna 
and Batangas provinces, in Luzon, bas 
a most salutary effect, as the measure 
has resulted in touching the pockets of 
the Manila Filipinos who have been aid- 
ing the insurgents. The former are 
now anxious for peace .nd are workiag 
to thatend. In order to hasten tatters 
these Filipinos will co-operate with the 
forces under General Bell in Batangas 
and Laguna. 

Two priests have been arrested in 
Batangas province. They sre charged 
With aiding the insurrection. ‘They 
were found to have bidden behind the 
altar of their church, appliauces for 
counterfeiting money. They are 
charged with manufacturing Mexican 
silver dollars to pay the insurgent 
soldiers, 

Every effort to decrease the expenses 
of the American army in the Philip- 
pine islands is having little effect, ow- 
ing to the increase of army stations, 
due partly to the activity cf the in- 
surgents on the island of Samar, in 
Batangas and Tayabas provinces and 
in other places, and also tothe estah- 
lishment of municipal governments in 
many towns, which has necessitated 
the sending of troops there to preserve 
order. 


Death ‘of Noted Jurist 

New York, Dec, 23.—Justice David 
McAdam of the supreme court died 
yesterday ata private sanitariuim in this 
city. The judge had been a sufferer 
from cancer of the tongue and last Mon- 
day the cancerous growth was suc- 
cessfuliy removed. The patient was 
thonght to be in a fair way toward re- 
covery, but suffered a relapse from 
which he failed to recover. Jutice Mc- 
Adam was the author of many legal 
works which are considered author- 
ities, 


Solution of Problems Assured 

New Orleans, Dec. 23,—Archbishop 
Chapelle has returned home from his 
Philippine mission. “I am convinced,” 
said the archbishop, “that under the 
guidance of President Koosevelt, who is 
a man believing that the decalogue 
holds good in polities as well as in 
priests’ life, a solution shall be found 
to these problems. The church will be 
organized according to the necessities of 
the new conditions.” 


Boers Got Worst of It 

Harrismith, Dec. 23.--The first fight 
in which General De Wet has figured for 
some time is reported to have occurred 
at Langberg Dec. 18. De Wet, with 800 
men and two guns, clashed with Gen- 
eral Dartnell and General Campbell. 
After a four hours’ fight the Boers drew 
off, with a loss of four killed and 20 
wounded. The British loss was one 
killed and 14 wounded. 


A Dishonest Cashier 

New York, Dec, 23.—James E. Madi- 
son, cashier of the Armour Packing 
company at their Jersey City packing 

house, was charged with embezzling 
$1600 of the company’s funds. Madi- 
son admitted his guilt. He said that he 
had lost the money speculating in 
stocks. He was unable to furnish bail, 
‘and was locked up.

Returns from Dedication at 
Andersonville. 


Wrecked, 


Snow and Cold Weather Reported 
in South. 


Many were inclined-to envy ex- 
Representative Thaddeus H. Newcomb 
of Quincy and others when they started 
for the Sonth a few days ago to repre- 
sent the State at the dedication of the 
Massachusetts monument to the 
soldiers who died at the prison pen at 
Andersonville. They thought that a 
southern trip at this season of the year 
must be most delightful, and then a 
junket does not fall to the lot of every- 
one. By a miracle almost the Massa- 
chusetts party returned alive, and the 
weather could not have been much 
more disagreeable. It was so stormy 
and cold that all the members of the 
delegation expressed in one way or 
another the thought many times that 
New England was the place for him, 
and Massachusetts in particular. 

The railroad accident to the party is 
graphically told by the Boston Journal 
as follows: 

There was one succession of tedious 
delays from the start to fioish. The 
pilgrims reached Chattanooga only to 
meet a driving snow storm. There was 
a tarry there while the more courage- 
ous essayed the height of Lookout 
Mountain to see Hookers battlefield. 
The party did not reach Andersonville 
until 7 o'clock in the morning of 
Thursday some three or four hours 
late. No more dreary day could have 
been conceived. It was a perpetual 
drizzle all day long, the rain freezing 
as fast as it fell. The tlag over the 
monument froze tu the stone at the top 
befure it could be cleared from the 
bottom. The weather was so inclement 
that there was a speedy adjoarnment 
to the large building of the Womens’ 
Relief Corps on the ground. and there 
the exercises were held. 

The natives said that it 
coldest winter that had been ex- 
perienced in Soutbern Georgia for 
years. The glass scarce rose higher 
than 10 degrees above zero throughout 
the party's stay in the South. 

On Thursday night the start was 
made for bome and all went well until 
the train was north of Salisbury, N.C., 
although it was the still continued 
story of poor engines and loss of 
steam. The train bad climbed the 
mountain at Asheville and was 
truggling northward on Friday night. 
Most of the party including Capt. 
Thaddeus H. Newcomb of Quincey had 
retired for the night. 

It was balf-past 12. In the smoking 
section of the rear car—the Paollman 
sleeper Mozart — there sat President 
Rufus A. Soule of the State Senate, 
Senators Chester B. Williams of Way- 
land, William A. Butler of Georgetown, 
John T. Sparks of Dracut- Repesenta- 
tives John Hagberg of Worcester, Isaac 
C. Day of South Groveland, William 
Turtle of Pittsfield, S. E. Hall of Mil- 
bury; Major Charles G. Davis, 
Sergeant-at-Aras of the State Legisla- 
ture and President of the Anderson- 
ville Commission; Lavi G. McKioght 
also of the commission; I. G. C. 
Daniels, Superintendent of the 
Southern Railway, and the tail brake 
mao of the train.

How a man escaped injury bo 
one of them could tell. Major Davis 
felt a falling sensation, but was

The nervous 
shock was tremendous but the car re- 
maiued fast on the nose of the engine. 
In both of the Massachusetts cars, 
which were the last on the train every 
man thrown was down, and those in 
their berths tumbled out unceremoni- 
ously to the floor. 

In the buffet every piece of crockery 
was smasbed,and the tank and lavatory 
fixtures of this car were torn out. 

The ten men jammed into the 
passage way of the rear sleeper were so 
wedged in that it took some,"moments 

to get them out, but when all had 
left the train there was genera] con- 


gratulation that everybody was ac- 
counted for and there were no broken 


bones. Representative John Casey, of 
Lee,a veteran of the Civil War who was 
severely wounded in the leg, was 
lamed for a time by the fall of a fellow 
passepger upon that iojured 
Representative Hull was also consider- 
ably strained.

The momentum of the 
freight was so great, however, as to 
send it onward fora considerable dis- 
tance. But for the solid construction 
of the Pullman sleeper, the fact that 
the passenger train was moving ahead, 
and the reversing of the freighter, the

“TE that locomotive had struck us 
when we were standing still,’’ said the 
Major,, ‘‘that engine would have 
plowed right through us. Had it been 
an ordinary day coach not a man of us 
would have got out without injury,

“IT think it very fortunate that it 
was not the observation car that was 
struck,’’ said Lieut. Gov. Bates. ‘‘I 
was in the forward car and, aside from 
a slight shaking up, I suffered no in- 
jury, but the nervous shock was very 
severe to the men in the smoking 
section. Senators Butler and Williams 
especially spoke of it, and I think they 
still felt it on getting home’’ 

It was found impossible to proceed 
with the sleeper, and it was left, a day 
coach being furnished to take its place. 
The forward buffet car was badly 
broken at the ends, and its draw-bar 
broken, but it was hauled through after 
temporary repairs.

STORY OF DEVOTION. 


Lieut. Bumpus’ Heroic Efforts for 
His Men. 


The New York Herald has obtained 
more light-on the Balangiga massacre 
at Samar io the Philippines, and it is 
pleasing to note the devotion of the 
Quincy boy tu his men. As the Herald 
say3, ‘‘Added pathos is given to the 
death of Lieut, Bampus by the fact 
that only his enthusiasm to give 
pleasure to his men breught bim to 
Balangiga in time to become a victim 
of Filippine treachery. 


In the afternoon of Sept. 28 a small 
bororto, or native dugout, was seen 


coming up the bay. It contained 
Lieut. Bumpus and four men, who had 
been dispatched three days before to 
Tacloban, Leyte to secure the company 
mail, 

It seems incredible, but it 
the less true, that during the eight 
weeks the company had been stationed 
on the lonely, sinister strand of Balan- 
giga not a single communication or 
order had been received from the out- 
side world. 

The men, and perhaps the ofiicers, 
came to the conclusion that they had 
been lost in the military shuffle. To 
secure their-mail and possible orders 
Lieut. Bumpus was detailed to make 
the journey *40“iniles up the strait to 
Tacloban, and this eve of

The fact that he has consented 
to eXpulge these passages ina later 
edition does not alter the circumstance 
that, while a subordinate public ser- 
vant, he published slanders upon an of- 
ficer of high rank in the same public 
service. The unanimous decision of the 
court of inquiry settled the question as 
far as history is concerned, and Maclay’s 
belated amendment will not affect the 
main fact. 

This is an instance corresponding to 
those of which a civil court take judicial 
cognizance without hearing testimony. 
Maclay's history is a public fact; so is 
his admitted authorship; there would be 
nothing, therefore, for Secretary Long 
to investigate. If the secretary goes 
through the form of an inquiry pre- 
Ifminary to dismissal it will be an act 
of grace and not the concession of a 
right.

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Hundred Whites and Equal 
Number of Slacks Fought 


ROW STARTED BY BOYS 


Developed Into a Pitched Battle, In 
Which Stones, Clubs, Revolvers and 
Razors Were Freely Used—White 


Men Came Out Second Best 
New York, Dee, 26—A race riot 
broke out in Harlem yesterday and it 
became almost a battle between ne- 
sroes and whites in the open street, the 
negroes being armed with revolvers 
and other weapons and the whites with 
There were about 100 fighters 
on each side. The negroes beat the 
whites, but were driven back into their 
tenements by the police after they had 
charged on the whites with pistols 
and razors. Fourteen negroes were ar- 
rested, 

Four whites, including a policeman, 
were badly shot or cut. They are: 
Michael Meager, 32 years old, shot in 
the hip: Thomas Geraty, slashed in the 
right side of the head with a razor; 
John McHale, twice slashed in the neck 
With a razor; Policeman Connelly, hit 
on the forehead with a club and his left 
eye and forehead badly eut. 

The rioting was begun by some white 
boys who stoned two colored girls who 
were going to their homes. ‘The girls 
told their friends, and a dozen negroes 
ran out of their houses and, seizing the 
White boys, boxed their ears and struck 
several of them in the faces. 

The boys ran to 130th street and 
Broadway and told some white men 
there. About 40 whitemen ran down 
towards the negroes and stoned them. 
The boys continued telling white men 
of the negroes having beat them and 
about 40 or 50 more white men joined 
the band. The negroes armed thein- 
selves with revolvers, sticks, bricks, 
stones, razors and any other weapons 
they vould find. 

In the fight at close quarters the ne- 
groes drew razors and dashed into the 
street, slashing right and left. The 
white men resisted with clubs. At this 
point a squad of policemen arrived on 
the scene and stopped the rioting.

Rochester, Dec. 26.—A fire of mys- 
terious origin was discovered yester- 
day in the J. S. Graham Machine com- 
pany’s large factory. The plant, known 
to the firemen as the most dangerous 
factory in the city, was totally de- 
stroyed, entailing a loss of about $100,- 
000. The machinery in the upped floors 
fell, crushing out the west wall. Three 
firemen were caught and injured. 


British Lost Heavily 

London, Dee. 26.—The list of casual- 
ties of Colohel Damant’s engagement 
at Tafelkop, Orange River colony, Dec. 
20, when the Boers defended a kopje 
against Colonel Damant’s advance 
guard, is heavier than first reported by 
Lord Kitchener. It now appears that 
the British lost 3 officers and 29 men 
killed and had 5 officers and 35 men 
wounded.

2. There shall be a space of 3 feet 6 inches between wooden 
buildings over one story high already erected, and those that shall 
be built upon adjoining ‘ots, unless a brick external wall sepa- 
rates them, as preseribed in Article 1 of this section. 

5. There shall be a space of 5 feet 6 inches between wooden 
buildings already erected upon a lot and any wooden building over 
one story high that shall afterwards be built or moved upon the 
same lot. If there is to be a less space between them they shall 
be separated by a brick wall at least 8 inches thick. There shall 
be a space of 3 feet 6 inches between any wooden building or 
buildings, over one story high, already erected upon a lot, and 
any wooden building that shall afterward be erected upon or 
moved upon the same lot. If there is to be less space between 
they shall be separated by a brick wall at least 8 inches thick. 

4. All additions or alterations that shall be made to buildings 
already erected shall be subject to the provisions of this section. 


Section 29.—Sinrs, Posts, ete. 


All wooden buildings and their projections over one story in 
height, used as dwellings, stores, stables, or for manufacturing 
purposes, shall have sills not less than 6 x 6 inches, and if over 
one story and a half high, girths and posts not less than 4 x 6 
inches, and if three stories high posts 4 x 8 inches shall be used ; 
posts, girths and sills mortised and tenoned and pinned together, 
and wherever ledgers are used in dwellings there shall be fire 
stops cnt in tight, of same size as wall studs. 

Section 30.—RArFreRS AND PuratEs. 


1. All dwellings over one story in height shall have plates 
not less than 4 x 4 inches, or its equivalent, and if over 16 feet 
in width shall have rafters not less than 2 x 6 inches, set not 
more than 24 inches on centres. 

2. No studding for any part of the outside walls of any 
building over one story in height shall be less than 2 x 4 inches. 
Sretion 31.—Girpers, Heapers, TRIMMERS, ETC. 

J. There shall be girders not less than 6 x 8 inches under 
main partitions, and summers or floor joists doubled or their 
equivalent, under all cross partitions, in the first floor of all 
dwellings. 

2. Headers and trimmers of all openings over 4 feet in 
length in first floor of dwellings shall be floor joist doubled, or 
their equivalent, and in any other floor if deemed necessary by 
the Inspector. 

3. Trusses, Etc. All self-supporting walls or partitions 
above the first tloor in any building shall be trussed in a manner 
approved by the Inspector. 

4. Beams carrying main partitions in first floor shall be 
supported on piers or posts not more than 9 feet apart; trim- 
mers in first floor over 12 feet in length shall be supported by a 
pier or post. 

5. All buildings shall be braced in each story, and in cross 
partitions if deemed necessary by the Inspector. 


Section 32.—F Loors, ETC. 


1. Inall dwellings the sizes of floor joists shall be as follows : 


all brick chimneys shall be built at least three (3) feet above 
the ground, and from three (3) feet below the lowest part of 
roof at point through which it passes to top of chimney, with 
hard burned brick suitable for outside use; and they shall be 
topped out at least 4 feet above the roof at the highest point 
through which it passes. 

2. All brick smoke flues less than 8 inches thick, shall be 
lined with flue lining from 2 feet below any wood work in base- 
ment, to not less than 1 foot above the roof, the balance of flue 
above this lining to be smoothly plastered. 

All vent flues shall be smoothly plastered or cement washed 
on the inside. 

All wood-work shall be placed distant 3 inches, and floor tim- 
bers, headers, trimmers and girders at least 3 inches from the 
outside of every chimney flue, and the space around such wood- 
work and brick work of chimney where it passes through floors 
shall be closed by a proper fire stop of incombustible material. 

In no case shall a nail be driven into the masonry of any 
flue. 

3. Cuimneys Passing THroucn Fioors. Where chim- 
neys pass through floors they shall be held central in openings 
by one header projected out at each corner against openings ; and 
there shall be fire stops of tin, sheet iron or masonry to stop 
draft through openings around chimneys on each floor. 


4. Recesses on Cutmneys. No chimney shall be cobbled 
out, but may be corbelled, if thoroughly bonded, to receive a 
thimble. All recesses shall be plastered, and there shall be a 
space of not less than 5 inches between wood-work and thimble. 


5. No brick flue shall be built out of plumb beyond its 
centre of gravity. 

6. Fives nor on Founpation Watts, etc. Brick flues 
in dwellings not starting from foundation walls shall rest upon 
a continuous support of metal or masonry extending to the 
ground. 

7. Brick flues necessary in buildings other than dwellings, 
and not starting from the ground, shall be supported in 
manner approved by the Inspector; and if other than brick, 
where they pass through roofs, ceilings, closets, floors, or any 
wood-work, shall be guarded by a double collar or pipe, with at 
least three inches air space and holes for ventilation, or made 
safe in a manner satisfactory to the Inspector. 


Section 35.—Firr-PLaces, ETC. 


1, The brick jambs of every fire-place, range or grate open- 
ing must be at least 8 inches wide each, and the back of such 
openings must be at least 8 inches thick to at least two feet above 
such openings. 


2. All hearths shall be laid in trimmer arches of brick or 
stone, or upon a bed of brick work supported by iron bars; all 
such hearths and supports shall be at least 12 inches wider than 
such openings, and at least 18 inches wide in front of the chim- 
ney breast ; the brick-work over all fire-place and grate openings 
shall be supported on stone, brick arches or iron bars.

FIFT 


May Not Camp at South Framing- 
ham Next Year. 


fhe Journal reports a very interest- 
ng council of officers of the Fifth In- 
fantry, M. V. M., in the South Amory, 
Boston, Thursday evening. Col. 
Villiam H. Oakes presided, and there 
was quite @ tull attend ance of the field 
staff and line. 

The report of Col. Denny, Assistant 
Inspector General, on the summer's 
sur of duty at Framingham was read 
by Capt. Kincaide the Adjutant. The 
Inspector’s comments were, on the 
whole, complimentary to the zeal of 
he command, and his criticisms kind, 
Col, Oakes read from the returns, 
showing that there were 683 enlisted 
men on the rolls, but 66 less than the 
total permitted by the apportionment. 
Ile called attention to the fact that the 
Inspector had dropped in upon three of 
the companies unaware, and urged 
ipon company commanders the import- 
ance of getting out a full attendance at 
drill nights, While the Fifth was not 
so bad in this regard as some other 
organizations its minimum attendance 
at dril' never having fallen below 32 or 
; in apy company, still this should be 
improved,since there were many which 
showed a fal! enrollment of 60 enlisted 
men and none fell below an enrollment 
of 30 enlisted men. It would take but 
little more than five men to a company 
to bring the evrollment up to the maxi 
mum, and he trusted that every 
Captain would do his utmo st icget the 

men. 

The regiment had qualified $4 pe 
cent. of its enrollment and while this 
was good the percentage of qualifica- 
tion in the First, Sixth and Naval 
Brigade showed that the Fifth had a 
yreat deal of work abead to catcb up. 
Ihe First showed a qualification of 95 
per cent. 2 

He urged on the officers to use the 
revolver range at the armory on Tues- 
day evenings through the winter. 

Col. Oakes stated that two battalion 
drills bad been arranged for the nine 

cal companies in and around Boston. 
The first drill will be on Jan. 31 and 
the second on March 7. 

rhe Colonel also said that he was 
confident that in the event of the 
request of the Brigade Commander for 
a camp of his command outside of 
Framingham pext summer the request 
of the Fifth for a separate regimental 
camp away from Framingham would be 
granted. If the brigades should be en- 
camped away from Famingham, then 
the intervals between regiments in the 
open would be such as to amount to a 
separate regimental camp for the 
Fifth.

Accompanying the proposed ordinance establishing the office of In- 
spector of Building are 24 pages of rules and regulations for the inspec- 
tion and construction of buildings. The question has been asked, does the 
city need such stringent regulations’ An instalment of the rules without 
the slight amendments made at the last meeting of the City Council is 


printed below :

SeEcTION 40.—SMOKE-PIPES OF FURNACES, ETC. 


The smoke-pipe of any hot air, steam, hot water, or other 
furnace or stove, passing beneath wooden beams or ceilings, 
shall be kept at least 24 inches therefrom, or the wood-work 
shall be protected by a tin shield suspended at least 2 inches 
below any wood-work; if the beam or ceiling is plastered and 
protected by a tin shield suspended two inches below the plaster- 
ing, the pipe may then be kept not less than 6 inches from 
plastering.

the same corridor, or shall be provided with suitable fire-escapes. 
The Inspector may require that proper fire-stops shall be provided 
in floors, walls and partitions of such buildings and make such 
furthur requirements as may be necessary or proper to prevent 
the spread of fire therein, or its communication from any steam 
boiler or heating apparatus.

3. Elevators and light shafts, if of wood, shall be lined with 
sheet-iron or tin, or plastered on metal lathing throughout.

No person shall within one hundred feet of any other buildings

COMMEROIAL AMBITIONS FOILED. 


Gilbert Parker Says the British Have 
Deprived Germany of Possibility of 
Creating a South African Empire. 
We Block Her Way to Exploiting 
South America, 


Some comments on the colonial poli- 
cy of Great Britain, the Anglo-Boer 
war and Germany's attitude toward 
England and the United States made 
by Gilbert Parker, the well known au- 
thor and member of parliament, are ex- 
tremely pertinent, coming, as they do, 
during the preseut revival of South Af- 
rican war criticism, in the heat of the 
“American peril” agitation after 
the recent articles in the 
British press on the necessity for Eng- 
land’s allying herself with Germany 
country or with Russia

“Your question as to my opinion of 
our colonial policy is rather difficult to 
answer,” said Mr. Parker to ; inter- 
viewer, “for an Englishman, even if 


strongly opposed to England's attitude, 
would try to defend her position when 
questioned by a foreigner. Not that I 
myself want to defend England's stand 
from alone, for I am a 
strong supporter of our present policy. 

“What about Germany’s attitude to- 
ward England just now?” continued 
Mr. Parker. “Well, it certainly shows 
the existence of a dangerous element 
in Europe. Germany is a great em- 
pire and is ever growing stronger. Her 
adverse criticism can benefit neither 
England nor herself. It is dangerous 
for England, for no country is enriched 
by making enemies, and it is danger- 
ous for Germany, for she can be sure 
of this, that no matter whether the na- 
tions of Europe love or hate England 
it would be absolutely impossible for 
the German empire, with all her puis- 
sance, to make a coalition against or 
make war upon England. ‘The other 
powers won't play Germany's game. 

“The German people are not lovking 
in the right direction for their enemy, 
for Germany's foe is right here in a 
country they call the United States. 
All England has to do Is to sit still and 
let Brother Jonathan take care of the 
Teuton. Germany is the one aggres- 
sive colonial and commercial power in 
the western hemisphere. Her attitude 
for years past has been one of aggran- 
dizement. There was abundant evi- 
dence of this a short time ago in the 
Venezuelan Qjspute. She has by every 
kind of political intrigue endeavored 
to gain commercial domination over 
South and Central America. That is 
anti-Monroe. This is what the United 
States will never allow beyond a cer- 
tain limit. 

“You ask what inspires Germany’s 
criticism ef the war in South Africa, 
There are three reasons for it. Ger- 
many long ago determined to have a 
vigorous colonial policy in South Afri- 
ca and to acquire a great territory 
there, and so long as the southern part 
of the dark continent remained a se- 
ries of detached provinces it was pos- 
sible. The splendid chance of starting 
in the Transvaal and Orange Free 
State a great commercial status, which 
is always the foundation for a strong 
political power, was hers, but she 
didn’t achieve it. She would have been 
justified in her ambitions in this had 
not the present war set it forever at 
rest. The end of the war is distant, it 
is true, but none the less certain. Then 
there will exist in South Africa a series 
of constitutionally united provinces in 
which German commercial ambitions 
will be powerless. Germany can never 
be a great African power. That is the 


patriotism 


| first reason for her antipathy. 


“In the second place, the Boers are 
constitutionally more German than 
English. England herself would sym- 
pathize with a people speaking her 
own l2znguage and possessing her own 
customs and main characteristics who 
were struggling with a stronger people 
that spoke a different language and 
unconnected by any kindred ties. 

“Then the third reason is that a vast 


' Majority of Germans really believe 


that England is what the Boer dele- 
zates, and especially Dr. Leyds, paint 
her. They don't get accurate accounts 
of the war. All news comes filter- 
ed through Boer sources, and so the 
Germans really believe that horrible 
atrocities are daily being committed by 
the English soldiers. Naturally their 
indignation is aroused, not disinterest- 
edly or ingenuously. 

“This is true of the people generally, 
but not of the government itself, The 
opinion in Great Britain is that Ger- 
Many as a nation has played very fair- 
ly. The unfavorable sentiment js by 
no means the creation of Emperor Wil- 
liam. But all this storm of protest 
will die out, as such agitations do. It 
is not to Germany’s interest to quarrel 
with England.” 

In closing the interview Mr. Parker 
spoke of the reconciliation of the 
Boers, their future and the future of 
Africa, growing out of the confedera- 
tion of the South African colonies, 
which, he said, would take place with- 
in the next decade. 

“Two-thirds of the Boers are English 
speaking,” he said, “and so are more 
homogeneous and will more readily as- 
Similate English customs and princi- 
ples and be more readily reconciled 
than in French Canada, where the lan- 
suage and religion were different. 
There is no real difference between the 
Dutch relizion and ours. So after the 
termination of the unfortunate strug: 
e the conditions will be more favor- 
able than is usually the case in such 
conflict for a prosperous and ber eficent 
reconstruction.”

tion in sacred literature. The sublimi-

Many in 
numbering their days apply their hearts 
unto folly. Life being short, they rea- 
son that it should be wasted on the 
grounds that it is too short for the ac- 
complishment of great results.

HIS BRAIN WAS EXPOSED 


Henry Warner Fearfully Seat- 
en About the Head. 


CHAIR AND FLATIRON USED 


By Negro Employe of Victim of As- 
sault, Who May Not Recover From 
His Injuries—Accused Man Is Said 
to Have Shown Signs of Insanity 


Charlemont, Mass., Dec. 30.—Henry 
M. Warner, 61 years of age, und a for- 
mer deputy sheriff, was the victim of a 
fearful and probably fatal assault about 
midnight Saturday night, and Edward 
Smith, a negro, employed by Warner 
for many years, is locked up in Green- 
field to await the result of the wounds 
which it is claimed he intlicted. 

The affair took place in Mr. Warner's 
back kitchen and in striving to separate 
the men Mrs. Warner was also knocked 
down and badly bruised. She man- 
aged to regain her feet and with two 
other women who were in the house, 
ran shrieking ina driving snowstorm 
to the nearest neighbors, 

Three or four men responded and on 
reaching the house found Smith walk- 
ing the porch with a flatiron in his 
hand, while in the kitchen was the un- 
conscious form of his employer. 

Doctors were hastily summoned and 
their examination showed that Mr. 
Warner's skull was so badly fractured 
that the brain was exposed. In ad- 
dition he had a wound on the right tem- 
ple, while the lower jaw was fearfully 
shattered, only two teeth remaining. 
Smith was subsequently taken into suc- 
tody and removed to the county jail at 
Greentield, 

There are two versions of the affair, 
one by Mrs. Warner and the other by 
Smith, 


Mrs. Warner says that Smith eame 
home late and failing to get in at the 


back door came round to the one on the 
side of the house, which Mr. Warner, 
getting out of bed, unlocked for him. 
On coming into the kitchen there were 
some words and then Smith sprung at 
her husband and kuocked him down 
With a chair. She started to interfere 
and then Smith felled her also with a 
chair, The negro then snatched up a 
flatiron and continued his assault on her 
husband, while she,-with her mother 
and her sister, ran out for help. 

Before being taken to Greenfield, 
Smith said that when he came home 
Warner swore at him for being out so 
late and then struck him. Smith said 
that he defended himself with a chair, 
and in doing so, knocked him down, 
This seemed to enrage Warner, and he 
jumped up and came for him with an- 
other chair. This time Smith said he 
stopped him “for good.” 

Neither of the men had been drink- 
ing and Smith seems mild and inoffen- 
sive. It is said that the negro has 
shown signs of mental derangement.

Five Hundred Vaccinated. 


Although but a few days have elapsed 
sinced_the Board of Health established 
free vaccination stations in the several 
wards of the city, many have availed 
themselves of the opportunity. While 
the number may seem small it should 
be borne in mind that during the whole 
month all of the physicians have been 
busy vaccinating their own patients, 
and also that since the establishment of 
free vaccination stations many have 
preferred their own family physicians.

tion in Its Intensest Form. 


Says Brooks Adams in 
Address. 


Before American Economic Asso- 
ciation at Washington. 


Brooks Adams of Quincy addressed 
he American Economic Aasociation at 
Washington on Saturday relative to 
international trade. His address was a 
notable one, and is given in part be- 
low 

War, said Mr. Adams, is as essen- 
tially an instrument of commercial com- 
petition, as is trade itself; indeed, 
war is only commercial! competition in 
its intense form. Al! the facts point 
to the conclusion that war is regularly 
kindled by the heat engendered by the 
impact upon an established economic 
system of a system which is consolidat- 
ing. Hence the outbreak of war at 
certain stages of development must be 
regarded as a usual, if not an invar- 
able phenomenon. 

In three years, tle speaker continued, 
America reorganized her whole social 
system by a process of consolation the 
result of which has been the so-called 
trust. But the trust in reality, is 
highest type of administrative  effi- 
ciency,and therefore of economy,which 
has yet been attained. 

In conclusion Mr. Adams said: The 
symptoms of energy at home and of 
collapse abroad point to a readjustment 
of the social equilibrium on an unpre 
edented scale.

Section 51.—Insrector suHaLt ExaMinE BUILDINGS 10 BE 


RAISED, ETC. 


The Inspector shall examine all buildings under application to 
raise, enlarge, build upon, move, or alter, and make a record of 
the same. 

ALTERATIONS, ADDITIONS, 


Section 52.—Wuar ETC., ARE 


SuBJECT TO THIS ORDINANCE. 


Any alteration or addition to any building already erected, 
or hereafter to be built, except necessary repairs not affecting the 
construction of the external or party walls, chimneys, or stair- 
ways, and the rebuilding or repairing of any building which has 
been partly destroyed by fire, shall be subject to the regulations 
of this ordinance. 


Section 53. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall designate, in every permit 
for the erection of a new building, the lowest grade at which the 
floor of the basement story of said building shall be laid.

PORTED DANGEROUS, ETC. 


The Inspector of Buildings shall examine all buildings re- 
ported dangerous or unsafe from any cause, and make a record 
of such examination, including the nature and cause of such 
condition, with the location of the building, name of owner, 
lessee and occupant, and for what purpose occupied; and he 
shall report auy building by him deemed dangerous or unsafe to 
the City Council for their action. 


Secrion 56.—CuaANnGEs NECESSARY TO BE MADE, Ere. 


1, If any building in process of erection shall, after exam- 
imation by the Inspector of Buildings, be deemed by him weak, 
unsafe or faulty, weak or 
unfit material, he shall cause to be made such changes in, altera- 
tions of or additions tc the work and material as he shall con- 
sider necessary for safety. 

2. No building hereafter altered, added to or re- 
paired, that is to be finished in whole or in part, shall be lathed, 
plastered or sheathed until the owner or builder shall have 
notified the Inspector of Buildings to inspect the same, and shall 
have received from the said Inspector a notice in writing that 
the building is accepted. 

The Inspector of Buildings on receipt of a written notice 
from the owner or builder, that any building, or the alterations, 
additions or repairs to any buildings, is ready for inspection, 
shall within 48 hours inspect the premises, but shall not accept 
the building until all the requirements of the Jaw, as to the 
frame, chimneys, firestops, furnace or steam pipes and all other 
parts of the construction, have been complied with. The In- 
spector shall also require that all permanent posts, piers or 
columns required under girders, ete., shall be in place before he 
accepts the building.

Whoever violates any of the provisions of the preceding 
sections and neglects for 48 hours after written notice from the 
Inspector of Buildings, served upon him personally or posted 
conspicuously upon the building erected, or in process of erec- 
tion, alteration or repair, in violation of said provisions, to alter 
said building in conformity with the provisions of this chapter, 
shall be liable to a penalty of not less than twenty nor more than 
fifty dollars, and to a like penalty for every day’s continuance 
of such violation.

No person shall proceed to erect or make alterations in the lo- 
cation or grade of any fence, wall, or building, which is to abut 
upon any public street, lane, square, or alley, without first apply- 
ing to the Commissioner of Public Works for the lines and grade 
of the street, lane, square, or alley, upon which he intends to 
build. Such application shall be made in writing, at least 7 
days before the work is begun, and the Commissioner of Public 
Works shall, within said time, furnish the required lines and 
grades without charge, if in his power so to do. In default of 
such application, such person shall be held to have waived all 
claim to damages resulting from such default. 


Section 59.—Bay Wurypows, AND oTHER PRoJECTIONS. 


No building already erected or hereafter to be built, shall have 
any bay window or other projection built upon or added to it 
that will encroach upon the limits of the street, lane, square, or 
alley upon which said building abuts, without first obtaining a 
permit in writing from the City Couneil; and no such permit 
shall be granted until after such notice to owners of adjoining 
property as the City Council shall order, and after a hearing 
pursuant to such notice. 


Section 60.—ENCROACHMENTS UPON STREET Lruits. 


Whenever the City Council ascertain that any structure placed 
in violation of the preceding sections, encroaches upon the limits 
of the street, lane, square, or alley upon which said structure 
abuts, they shall forthwith issue an order to the party offending, 
directing that the structure be removed within time therein spec- 
ified, and in case of non-compliance the City Council shall cause 
the incumbrance to be removed at the expense of the delinquent.

CONFESSION OF MURDER 


Harvey Eruce Tells of the Kill- 
ing of Hallenbeck 


FOUR HAD A HAND IN CRIME 


Three Were Nephews of the Wealthy 
Farmer, Who Held a Mortgage on 
Their Home and Had Foreclosed It 


and Evicted Them

murders ever committed in New York 
state has culminated in the confession 
of Harvey Bruce, aged 21, in the form of 
a statement to his mother and aunt. 
The statement is witnessed by Mayor 
Harvey aud County Treasurer Macy 
and tells Low the murder of Peter A. 
Hallenbeck, the wealthy farmer of 
Greenport, was committed by himself 
and Willis, Burton and Fred Van 
Wormer, brothers, aged 20, 26 und 26, 
nephews of the murdered man, 

The confession shows that the pris- 
oners, Who all lived in Kinderhook, 18 
miles from the Hallenbeck home, rode 
ou Christmas eve to the scene of the 
erime, tied their horse to the baru of 
the victim, walked to the rear of the 
house in the bright moonlight, rapped 
on the door and when the old man 
opened it, shot him to death, firing 13 
shots, 11 penetrating the body, The 
crime was witnessed by Hallenbeck’s 
wife and old mother, the other mem- 
bers of the family attending Christmas 
eve services. 

The Van Wormer family lived unttl 
last fall in a house in Greenport, mort- 
gaged to Hallenbeck. The boys being 
indolent and troublesome, the mortenge 
was foreclosed and the family evicted. 
This is the basis of the ill-will held 
against the victim. The shots were 
heard by the neighbors who saw the 
fleeing men, and, after 
gave the alarm. Suspicion soon rested 
on the Van Wormers. 

Christmas day they were arrested 
with Bruce at “Kinderhook. Their 
mother and friends tried hard by testi- 
mony before the coroner to establish an 
alibi, declaring the boys were at home 
by 9 o'clock Christmas eve. ‘The offt- 
cials had strong evidence against them. 
‘The horse which they drove had a pe- 
culiar shoe with a short cork, the same 
impression being in the soft earthatthes 
barn where the horse was tied up. The 
Wason Wheels measured exactly the 
Situe as the tracks in the snow leading 
from the Hallenbeck house. One foot- 
print was by feet wearing a “bull dog” 
shoe, another by shoes having stecl 
heel plates, and the shoes ef the pris- 
oners When arrested had those char- 
acteristics and fitted the snow prints 
exactly. The bullets in the body were 
82 and 38 calibre, which were the same 
as revolvers foundin the prisoners’ 
home. They purchased masks from a 
notion dealer at Kinderhook the after 
noon of the murder and the men who 
did the shooting wore masks. Four re- 
volvers were found in the boys’ home, 

The first knowledge of 
startling was when, on the advice of 
the district attorney, Coroner Lisk 
abruptly adjourned the court while a 
Witness was being examined. The 
hews spread quickly and soon the court 
house was besieged by throngs of peo- 
ple eager for information. It was 
readily found in which room Bruce was 
and the sheriff was compelled to estab- 
lish a line to hold the people back. 
When they became convinced that a 
confession had been made all seemed 
satistied at the thought that justice was 
likely to be meted out. 

Many citizens in Columbia county be- 
lieve that the murder was the result of 
a family conspiracy, with a double mo- 
tive— revenge and cupidity.

ommendations — Bailey of Texas Says 
Gorman Can Beat Hill In 1904 


Columbus, O., Dee. 31.—Senator 


Hanna may win a nominal victory in 
the contest between Senator Foraker 
and himself over the organization of the 
legislature which will be fonght out 
here this week, but he has already made 
concessions that prove that he is no 
longer the power in Republican polities 
in Ohio that he was when President 
McKinley lived. Some of the positions 
involved have distinction, and many of 
them have salaries worth working for, 
but the real stakes in the game are the 
supremacy in Republican politics whieh 
has been held by Senator Hanna upto 
this time. 

The first notice that President Roose- 
velt would not attach special im- 
portance to Senator Hanua’s recom- 
mendations, on the ground that he was 
the national chairman of the party, 
caine to him in the president's answer 
toa request forthe appointment of 
former Colgressman Weaver to be pen- 
sion agent for Ohio. The request was 
made in writing, and the president 
promptly replied that he would not ap- 
point Weaver or any other man to that 
position in whose indorsement both sen- 
ators did nog join. 

Thus admonished that his power was 
sliding away from him, the senator 
realized that Senator Foraker's friends 
had plans well laid to organize the new 
legislature, and that the success of their 
Plans would be generally accepted in 
Washington and throughout the nation 
as his displacement as the head of the 
party in Ohio by Senator Foraker. 

Though the fight for organization of 
the legislature is a bitter one, it is not 
at all likely that it will involve the sen- 
atorship, and Senator Foraker, who 
was indorsed for return to the senate, 
will be elected by the full Republican 
vote on Jan, 14. 


Why Bailey Favors Gorman 

Houston, Tex., Dee. 31.—Senator J. 
V. Bailey has declared unequivocally 
against Mr. Hill as the Democratic 
candidate for president in 1904. He 
says ina letter just made public: “Lam 
not only strongly in favor of Gorman’s 
nomination (in 1904) because I believe 
him the best candidate for us to name, 
but I am also in favor of supporting 
him because it now looks to me like he 
is the only man who can certainly de- 
feat David B. Hill in the convention. 
Hill's friends are at work all over the 
country in the interest of his nomina- 
tion, and I think it would be a fatal 
mistake for our party to take as its can- 
didate in 1994 a man who did not sup- 
port the candidates in 1896.”

The citizens’ committee and 
Solicitor Ward are collecting evidence 
against Wilcox to present to the grand 
jury when It meets in March next. 


Flood Damage Not Hleavy 
Philadelphia, Dee. 31.—Reports from 
all parts of eastern Pennsylvania show 
that the rivers and creeks which he- 
came greatly swollen as a result of Sat- 


urday night and Sunday's continuoas 
rain are steadily falling. Although 
considerable damage was done, the 


losses will not be great, most of the 


flooded areas being lowlands. 

May Ask Congress For Vindication

Sein Regarding Consumption 
Washington, Dec. 31.—Our’ consul at 
Lyons, France, has transmitted to the 
state department a translation of the re- 
port of a French parliamentary com- 


mission on the causes, curability and 
prevalence of tuberculosis in general 
and in France in particular, where 1590,- 
000 deaths from the disease occur an- 
nually. According to the report neither 
the breath of the consumptive nor the 
air which he expels transmits the d's- 
ease. It ie the spittle, dried and _ re- 
duced to dust, which is generally the 
agent of contagion. This dry spittle 
clings to the walls, furniture and floor 
of the patient's room for months and 
even years, but sunlight in a few hours 
destroys the bacilli. 

Alcohol, according to the report, 
inakes the best bedfor tuberculosis. 
The departments of France which are 
the greatest centres for tuberculosis are 
almost always those in which the con- 
sumption of alcohol is highest. The 
report declares that consumption js 
curable at all stages, Dr. Darfberg 4s 
quoted as saying: “During the last 10 
years I have cured a number of con- 
sumptives, who have resumed their oc- 
cupations, married and had healthy 
children. I myself am the consumptive 
that I know the best whom I have 
cured. Lam, therefore, able to say that 
eonsumption is curable.” Pure air, 
such as is found in seashore and on 
high mountains, is the best remedy for 
consumption, but the remedial process 
is long and must be continuous. 


Buried With Soldier’s Honors 

Camden, N. J., Dee, 31.—The last re 
spects to United States Senator William 
J. Sewall were paid today when Cam- 
den's distinguished citizen was laid to 
rest with full military honors. Public 
offices and many business places were 
closed at noon. The public was per- 
mitted to view the body from 9 until 11 
this morning. Religious services were 
held at the fate senator's house, and 
were conducted by Bishop Scarborough 
and Rev. li. A. Rodrick, pastor @f St. 
Paul's Episcopal church, of which 
General Sewell was a vestryman. The 
military escort was under the command 
of Brigadier General Cooper of the New 
Jersey National guard.

Maso Demonstration Squelched 

Havana, Dec. 31.—The return of Gen- 
eral Gomez to Havana did not bring 
forth the big demonstration which had 
been predicted for the occasion.  Al- 
though Gomez was welcomed by six 
bands of music, less enthusiasm was 
shown than in the Maso manifesta- 
tions. The Maso followers had ar- 
ranged a demonstration in opposition to 
the one to welcome Gomez, but fearing 
trouble, this was prohibited by the au- 
thorities. 

Repairs Will Cost $75,000 

Washington, Dec. 51.—The navy de- 
partment has authorized extensive re- 
pairs to the cruiser Newark at the Bos- 
ton navy yard. She has been able to 
make only comparatively short runs. 
It Is now proposed to increase Ler coal 
capacity so that she will be able to 
make long runs. Her present batteries 
will be preserved, but new mounts and 
some lesser repairs will cost $75,000. 


Sheriff Gives U P Liquor 

Portland, Me., Dec. 31.—A big lot of 
liquor seized by Sheriff Pearson's depu- 
ties from the Portsmouth and Portland 
Express company last Saturday was re- 
turned to the claimants yesterday. The 
sheriff stated that he was prepared to 
hold the liquor and fight the case, but 
the prosecuting attorney advised that 
it be returned, as most of the packages 
were addressed to private families. 


Another Massacre Reported 

London, Dec. 31.—The Shanghai cor- 
respondent of The Daily Express cables 
that a missionary anda number of 
Christian captives have been massacred 
at Ning-Sha-Fu, in Kan-So province, 
where Prince Tuan and General Tung 
Fuh Siang are residing. ‘he corre- 
spondent says it is asserted that the 
troops of General Tung i’uh Siang are 
responsible for the wassacre.

DOVER WEAVERS STRIKE | 


Whole Cccheco Miil Force 
May Eecome Involved 


REQUEST FOR CONFERENCE 


Was Denied by Agent of the Mills on 
Different Occasions—Business Men 
Trying to Avert a Strike Which May 
Make Thousands Idle 


Dover, N. H., Dec, 31.—Claiming that 
they have been paid less than other 
workmen employed in the same class of 
goods elsewhere, and being unable to 
obtain a conference with Agent Fish. 
200 weavers of the Cocheco cotton 
mills, here, struck yesterday. As the 
strikers have the sanction of their na- 
tional organization, it is feared that the 
entire mill force of the city, numbering 
from 3500 to 8800, will become in- 
volved, if a settlement is not speedily 
reached. 

The striking weavers are those who 
operated the looms in mills Nos, 1 and 
5, and who for the past few weeks have 
been making flannelette, a product new 
to the Cocheco corporation. ‘The weay 
ers claim that the price fixed for these 
goods was 15 1-4 cents a cut, although 
it is maintained that the price paid in 
«ther mills for the same work is from 
16 to 18 cents a eut. 

Agent Fish of the Coheco mills, in an 
interview said: “Early in the month I 
received notice through the overseer 
that a committee of the weavers bad 
been appointed to wait upon me with 
reference to the amount being paid for 
a certain grade of cloth called ‘N,N. 
As this was an entirely new work on 
which they had just started, I felt that 
the weavers were not in a position then 
to tell just how much they could make 
on it. For this reason it did not seem 
essential that I should have a con- 
ference with this committee.” 

The Weavers’ union had a large meet- 
ing at their hall last evening, and the 
Strike situation was discussed at con- 
siderable length. The weavers whoare 
engaged on other grades of work wholly 
endorsed the action of those on strike 
and expressed themselves as being in 
sympathy with them. While it is zen- 
erally expressed that the members of 
the Weavers’ union are ready to go out 
in a body and have a general strike at 
the Cocheco mills, it was voted that all 
those who are not already on _ strike 
should go to work today as usual, pend- 
ing detinite action tonight. It is gen- 
erally believed that if Agent Fish con- 
tinues to refuse to make any conces- 
sions that there will be a complete tie- 
up of the Coheco company. 

After the meeting last evening there 
came a telegram from the officers to the 
secretary of the local union, but as the 
meeting had broken up and many of 
the members had gone home the 
secretary refused to read it or make its 
contents known to any one. The secre- 
tary seemed to be well pleased with the 
telegram and it is thought by many that 
it advised a general strike. 

The business people in general speak 
against the methods of Agent Fish In 
the matter brought to his attention be- 
fore the strike took place, It is claimed 
that the weavers on Dec. 2 asked Mr. 
Fish fora conference and that on Pee. 
13 Secretary Hibbard wrote a letter to 
Mr. Fish, but no notice was taken of 
either communication. The weavers 
also say that another letter was written 
on Dec. 20, when Agent Fish replied: 
“I will see my belp when and how it 
suits me.” 

The business men of this city are us- 
ing every effort to avert a strike of the 
entire weaving force of the Cocheco 
mills and also to assist in the settlement 
of the strike now already on. 


Weavers Want Concessions 

Clinton, Mass., Dec. 31.—For the past 
few months the weavers at some of the 
Lancaster mills have been complaining 
that they have been unable to make 
more than $5 or $6 a week on a grade of 
goods known &as the 2-47, a narrow cloth 
shirting of cheap grade. The weavers 
of the Cameron street mill appointed a 
committee yesterday to confer with 
Agent Richardson. It is expected that 
the matter will satisfactorily adjusted,
